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COMMISSION  OF  FINE  ARTS. 

Following  is  the  text  of  a  Bill  creating  a  Commission  of  Fine  Arts  for 
the  Federal  Government,  as  passed  by  the  Senate  May  3,  1910,  and  as 
finally  agreed  to  and  passed  by  the  House  of  Representatives,  May  12, 
1910. 

AN  ACT 

Establishing  a  Commission  of  Fine  Arts. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United  States  of 
America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  a  permanent  Commission  of  Fine  Arts  is  hereby 
created  to  be  composed  of  seven  well-qualified  judges  of  the  fine  arts,  who  shall  be 
appointed  by  the  President,  and  shall  serve  for  a  period  of  four  years  each,  and  until 
their  successors  are  appointed  and  qualified.  The  President  shall  have  authority 
to  fill  all  vacancies.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  commission  to  advise  upon  the 
location  of  statues,  fountains,  and  monuments  in  the  public  squares,  streets,  and  parks 
in  the  District  of  Columbia,  and  upon  the  selection  of  models  for  statues,  fountains, 
and  monuments  erected  under  the  authority  of  the  United  States  and  upon  the 
selection  of  artists  for  the  execution  of  the  same.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  officers 
charged  by  law  to  determine  such  questions  in  each  case  to  call  for  such  advice.  The 
foregoing  provisions  of  this  Act  shall  not  apply  to  the  Capitol  building  of  the  United 
States  and  the  building  of  the  Library  of  Congress.  The  commission  shall  also  advise 
generally  upon  questions  of  art  when  required  to  do  so  by  the  President,  or  by  any 
committee  of  either  House  of  Congress.  Said  commission  shall  have  a  secretary  and 
such  other  assistance  as  the  commission  may  authorize,  and  the  members  of  the 
commission  shall  each  be  paid  actual  expenses  in  going  to  and  returning  from  Wash- 
ington to  attend  the  meetings  of  said  commission  and  while  attending  the  same. 

Sec.  2.  That  to  meet  the  expenses  made  necessary  by  this  act  an  expenditure  of 
not  exceeding  ten  thousand  dollars  a  year  is  hereby  authorized. 
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CONSERVATION  CIRCULARS  ISSUED  BY  THE  FOREST 

SERVICE. 

The  inclosed  information  is  given  out  by  the  Forest  Service  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provision  of  law  to  the  following  effect: 

"  That  no  part  of  this  appropriation  shall  be  paid  or  used  for  the  purpose  of  paying 
for,  in  whole  or  in  part,  the  preparation  or  publication  of  any  newspaper  or  maga- 
zine article,  but  this  shall  not  prevent  the  giving  out  to  all  persons  without  discrimi- 
nation, including  newspaper  and  magazine  writers  and  piiblishers,  of  any  facts  or 
official  information  of  value  to  the  public." 

The  circulars  received  by  the  Institute,  since  the  last  issue  of  the 
Bulletin,  of  most  interest  to  architects,  are  given  below. 

Address  before  the  National  Lumber  Manufacturers'  Association,  in  New 
Orleans,  La.,  By  Mr.  Henry  S.  Graves. 

In  addressing  the  National  Lumber  Manufacturers'  Association  to-day,  Henry  S. 
Graves,  Chief  of  the  Forest  Service  of  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture,  discussed 
the  problem  of  private  forestry  and  proposed  a  plan  for  a  general  test  by  southern 
lumbermen  of  the  practicability  of  forestry  on  their  own  holdings. 

"The  more  I  study  into  this  subject  of  private  forestry,"  said  Mr.  Graves,  "the 
more  I  am  convinced  that  what  is  needed  is  not  immediate  legislation  but  an  imme- 
diate beginning  of  the  practical  operation  of  forestry,  and  I  am  convinced  that  the 
results  of  such  a  beginning  will  be  conclusive  evidence  that  American  lumbermen 
are  fully  capable  of  meeting  the  conservation  problem  both  from  the  standpoint  of 
the  permanent  requirements  of  the  lumber  trade  and  from  that  of  the  continued 
prosperity  of  the  public  at  large." 

Forester  Graves  held  that  for  most  large  owners  to  introduce  forestry  immediately 
over  their  entire  holdings  would  not  be  practical  from  a  business  standpoint,  because 
this  would  involve  making  a  considerable  investment  in  the  dark.  It  could  not  be 
told  now  either  what  forestry  would  cost  them  or  what  it  would  bring  them.  Further, 
a  preliminary  working  out  of  the  exact  methods  of  cutting  and  fire  protection  needed 
should  be  obtained.  Therefore  Mr.  Graves  proposed:  (1)  That  those  lumbermen 
who  are  interested  in  this  matter  make  an  immediate  test  of  the  practice  of  forestry 
on  their  holdings;  (2)  that  this  be  regarded  as  a  beginning  with  a  view  of  ascertaining 
the  possibility  of  forestry,  rather  than  an  attempt  to  establish  an  organized  system 
of  forestry  over  his  entire  holdings;  (.3)  that  to  accomplish  this  object  they  associate 
themselves  together  either  through  their  trade  associations,  or  by  a  new  association, 
in  order  that  through  cooperation  and  partnership  the  expenses  of  forestry  may  be 
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reduced  to  a  minimum;  (4)  that  each  owner  set  aside  from  1,000  to  10,000  acres  as 
a  practical  demonstration  groimd;  (5)  that  there  be  employed  by  the  association 
a  forester  to  direct  the  t-echnical  work,  his  salary  and  expenses  to  be  properly  pro- 
rated among  all  the  members;  (6)  that  each  owner  employ  such  local  guards  or 
rangers  as  are  necessary  to  carry  out  the  fire  regulations,  restrictions  of  cuttings,  etc. 

Mr.  Graves  warned  the  lumbermen  that  if  they  did  not  themselves  move  in  the 
matter  thej^  were  likely  to  find  the  public  taking  action  to  prevent  the  impoverish- 
ment of  States  through  forest  destruction.  "There  is  no  question,"  he  said,  "that 
there  is  a  strong  tendency  toward  State  legislation  looking  to  some  kind  of  restriction 
on  private  lands.  Bills  have  actually  been  introduced  in  State  legislatures  having 
in  view  legal  restrictions  as  to  how  the  timber  should  be  cut.  The  American  people 
when  aroused  to  the  need  of  a  given  reform  are  impatient  to  have  it  accomplished  at 
once.  My  own  programme  would  be  for  the  private  owners  to  recognize  that  they  have 
a  responsibility  to  handle  the  property  so  that  it  will  not  result  in  an  impoverishment 
of  a  State,  and  that  the  State  should  recognize  its  responsibility  to  aid  the  private 
owners  in  carrying  out  the  necessary  conservative  management." 

The  opening  for  forestry  with  early  returns  through  leaving  the  smaller  timber 
for  a  second  cut  was  dwelt  upon,  but  it  was  pointed  out  that  real  forestry  is  not 
practiced  unless  reproduction  is  provided  for.  Mr.  Graves  recognized  that  the  long- 
time investment  involved  in  tree-planting  on  deforested  land  is  not,  under  average 
conditions  at  the  present  time,  an  attractive  one  to  lumbermen;  nor  did  he  urge  it. 
"  If  you  should  ask  my  advice  as  to  whether  you  should  buy  denuded  lands  in  the 
South  and  plant  them  on  a  large  scale  as  an  investment,  I  should  advise  against  it. 
In  my  judgment  the  question  of  the  financial  returns  from  private  forestry  should 
not  be  looked  at  from  a  theoretical  standpoint  of  purchasing  land  and  planting 
trees,  but  rather  from  the  standpoint  of  the  management  of  forests  already  under 
timber.  I  believe  that  the  average  American  lumberman  is  not  much  more  interested 
in  natural  reproduction  than  he  is  in  plantations.  Nevertheless,  I  believe  that  the 
question  of  reproduction  is  well  worth  your  attention  on  practical  grounds,  even 
though  you  have  not  the  interest  of  the  owners  who  are  planning  a  heritage  for  their 
children  and  grandchildren,  or  of  the  corporations  organized  on  such  a  permanent 
basis  as  to  look  far  into  the  future.  Already  in  the  best  settled  portions  of  our  country 
land  well  stocked  with  young  growth  Ijrings  a  higher  price  than  denuded  land.  Even 
the  land  speculator  who  has  no  interest  in  permanent  forestry  may  well  take  this  into 
account.  Reproduction  can  be  secured  naturally  in  most  cases  where  a  second  cut 
is  contemplated.  I  believe  that  it  is  emphatically  worth  while,  in  the  first  place,  for 
the  sake  of  the  increased  sale  value  of  natural  forest  land  after  the  present  stand  has 
been  removed,  if  it  is  then  well  stocked  with  young  growth.  In  the  second  place, 
I  believe  that  the  permanent  interests  of  the  lumber  business  not  only  justify  but 
demand  such  a  handling  of  your  forest  property." 
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Forest  Products  Laboratory  Ready  for  Work. 

An  event  of  importance  to  the  wood-using  industries  of  the  country  and  to  engi- 
neers is  the  completion  of  the  Forest  Products  Laboratory  at  Madison,  Wis.  June  4 
has  been  set  as  the  date  for  the  formal  opening.  The  laboratory  has  been  estab- 
Hshed  to  aid,  through  experiments  and  demonstrations,  the  lessening  of  waste  in 
the  manufacture  and  use  of  wood.  It  is  a  cooperative  undertaking  between 
the  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture  and  the  University  of  Wisconsin.  The  State 
has  erected  for  the  purpose  a  new  building  at  the  university  and  will  furnish  also  the 
light,  heat,  and  power.  The  Department  of  Agriculture  has  supplied  the  equipment 
and  apparatus  and  will  maintain  the  force  of  thirty-five  or  forty  persons  required  to 
carry  on  the  work.  Through  this  arrangement,  the  United  States  has  secured 
perhaps  the  largest  and  best  equipped  wood-testing  laboratory  in  the  world. 

A  number  of  vacancies  in  engineering  position  in  connection  with  the  work  will 
be  filled  in  May  and  June.  Among  these  are  positions  of  engineer  in  wood  preserva- 
tion, engineer  in  timber  testing,  and  chemical  engineering.  These  positions  will  be 
given  to  men  with  a  basis  of  thorough  engineering  training,  or  two  or  three  years' 
experience  in  practical  work. 

The  laboratory  will  be  prepared  to  make  tests  on  the  strength  and  other  properties 
of  wood,  to  investigate  the  processes  of  treating  timber  to  prevent  destruction  by 
decay  and  other  causes,  to  study  the  saving  of  wood  refuse  by  distillation  processes, 
to  examine  the  fibre  of  various  woods  for  paper  and  other  purposes,  and  to  determine 
the  influence  of  the  microscopic  structure  of  wood  on  its  characteristics  and  properties. 
Facilities  are  at  hand,  in  fact,  for  almost  any  kind  of  test  on  wood  that  practical 
conditions  may  require. 

Lumber  manufacturing  and  wood-using  industries  are  keenly  interested  in  the  work 
on  account  of  its  practical  bearing  on  reducing  waste  of  wood — to  them  a  subject 
of  vital  concern.  Already  they  have  proposed  many  experiments  and  supplied 
much  testing  material,  which  is  awaiting  attention. 

Many  prominent  men  of  the  lumbering  and  wood-using  industries  have  signified 
their  intention  to  attend  on  the  day  of  the  opening.  Several  organizations  expect 
to  hold  directors'  meetings  or  conferences  at  that  time  to  consider,  among  other 
matters,  plans  for  making  wide  practical  use  of  the  laboratory.  A  short,  appro- 
priate general  programme  will  be  arranged,  and  there  will  be  a  systematic  inspection 
of  the  laboratory,  with  demonstration  w^ork  in  progress  at  the  time.  The  entire 
exercises  will  occupy  but  one  day,  and  visitors  will  be  able  to  return  to  Chicago  the 
same  evening. 
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CHAPTER  NOTES. 
Boston  Chapter. 

At  a  recent  meeting  of  the  Boston  Chapter,  Mr.  Charles  D.  Maginnis 
delivered  an  address  on  "Recent  Roman  Catholic  Architecture." 

The  topic  of  discussion  at  the  meeting  of  the  Chapter  on  the  evening 
of  April  the  first  was  "Office  Organization,"  when  the  principal  speaker 
was  Mr.  Calvin  W.  Rice,  Secretary  of  the  American  Society  of  Mechani- 
cal Engineers.  Mr.  Shreve  of  Carrere  &  Hastings'  office  talked  on  that 
firm's  solution  of  some  problems  of  office  management.  At  this  meeting 
the  President  of  the  Chapter,  Mr.  R.  Clipston  Sturgis,  explained  the 
provisions  of  the  New  Code  of  Competitions  adopted  b}^  the  Institute 
at  the  last  Convention  and  which  went  into  effect  March  30,  1910. 

The  following  brief  sketch  of  the  formation  of  ihe  Boston  Chapter 
is  taken  from  the  year  book  of  the  Chapter  issued  in  March,  1910: 

The  Boston  Society  of  Architects  was  organized  June  20,  1867.  A  committee 
composed  of  Messrs.  Edward  C.  Cabot,  Charles  A.  Cummings,  Henry  Van  Brunt, 
Nathaniel  J.  Bradlee,  appointed  at  a  general  meeting  of  architects,  held  Maj'  22, 
1867,  in  their  report  to  the  organizing  meeting,  said:  "The  objects  of  such  a  society 
should  be  the  union  in  fellowship  or  respectable  and  honorable  architects,  and  the 
combination  of  their  efforts  for  the  purpose  of  promoting  the  artistic,  scientific  and 
practical  efficiency  of  the  profession. 

"  Your  committee  are  fully  persuaded  that,  in  the  present  disorganized  condition 
of  the  profession  of  architecture  in  this  country,  it  is  important  that  this  union  should 
be  of  such  character  as  to  define  the  profession  before  the  public,  establish  it  on  a 
proper  basis,  and  fix  the  limits  and  rules  of  honorable  practice,  so  that  at  length 
membership  shall  i^e  regarded  by  the  pul:)lic  as  a  guarantee  of  the  professional  stand- 
ing of  the  architect." 

The  Society  was  admitted  as  a  Chapter  of  the  American  Institute  of  Architects 
in  1870. 

The  Society  was  incorporated  under  the  laws  of  Massachusetts,  April  25,  1889. 

The  Secretarj^  of  the  Boston  Society  of  Architects  is  the  Secretary  of  the  Boston 
Chapter  of  the  American  Institute  of  Architects  for  all  national  matters.  It  is  the 
duty  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Society  to  forward  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Institute 
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such  papers  as  may  be  of  general  interest  to  the  profession,  and  an  annual  report, 
with  a  list  of  the  members  of  the  Chapter. 

At  a  recent  meeting  of  the  Boston  Chapter  the  following  action  was 
taken  on  the  death  of  Mr.  William  G.  Preston : 

Resolved,  that  the  Boston  Society  of  Architects  records  its  great  sense  of  loss  in  the 
death  of  Mr.  William  G.  Preston,  who  for  thirty  years  was  Treasurer  of  this  Society. 
During  his  period  of  service  he  was  distinguished  not  only  by  the  faithful  accuracy 
of  the  good  business  man  in  the  care  of  the  Society's  funds,  but  by  an  unique  ability 
to  make  the  treasurer's  reports  entertaining,  thereby  securing  for  these  reports  a 
degree  of  attention  not  always  accorded  to  such  documents.  His  quiet  but  genial 
personality  and  his  unfailing  friendliness  endeared  him  to  all  who  knew  him.  His 
absence  from  our  midst  will  be  felt  by  many  as  a  personal  bereavement. 

Under  "  Obituaries  "  will  be  found  a  brief  account  of  the  life  of  Mr. 
W.  G.  Preston. 

Rhode  Island  Chapter.

Mr.  Adams  spoke  on  the  improvements  now  contemplated  in  Cleveland. 

Mr.  Hindle  discussed  the  civic  plan  of  Chicago,  St.  Louis,  Kansas  City  and 
Columbus. 

Mr.  Homer  spoke  on  the  necessity  and  character  of  a  commission  to  take  charge 
of  the  future  growth  of  the  city. 
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The  President   then  introduced   His   Honor  Mayor   Fletcher  who  made  a  very 
interesting;  address  on  some  aspects  of  the  problem  now  before  the  city  of  Providence. 
Mr.  Clarke  spoke  on  the  present  plan  of  the  city. 

Mr.  Jackson  spoke  on  the  necessity  of  a  commission  because  of  the  many  different 
schemes  which,  without  such  a  commission,  would  lack  unity. 
The  thanks  of  the  Chapter  were  voted  to  Mayor  Fletcher.

Connecticut  Chapter. 

The  Connecticut  Chapter  held  a  meeting  on  April  4  to  discuss  the  new  Code  of 
Competitions  recently  issued  by  the  Institute. 

The  general  opinion  of  the  members  of  this  Chapter,  as  expressed  at  this  meeting, 
is  that  the  Code  is  most  admirable  for  competitions  of  matters  for  buildings  costing 
a  large  sum,  which  class  of  competitions  was  evidently  in  mind  of  the  framers  of  the 
Code.  It  seems  to  us,  however,  that  there  is  a  large  class  of  minor  competitions  for 
buildings  of  comparatively  small  cost  in  which  the  intentions  of  the  owners  and  of 
the  architects  competing  are  perfectly  fair  and  honorable  which  cannot  be  conducted 
under  the  Code  as  drawn,  on  account  of  the  expense  involved  to  the  owner  of  employ- 
ing an  expert  and  of  holding  a  form  of  competition  and  also  on  account  of  the  short 
time  which  is  sometimes  allowable.  If  the  Code  must  be  rigidly  followed  as  drawn 
for  all  of  these  small  competitions  it  will  mean  the  practical  elimination  of  Institute 
members  from  a  large  portion  of  a  good  class  of  work  in  this  State  which  we  have 
previously  enjoyed,  and  it  seems  to  us  an  unnecessarj-  hardship.  Our  suggestion 
would  be  that  a  cost  limit  of  buildings  be  fixed,  above  which  the  Code  should  be 
mandatory  and  below  which  it  would  be  simply  advisor^'. 

The  President  of  this  Chapter  has  written  to  this  effect  to  Mr.  John  M.  Carr^re, 
President  pro  tem.  of  the  Committee  on  Competitions,  stating  our  position  very  much 
as  outlined  ai)Ove.

New  York  Chapter.

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Following  are  the  resolutions  of  the  New  York  Chapter  adopted  at 
a  special  meeting  of  the  Chapter  held  March  4,  and  confirmed  at  a 
second  meeting  held  March  9,  1910: 

"Resolved,  That  the  New  York  Chapter  of  the  American  Institute  of  Architects, 
convoked  in  special  meeting,  learns  with  deep  regret  and  concern  that  the  Court 
House  Board  has  recommended  that  the  new  County  Courthouse  be  placed  in  the 
City  Hall  Park. 

"  Resolved  further,  that  the  Chapter  records  its  firm  belief  that  it  is  to  the  enduring 
interest  of  the  city  not  only  that  no  further  encroachment  should  be  allowed  upon 
the  City  Hall  Park,  but  that  the  present  county  and  city  courts  should  be  removed 
and  the  park  restored  as  nearly  as  possible  to  its  original  uses. 

"  Resolved  further,  that  a  committee  be  appointed  by  the  president  of  the  Chapter 
to  appear  before  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  and  to  urge  upon  it  the 
propriety  and  importance  of  further  consideration  before  definite  action  is  taken. 

The  following  special  committee  was  appointed  to  appear  in  support 
of  these  resolutions:  George  B.  Post,  I.  N.  Phelps  Stokes,  D.  Everett 
Waid,  and  Grosvenor  Atterbury,  Chairman. 

In  this  connection  the  following  letter  from  Hon.  Seth  Low,  former 
Mayor  of  New  York  and  Past  President  of  Columbia  University,  to 
the  Mayor  and  members  of  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment 
in  support  of  the  plan  suggested  by  the  Fine  Arts  Federation,  which 
society  includes  in  its  membership  the  most  prominent  art  associations 
of  the  country,  will  be  found  of  interest. 

The  letter  follows: 

"I  break  a  long  silence  in  regard  to  matters  relating  to  the  city,  in  order  to  express 
the  hope  that  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  will  not  place  the  new 
courthouse  in  the  City  Hall  Park.  I  appreciate  keenly  the  difficulties  of  the  problem 
and  the  natural  and  proper  desire  of  the  city  government  to  secure  a  suitable  court- 
house with  as  little  outlay  as  possible.  It  is  true  that  the  location  of  the  courthouse 
in  the  City  Hall  Park,  upon  land  already  owned  by  the  city,  will  save  a  very  large 
expenditure  for  the  site.  On  the  other  hand,  this  decision,  if  it  is  made,  will  cost 
the  city  what  the  city  cannot  regain  for  the  amount  of  money — the  opportunity  to 
make  an  impressive  municipal  centre. 

"The  City  of  New  York  before  consolidation  might  have  been  pardoned  for  making 
such  a  blunder,  but  the  City  of  New  York  of  1910  is  too  great,  both  actually  and 
prospectively,  to  settle  any  such  question  in  an  unworthy  fashion.  If  the  Board 
feels  that  the  courthouse  ought  to  be  close  to  the  Hall  of  Records,   I  believe  that  the 
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city  can  better  afford  to  locate  it  on  the  block  on  the  north  side  of  Chambers  Street, 
even  at  the  great  cost  involved  for  site,  than  to  locate  it  in  the  City  Hall  Park,  which 
ought  to  be  freed  from  every  building  except  the  City  Hall  itself.

Brooklyn  Chapter. 

The  Brooklyn  Chapter  is  still  taking  an  active  interest  in  the  selection  of  a  site 
for  the  new  County  Courthouse  building  and  the  creation  of  a  Civic  Center  in  the 
Borough  of  Brooklyn.  We  are  pleased  to  find  that  the  Press  has  taken  a  great 
interest  in  our  work  and  the  popular  opinion  seems  to  be  that  the  site  selected  by 
the  Chapter  for  the  new  Courthouse  is  the  best  one  obtainable. 

We  are  now  taking  up  the  subject  of  a  proper  approach  from  the  old  Brooklyn 
Bridge  to  the  Borough  Hall  or  a  Civic  Center  which  we  are  trj-ing  to  enlarge.  This 
approach  we  suggested  in  the  form  of  a  parkway,  created  by  the  city  purchasing 
certain  parcels  of  land  and  selling  off  certain  other  parcels  acquired  for  streets  to 
approach  the  bridge  and  thus,  at  a  very  small  cost  to  the  city,  creating  a  three- 
hundred-feet-wide  parkway. 

An  association  has  been  formed  among  the  residents  of  the  Heights,  known  as 
the  Heights  Association  of  Brooklyn,  and  the  Secretary  of  the  Chapter  has  been 
placed  on  the  Committee  of  the  Bridge  Approach  of  this  Association. 

We  hope  next  Fall  to  start  a  scheme  of  education  on  the  subject  of  a  Civic  Center 
and  Proper  Bridge  Approach.

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Philadelphia  Chapter. 

At  the  Fortieth  Anniversity  of  the  founding  of  the  Philadelphia 
Chapter  celebrated  last  December,  Mr.  D.  Knickerbacker  Boyd,  Past 
President  of  the  Chapter,  delivered  an  address  reviewing  the  formation 
and  early  history  of  the  Chapter.     He  said  in  part  as  follows: 

Of  the  Chapters  of  the  Institute  that  of  New  York  was  the  first  to  be  founded. 
This  was  in  1867.  The  second  was  the  Philadelphia  Chapter  which  was  organized 
in  1889.  Then  closely  followed  the  Illinois  Chapter  and  the  Chapters  in  Boston, 
Cincinnati,   Baltimore    and  Rhode  Island. 

Philadelphia  is  in  point  of  numbers  the  third  largest  Chapter  in  the  country  and 
I  am  pleased  to  announce  to  you  to-night  that  almost  coincident  with  this  cele- 
bration we  pass  the  century  mark  in  our  membership. 

On  the  11th  of  November,  1869,  there  met  in  the  office  of  Henry  A.  Sims,  one  of 
the  distinguished  men  of  his  day,  the  following:  John  Fraser,  George  W.  Hewitt, 
John  McArthur,  Jr.,  Frank  Furness  and  Henry  A.  Sims.  In  their  own  words  they 
"  Resolved,  that  it  is  expedient  to  form  a  Chapter  of  the  American  Institute  of  Archi- 
tects in  Philadelphia." 

The  first  annual  election  of  officers  made  Thomas  U.  Walter  the  President; 
John  McArthur,  Jr.,  Vice-President;  Charles  M.  Burns,  Treasurer,  and  Henry  A. 
Sims,  Secretary.  One  of  the  historians  of  our  profession  and  himself,  now  a  member 
of  the  Chapter,  Mr.  George  C.  Mason,  says: 

"The  history  of  the  Philadelphia  Chapter  is  one  of  which  its  present  members, 
nearly  all  young  men,  should  feel  proud  as  of  a  long  and  respected  ancestry.  Many 
of  its  founders  were  towers  of  strength  to  the  profession  not  only  in  the  city  where 
they  made  their  home,  but  throughout  the  length  and  breadth  of  the  United  States. 
Two  of  the  greatest  of  them  deserve  especial  notice.  Their  words  will  live  after 
them  and  to  them  both  the  Institute  owes  reverence  and  honor."  These  men  were 
Thomas  U.  Walter,  second  President  of  the  Institute  (1877-1887),  and  Henry  A. 
Sims,  its  Secretary  of  Foreign  Correspondence  (1870-1875)  and  a  member  of  the 
Board  of  Directors  (1871-1875). 

Mr.  Walter,  as  you  know,  was  the  architect  of  the  dome  and  extensions  of  the 
Capitol  at  Washington  as  well  as  of  our  Girard  College.  He  resigned  from  the 
presidency  of  this  Chapter  after  seven  years'  service  when  he  was  elected  President 
of  the  Institute  which  honorable  estate  he  held  for  ten  years. 

The  names  of  other  men  intimately  associated  with  the  history  and  progress  of  this 
Chapter  are:  John  McArthur,  Jr.,  who  was  the  architect  of  our  City  Hall;  Stephen 
D.  Button,  to  whom  the  Chapter  is  also  indebted  for  a  valuable  collection  of  books 
which  he  presented  to  it;  George  W.  Hewitt,  Frank  Furness,  Allen  Evans;  William 
D.  Hewitt,  who  was  the  first  student  member  admitted  to  the  Chapter  and  whom 
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we  are  now  honored  to  have  as  its  President;  Charles  M.  Burns,  James  P.  Sims, 
T.  Roney  \\'illiamson,  Jos.  M.  Wilson,  Theophilus  P.  Chandler,  who  did  so  much 
to  promote  the  education  of  the  young  men  when  a  college  training  was  not  availaljle. 
He  might  almost  be  called  the  father  of  Philadelphia  architects,  so  many  pro- 
fessional sons  of  his  are  now  practicing  here;  James  H.  W  indrin,  who  was  at  one 
time  supervising  Architect  of  the  Treasury  Department;  Walter  Cope,  and  John 
Stewardson. 

The  Philadelphia  Chapter  has  given  to  the  Institute,  in  addition  to  Mr.  Walter  and 
Mr.  Sims,  another  valuable  officer,  Mr.  Frank  Miles  Day,  twice  President,  as  well  as 
many  members  who  have  I)een  made  Fellows. 

Especial  mention  should  l)e  made  of  Joseph  D.  Koecker,  who  willed  the  income 
from  his  estate  to  this  Chapter.  While  not  now  large,  it  will  some  day  increase  and 
be  of  great  assistance  in  furthering  the  work  for  which  this  Chapter  stands. 

In  the  past  decade  the  Chapter  has  taken  an  active  part  in  the  artistic  and  prac- 
tical welfare  of  the  city,  and  has  come  to  be  recognized  as  a  force  in  nearly  all  move- 
ments for  civic  betterment. 

It  is  fitting  that  in  our  present  day,  the  Chapter,  while  still  working  as  a  body 
of  professional  men  concerned  in  elevating  their  profession,  should  also  be  found 
working  in  that  larger  sphere  of  usefulness  demanded  by  the  great  economic  era  of 
reconstruction  now  opening  throughout  the  world. 

The  Chapter,  I  believe,  fully  realizes  that  its  real  duty  to  the  profession  involves 
a  larger  duty  to  the  community. 

Through  the  unselfish  devotion  of  its  members,  it  must  take  its  part  in  dissemin- 
ating higher  standards  of  architecture.  It  must  popularize  the  profession  through 
further  stimulating  among  laymen  that  civic  pride  and  interest  in  the  beautiful 
which  is  now  being  everj^vhere  awakened.  If  it  succeeds  in  this  ultimate  develop- 
ment of  taste  and  culture  it  will  be  erecting  a  monument  that  will  stand  until  nothing 
but  the  best  shall  be  commonplace. 

Pittsburgh  Chapter. 

In  January  of  this  year,  Mr.  Edward  Stotz,  the  President  of  the  Chapter,  called  a 
meeting  of  representatives  of  the  various  building  organizations,  and  of  the  Civic 
Association  of  the  city,  to  discuss  the  possibility  of  having  the  building  laws  of  the 
city  revised  and  brough  up  to  date.  Several  interesting  meetings  were  held,  and  it 
was  decided  to  draw  up  a  memorial  to  the  Mayor,  and  have  the  same  presented 
to  him  by  the  Affiliated  Committee  of  the  Pittsburgh  organizations. 

This  was  done,  and  at  the  meeting  the  Mayor  evinced  great  interest  in  the  matter, 
and  agreed  to  endeavor  to  have  councils  appropriate  a  sum  of  money  to  defray  the 
expenses  of  a  commission  to  revise  the  building  laws,  this  commission  to  be 
appointed  by  the  Mayor. 

The  matter  was  presented  to  Councils,  and  an  appropriation  of  $7,500.00  was 
made,  to  allow  for  the  renting  of  offices,  the  employment  of  a  secretary,  and  the 
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Other  necessary  expenses  of  a  commission,  the  members  of  which  are  to  act  without 
compensation. 

In  accordance  with  the  act  of  Councils,  the  Mayor  appointed  the  Commission  from 
the  Affiliated  Organization. 

The  Commission  is  now  at  work,  and  the  results  of  their  labor  will  be  a  great 
benefit  to  the  architects,  builders  and  other  interests  of  the  city.  It  is  the  con- 
summation of  years  of  work  on  the  part  of  the  Chapter,  and  owes  its  existence  to  the 
energy  and  determination  of  Mr.  Stotz.

Under  Chapter  Notes,  Pennsylvania  State  Association,  A.  I.  A., 
will  be  found  the  minutes  of  the  meeting  of  the  representatives  of  the 
affiliated  organization  and  of  the  memorial  to  the  Mayor. 

The  following  memorial  was  presented  by  the  Pittsburgh  Chapter  in 
honor  of  Mr.  John  M.  Alston,  F.  A.  I.  A. 

Obituary. 

John  M.  Alston  died  April  17,  1910,  in  his  87th  year.  Born  in  Scotland,  he  came 
to  his  vicinity,  Pittsburgh,  eighty  years  ago  and  has  spent  his  Ufe  here. 

After  securing  the  elementary  schooling  of  his  day,  he  v/as  then  entered  as  an 
apprentice  in  the  stone  cutting  trade  which  he  followed,  improving  his  time  and 
following  his  natural  bent  by  the  study  of  architecture  and  draughting,  being  aided 
by  the  late  J.  W.  Kerr,  the  first  architect  of  Pittsburgh,  and  eventually  practicing 
architecture  until  in  recent  years  he  retired. 

John  M.  Alston  was  a  man  of  dignity  and  presence,  of  calm  and  kind  demeanor, 
and  worked  with  credit  to  his  time  and  opportunity. 

On  March  16,  1909,  John  M.  Alston,  at  the  age  of  86,  attended  the  regular  meeting 
of  this  Chapter  and  told  the  members  of  his  early  experiences,  calling  to  mind  his 
patron,  Mr.  Kerr,  with  whom  he  studied. 

He  was  a  Charter  Member  of  the  Pittsburgh  Chapter,  and  was  elected  a  Fellow  of 
the  Institute  in  1891. 

Pennsylvania  State  Association,  A.  I.  A, 

Following  is  a  report  of  the  general  proceedings  of  the  meeting  of 
the  Pennsylvania  State  Association  of  Architects  held  recently  in 
Pittsburgh : 

At  the  Second  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  Association  of  Architects 
held  recently  at  Pittsburgh,  Penna.,  the  opening  remarks  of  the  President  dwelt 
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upon  the  encouraging  interest  taken  in  the  Association  by  the  Architects  of  the  8tat« 
at  large,  indicating  that  there  was  an  opportunity  for  the  Association  to  become  a 
vital  factor  in  the  interest  of  the  profession,  that  these  annual  meetings  of  the 
delegates  representing  the  various  Chapters  of  the  State  are  bound  to  bring  the 
Chapters  in  closer  relation  to  one  another,  encourage  more  concerted  action  and 
ensure  greater  influence  upon  all  State  matters.  He  stated  that  in  no  other  way 
than  by  personal  contact  could  the  Association  expect  to  accomplish  any  results 
or  make  any  effective  progress.  Apropas  of  his  remarks,  commending  and  encourag- 
ing letters  were  read  by  Mr.  Boyd  from  a  numl)er  of  the  officers  of  the  American 
Institute. 

A  number  of  letters  in  reply  to  the  general  communication  sent  to  all  the  architects 
of  the  State  were  read  by  the  Secretary,  some  asking  information,  others  desiring  to 
join  the  Association,  and  practically  all  of  them  expressing  interest  and  promising 
cooperation. 

With  a  view  of  furnishing  additional  information  to  those  architects  of  the  State 
who  are  not  already  members  of  the  Institute  a  circular  letter  was  composed  and  is 
to  be  distributed  in  a  few  days. 

Committees  on  Revision  of  Building  Laws,  approved  at  the  meeting  in  December 
last,  were  appointed,  composed  of  seven  men  from  the  three  Chapters. 

The  most  important  business  of  the  session  was  the  propo.sed  revision  of  the 
Building  Laws.  Mr.  MacClure,  of  Pittsburgh,  explained  in  brief  the  very  satis- 
factory progress  which  was  being  made  in  Pittsburgh  and  vicinity.  It  was  explained 
that  after  a  considerable  amount  of  hard  work  by  the  Pittsburgh  Chapter  and  through 
the  efforts  principally  of  Mr.  Stotz,  its  President,  and  with  the  approval  of  the  A.  I.  A., 
a  meeting  of  delegates  was  called  by  him  appointed  from  twelve  of  the  most  important 
organizations  of  the  city,  who  met  in  Mr.  Stotz's  office  to  consider  the  subject. 

The  Organizations  represented  were:  Chamber  of  Commerce,  Pittsburgh  Board 
of  Trade,  Engineers'  Society  of  Western  Penna.,  Western  Builders'  Association  of 
Allegheny  County,  Builder's  Exchange  League,  Master  Plumbers'  Association, 
Electrical  Contractors'  Association,  Bar  Association,  Civic  Commission,  Pittsburgh 
Chapter  A.  I.  A.,  Civic  Club  of  Allegheny  County,  Board  of  Fire  Underwriters. 

Mr.  Stotz  was  elected  Chairman,  and  after  a  discussion  of  the  subject  the  support 
of  all  the  organizations  was  pledged;  and  at  a  second  meeting  a  week  later,  a 
memorial  urging  the  revision  of  the  building  laws  was  addressed  to  the  Mayor 
and  Councils.  The  inadequacies  and  defects  of  the  present  laws  were  in  part  enumer- 
ated and  the  Mayor  was  requested  that  a  Commission  be  appointed  to  revi.se  the 
Building  Code. 

A  meeting  with  the  Mayor  was  arranged,  after  which  he  brought  the  matter 
before  Councils  with  the  result  that  a  Commission  was  appointed. 

Following  is  the  Mayor's  letter  making  the  appointments:

Dear  Sir:  I  beg  to  notii'y  you  that  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  an  ordinance 
recently  enacted  by  councils  I  have  appointed  the  following  commission  to  prepare 
a  revision  of  the  Building  Laws  of  the  city  of  Pittsburgh  a  ud  of  the  State  of  Pennsyl- 
vania so  far  as  they  relate  to  the  city  of  Pittsburgh: 

Mr.  Edward  Stotz,  Chairman;  Mr.  W.  G.  Wilkins,  Mr.  Jos.  A.  Weldon,  Mr.  F.  A. 
Russell,  Mr.  D.  P.  Black,  Mr.  S.  X.  Murphy,  William  S.  McDowell,  Esq. 

Will  you  please,  as  Chairman  of  the  Commission,  call  a  meeting  of  the  same  at 
an  early  day  for  organization. 

I  shall  be  glad  to  render  the  Commission  any  assistance  that  it  is  in  ni}^  power 
during  its  deliberations.

There  was  a  general  expression  of  satisfaction  by  all  present  with  the  energy  and 
perseverance  of  the  Pittsburgh  Chapter  and  its  President  who  had  been  the  principal 
instrument  in  bringing  about  the  appointment  of  this  Commission. 

With  relation  to  the  sul)ject  of  Building  Laws,  Messrs.  MacClure  and  Plack  recom- 
mended that  attention  be  given  to  cities  of  the  third  class,  boroughs,  etc.,  where 
little  attention  is  being  paid  to  the  subject  regarding  important  and  permanent 
structures  that  sooner  or  later  will  be  the  cause  of  much  embarrassment  when  greater 
restrictions  become  necessarj'. 

Registration. — After  a  discussion,  it  was  left  for  the  Chair  to  appoint  a  committee 
to  be  in  readiness  for  action,  whenever  the  interests  of  the  public  seemed  to  demand  it. 

The  standardization  of  specification  with  relation  to  cooperation  with  builders, 
contractors,  etc.,  was  discussed  and  was  left  in  the  hands  of  the  Chairman  to  consider 
the  matter  and  appoint  a  committee  if  found  advisable. 

A  resolution  was  pa.ssed  to  request  the  Southern  Pennsylvania  Chapter  to  ask  the 
American  Institute  to  extend  their  boundaries  so  as  to  include  the  following  counties: 
Bedford,  Fulton,  Blair,  Hrmtingdon,  Mifflin,  Juniata,  Snyder,  Union,  North  Umber- 
land;  and,  furthermore,  that  the  Philadelphia  Chapter  ask  that  their  boundary  be 
extended  so  as  to  include  the  balance  of  the  State  not  included  in  the  Pittsburgh 
or  Southern  Chapters. 

A  committee  on  competitions  was  appointed  to  be  composed  of  the  chairmen  on 
competitions  of  the  three  Chapters  of  Pennsylvania,  Messrs.  Rankin,  Chairman; 
Hewitt  and  Stotz. 

Mr.  MacClure  pre.sented  the  following  resolution  which  was  sent  to  the  Mayor  of 
Pittsburgh,  both  branches  of  Councils,  and  to  the  American  Institute  of  Architects 
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with  a  copy  of  the  letter  from  the  Mayor  to  Mr.  Stotz  regarding  the  appointment  of 
the  Building  Code  Commission. 
Resolution  is  as  follows: 

"Whereas,  the  Pennsylvania  State  Association  of  Architects  sitting  in  Convention 
in  Pittsburgh  on  the  18th  day  of  April,  1910,  has  learned  that  the  Hon.  William  A. 
Magee,  Mayor  of  Pittsburgh,  has  in  accordance  with  an  act  of  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Pittsburgh  appointed  a  commission  to  revi.se  the  building  laws  of  the  City  of  Pitts- 
burgh and  of  the  State  in  so  far  as  the  latter  governs  the  City  of  Pittsburgh,  and 

"Whereas,  the  necessity  of  so  doing  has  for  several  years  been  known  by  the  Pitts- 
burgh Chapter  of  the  A.  I.  A.  and  by  this  body  since  its  organization,  and 

"Whereas,  the  Councils  and  Mayor  have  taken  prompt  and  efficient  action  upon  the 
presentation  of  this  fact  made  by  the  twelve  organizations  cooperating  with  the 
Pittsburgh  Chapter  of  the  A.  I.  A.,  therefore  be  it 

"Resolved,Tha.t  thisbodj'  heartily  approves  the  action  taken  by  both  Councils  and 
the  Mayor,  and  further,  that  said  body  congratulates  the  Mayor  upon  the  personnel 
of  the  Committee  named  l)v  him  in  accordance  with  said  act  of  Councils,  and  it  is 
further  resolved  that  this  l)ody  hereby  offers  its  best  offices  in  cooperating  with  the 
said  Committee  appointed  by  the  Mayor  in  assisting  it  in  any  way  Mithin  its  power 
to  bring  about  the  enactment  of  a  clear,  adequate  and  comprehensive  Building  Code, 
not  only  for  the  City  of  Pittsburgh  but  for  the  entire  State  of  Pennsylvania,  and 
further,  that  this  resolution  be  spread  upon  the  minutes  and  copies  be  sent  to  the 
Mayor  and  each  branch  of  Councils  of  the  City  of  Pittsl:)urgh  and  the  Secretary-  of 
the  A.  I.  A.,  together  with  a  copy  of  the  Mayor's  letter  to  Mr.  Stotz." 

The  By-Laws  governing  the  Association  were  presented,  each  item  being  considered 
separately  and  finally  adopted. 

The  Nominating  Committee  reported  in  favor  of  the  re-election  of  the  present 
officers  for  the  ensuing  year,  and  they  were  elected  unanimously. 

The  meeting  adjourned  with  expressions  of  satisfaction  as  to  the  results  of  the 
day's  work.

Washington  Chapter. 

The  following  resolution  in  reference  to  Competitions  was  adopted 
by  the  Washington  Chapter  at  the  regular  meeting,  April  1,  1910: 

"/?esoZi'ed,  That  a  standing  commitee  to  consist  of  three  members  of  the  Washington 
Chapter,  American  Institute  of  Architects,  be  appointed,  to  be  known  as  a  Committee 
on  Architectural  Practice. 

"  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  Committee  when  information  comes  to  it  of  proposed 
architectural  competitions,  to  use  their  best  offices  to  have  the  competition  conducted 
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along  the  lines  recommended  by  the  American  Institute  of  Architects.  It  shall  be 
discretionarj'  with  the  Committee  as  to  whether  they  are  to  take  the  initiative  in 
tendering  advice  as  to  the  proper  procedure  to  be  followed  by  the  client  or  await  an 
invitation.  The  Committee  should  proceed  with  caution,  however,  as  the  purpose 
is  not  to  give  offence  by  thrusting  upon  the  owner  imwelcome  advice,  but  to  prevent, 
as  far  as  possible,  the  development  of  friction  between  the  profession  and  the  client, 
and  to  bring  about  a  better  imderstanding  and  harmony  where  differences  exist. 

"It  shall  be  the  duty  of  individual  members  to  bring  to  the  attention  of  the  Com- 
mittee, as  early  as  possible,  any  information  which  they  may  have  as  to  proposed 
competitions. 

"The  Committee  may,  when  called  upon  to  do  so  by  the  interested  parties,  endeavor 
to  bring  about  an  adjustment  of  differences  between  the  owner  and  architect.  The 
advice  of  the  Committee  in  these  cases  shall  be  in  accordance  with  the  principles 
governing  architectural  practice  as  laid  down  by  the  American  Institute  of  Architects."

Cleveland  Chapter. 

The  Cleveland  Chapter  since  the  Washington  Convention  has  adopted  the  Canons 
of  Ethics  of  the  Institute.  The  Chapter  is  making  active  preparations  toward 
holding  an  exhibition  in  conjunction  with  the  Architectural  Club.  This  will  be  the 
first  time  in  its  history  that  the  Chapter  has  held  an  exhibition  and  every  effort  will 
be  made  to  make  it  a  worthy  precedent.  There  is  a  strong  sentiment  in  favor  of  the 
Chapter  having  a  home  of  its  ovv^iijand  the  profits  of  this  and  succeeding  exhibitions 
may  be  incorporated  in  a  fund  toward  that  end. 

With  the  idea  of  stimulating  a  wider  interest  in  art  and  architecture  the  Chapter 
is  considering  the  advisability  of  offering  each  year  a  prize  in  the  form  of  money  or 
a  medal  to  the  owner  of  any  residence  erected  within  definite  time  limits  whose 
building  shall  be  adjudged  the  most  meritorious  from  a  practical  and  artistic  stand- 
point. The  element  of  cost  is  to  be  eliminated  in  order  to  make  the  scope  of  the 
matter  as  wide  as  possible. 

Certain  politically  ambitious  but  nearsighted  men  identified  with  the  present 
city  administration  are  agitating  the  substitution  of  the  modern  office  building  type 
for  our  monumental  group  plan  buildings.  A  late  hatchling  from  the  rear  ranks  of 
mediocrity  claims  that  the  buildings  contemplated  in  the  group  plan  scheme  and 
as  worked  out  in  the  Post  Office  and  the  County  Building  because  of  the  massive 
walls  and  deeply  recessed  windows  will  be  inadequately  lighted.  If  any  serious 
movement  toward  modifications  of  this  sort  develops  the  Chapter  will  act  vigorously. 
Public  sentiment  is  with  the  original  group  plan  as  developed  by  Carr^re,  Burnham, 
and  Brunner.

According  to  the 
ordinance  the  architect  was  expected  to  furnish  all  data  and  blue  prints  needed  by 
the  expert  to  make  his  layout,  but  would  not  be  entitled  to  any  commission.  Of 
courst,  the  objections  to  any  such  legislation  as  this  are  obvious.

Illinois  Chapter. 

At  a  regular  meeting  of  the  Illinois  Chapter  held  recently  several  communications 
from  the  Secretary  of  the  Institute  concerning  the  new  code  of  competitions  and 
Mr.  Carr^re's  letter  from  the  Institute  Committee  were  read. 
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In  consequence  thereof  the  Chapter  has  appointed  a  standing  Committee  on  Com- 
petitions composed  of  George  C.  Nimmons,  William  Bryce,  Mundie  and  Alfred  Hoyt 
Granger. 

At  the  same  meeting  the  Chapter  adopted  the  following  preamble  and  resolution 
which  bind  the  Chapter  members  to  the  provisions  of  the  Code.  This  is  quite  impor- 
tant because,  under  our  By-Laws, Chapter  members  cannot  vote  on  "questions 
relating  to  professional  practice,  matters  affecting  the  A.  I.  A.  or  its  relation  to 
this  Chapter,  and  election  of  members." 

"Whereas  a  code  governing  competitions  has  been  adopted  by  the  American  Insti- 
tute of  Architects,  and  is  binding  on  all  Institute  members  of  this  Chapter,  and 

"Whereas,  it  is  not  desirable  that  there  should  be  any  Code  binding  on  a  portion 
of  the  members  which  is  not  binding  upon  all. 

"Resolved,  that  the  Code  governing  competitions  as  issued  March  30,  1910,  by  the 
American  Institute  of  Architects,  is  now  adopted  and  made  binding  upon  all  members 
of  the  lUinois  Chapter."

The  following  opinions  of  Illinois  Chapter  members  as  to  the  value 
of  the  Code  is  taken  from  Construction  News  of  16th  April,  1910: 

Allen  B.  Pond  expressed  the  opinion  that  the  schedule  concerning  competitions 
follow  the  discussion  at  the  last  Convention  of  the  Institute.  He  stated  that  some 
cities  had  a  code  and  in  some  instances  it  came  in  conflict  with  that  of  other 
cities.  In  instances,  he  said,  the  Institute  had  permitted  competition  in  violation 
of  the  rules  of  the  New  York  and  Philadelphia  Chapters  and  that,  while  the  movement 
is  in  the  right  direction,  it  may  work  hardship  on  architects  in  the  South  and  West. 
There  was  also  some  curiosity  as  to  how  two  or  three  of  the  leading  practitioners  took 
view  of  the  matter.  Dwight  H.  Perkins  expressed  the  opinion  that  the  Institute 
has  adopted  in  this  code  the  expressions  of  the  profession  heretofore  upon  the  subject 
of  competitions  and  thought  the  present  a  good  time.  It  might  be  unfortunate  at 
first,  but  best  to  make  the  start.  J.  L.  Hamilton  did  not  think  that  it  could  be 
carried  into  execution.  President  Nimmons  favored  its  adoption  for  a  period  of  at 
least  one  year,  to  see  how  it  would  work  out.  W^.  Carbys  Zimmerman  said  that  he 
had  never  been  in  favor  of  a  schedule  of  commissions;  if  it  had  not  been  for  the 
minimum  charge  of  five  per  cent,  as  expressed  by  the  Institute,  architects  would  be 
getting  a  great  deal  more  for  their  work  than  at  the  present  time. 

The  Chapter  will  hold  its  annual  meetings  in  June  instead  of  September.  It  is 
likely  that  the  Chapter  will  also  hold  its  meetings  hereafter  on  the  second  Tuesday 
of  each  month  instead  of  on  the  second  Monday,  as  the  Architectural  Club  meets  every 
Monday  evening  and  it  is  inconvenient  for  members  who  belong  to  both  bodies  and 
who  desire  to  be  present  at  as  many  meetings  as  possible. 
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At  the  meetiiifi;  of  the  Illinois  Chapter  above  referred  to  the  Executive 
Committee  of  the  Chapter  was  directed  to  express  the  opinion  of  the 
Chapter  on  the  trial  and  dismissal  of  Mr.  Dwight  Heald  Perkins  by  the 
Board  of  Education  in  a  letter  to  the  Board.  This  has  been  done  and 
the  following  extracts  in  summing  up  the  opinion  of  the  Chapter  are  taken 
from  the  letter  as  published  in  Construction  News  of  30th  April,  1910: 

It  is  our  judgment — 

1.  That  the  charges  against  Mr.  Perkins  were  not  presented  to  him  in  proper  season, 
and  when  presented  were  not  itemized  clearly  and  in  proper  detail. 

2.  That  the  hearing  was  not  open  in  any  true  sense,  in  that  the  information  could 
reach  the  interested  public  only  through  incomplete  newspaper  reports  or  partial 
reports  from  the  few  people  permitted  to  I)e  present,  and  that  the  publicity  demanded 
by  the  situation  was  not  afforded. 

3.  That  the  lack  of  expert  advi.sers  is  greatly  to  be  deplored;  that  so  far  as  the 
detail  of  the  trial  has  reached  the  Chapter  it  appears  that  no  genuine  effort  was  made 
by  the  use  of  suitable  witnesses  and  proper  cross-examination  of  the  same  to  ascer- 
tain the  real  conditions  and  to  bring  out  the  facts  with  regard  either  to  the  system 
employed  in  the  office  of  the  architect  or  the  costs  of  the  buildings  erected  under  his 
charge  as  tested  by  reasonable  standards. 

It  is  therefore  our  judgment  that  the  trial  of  Mr.  D.  H.  Perkins  was  misconducted 
and  that  the  judgment  rendered  was  not  in  accordance  with  the  facts  brought  out. 

Colorado  Chapter. 

The  regular  monthh'  m.ecting  of  the  Chapter  was  held  February  7,  1910,  in  the 
office  of  Baerresen  Bros.,  Mack  Building,  and  called  to  order  promptly  by  the  Presi- 
dent at  4.30  P.  M. 

A  liberal  membership  was  in  attendance.  Special  mention  must  be  made  of  the 
presence  of  J.  Bevan  Phillips,  our  Wyoming  member. 

The  reading  of  min\nes  of  previous  meeting  was  approved. 

The  President  announced  that  he  and  the  Secretiiry  would  act  as  a  Committee  of 
Publicity,  and  publishing  of  notices  regarding  advanced  fee  bill. 

Various  committees  of  allied  arts  appeared  liefore  the  Chapter.  Their  requests, 
however,  were  referred  to  the  Executive  Committee. 

The  Librarj'  Committee  was  ordered  continued  and  to  immediatelj'  take  steps  to 
see  -what  arrangements  can  be  made  with  the  City  Librarian  to  secure  appropriate 
reservation  for  an  architectural  department  in  the  Xev,-  Public  Library'  about  to  be 
opened  this  month. 

Acknowledgment  was  m.ade  of  letter  from  F.  H.  Holden,  Secretary,  Xev.-  York 
Chapter,  and  ordered  filed.  Acknov.iedgmcnt  was  also  made  of  receipt  of  minutes 
of  Michigan  Chapter  and  San  Francisco  Chapter  and  ordered  filed. 
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One  of  the  members  of  the  Architects'  Examining  Board  gave  an  interesting  talk 
on  the  work  of  the  Board,  which  was  received  with  interest. 

The  Secretary  announced  the  preparation  of  a  Chapter  Roster  which  was  duly 
printed;  copies  can  be  had  on  application.  Some  discussion  was  had  regarding  the 
Building  Inspector's  office  and  regrets  expressed  at  the  resignation  of  Mr.  Willis9n, 
the  present  incumbent.  The  appointment  of  a  worthy  sucessor  to  Mr.  Willison  is  a 
matter  of  special  interest  to  the  Chapter  as  well  as  all  citizens  who  have  at  heart  the 
esthetic  as  well  as  the  substantial  appearance  of  Denver's  building  growth. 

Meeting  adjourned  6.40  P.  M.

A  special  meeting  of  the  Chapter  was  called,  February  17,  1910,  the  President 
presiding.     Seventeen  members  were  in  attendance. 

Primarily  the  occasion  for  the  meeting  arose  from  a  circular  latter  sent  the  various 
members  of  the  profession  from  the  Board  of  County  Commissioners,  City  and  County 
of  Denver,  inviting  their  participation  in  a  competition  for  Additions  to  County 
Hospital  and  Tuberculosis  Ward  at  County  Poor  Farm.  The  terms  upon  which  this 
competition  is  to  be  conducted,  quoting  from  their  letter  of  invitation,  "  No  fee  or 
charge  of  any  kind  will  be  paid  to  any  architect  competing." 

The  President  in  opening  the  meeting  set  forth  the  reason  for  the  call  and  in  his 
address  quoted  extracts  from  the  speech  of  Cass  Gilbert  in  his  address  before  the 
A.  I.  A.  Convention,  1908,  touching  the  question  of  competitions.  Extracts  from 
the  Reports  of  1905-6-7-8  relating  to  competitions  were  also  quoted,  also  from 
Article  8,  sections  8  and  15,  of  the  Chapter  By-Laws  touching  the  same  question. 

A  resolution  prepared  by  the  President  and  offered  by  Mr.  Baerresen  started  a 
warm  discussion  from  out  of  the  heat  of  which  was  forged,  after  various  amendments, 
votes  and  counter  votes,  the  resolutions  in  reference  to  same  given  in  the  previous 
issue  of  the  Institute's  Quarterly  Bulletin. 

These  resolutions  passed  unanimously,  the  Secretary  being  ordered  to  send  a  copy 
to  every  member  of  the  Chapter  as  well  as  the  County  Commissioner  explanatory  of 
competitive  methods. 

The  meeting  adjourned  at  6.30  P.  M. 

The  regular  monthly  meeting  of  the  Chapter  was  called  to  order,  March  7,  1910,  at 
5.00  P.  M.,  in  the  office  of  Willison  &  Fallis,  900  Ideal  Building,  President  Roeschlaub 
presiding. 

Roll  call  showed  seven  members  in  attendance.  Minutes  of  previous  meeting  and 
special  meeting  were  approved  as  read.  Expense  bills  for  the  month  amounting  to 
$5.50  were  approved  and  ordered  paid.  Executive  Committee  was  instructed  to 
look  into  the  state  of  finances  and  to  place  on  deposit  any  surplus  of  funds  not  in 
immediate  use. 

Various  correspondences  were  recorded.     The  letter  from  J.  M.  Carr^re,  Chairman 
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Committee  on  Competition  of  the  American  Institute  of  Architects,  and  his  draft  or 
Circular  of  Advice  relating  to  the  conduct  of  architects'  competitions  was  welcomed 
especially  at  this  time  when  local  interest  is  somewhat  awake  through  the  competi- 
tion lately  instituted  1)V  the  Hon.  Board  of  County  Commissioners. 

The  friendly  letter  of  D.  Knickerbacker  Boyd,  Chairman  on  Public  Information  of 
the  Philadelphia  Chapter,  was  received  with  especial  favor  and  ordered  placed  on  file 
and  that  the  .spirit  of  recij)rocity  in  force  by  this  Chapter  be  cultivated,  broadened 
and  maintained.  Papers  and  books  from  the  Canadian  Royal  Institution  of  Archi- 
tects were  recorded  and  ordered  filed. 

The  room  committees  were  again  reque.sted  to  investigate  the  question  of  perma- 
nent Chapter  quarters  and,  if  possible,  report  at  the  next  regular  meeting. 

The  President  suggested  that  with  the  opening  of  the  New  Public  Library,  and  in 
order  to  be  in  line  with  the  public  spirit  shown  by  other  Civic  Societies,  it  might  be 
well  for  the  Chapter  to  individually  and  collectively  see  to  and  suggest  what  could  be 
done  in  the  shape  of  a  Chapter  testimonial  memorial  bj'  special  subscription.  Sug- 
gestion from  meml)ers  will  be  expected  at  next  meeting.  Various  informal  discussion 
relating  to  the  forthcoming  new  city  ordinance,  the  building  inspectorship  which  is 
now  held  in  "  status  quo,"  filled  up  an  agreeable  and  profitable  hour.

Regular  meeting,  Monday,  April  4,  1910,  at  the  office  of  Gove  and  Walsh,  Denver. 

Meeting  was  called  to  order  by  President  Roeschlaub  at  4.30  P.  M.,  .seven  members 
being  present. 

In  the  absence  of  Secretary  Cowe,  Mr.  Walsh  was  chosen  secretary  pro  tem.  After 
the  usual  routine  business,  the  matter  of  Chapter  subscription  to  the  McKim  Memorial 
in  the  American  Academy  in  Rome  was  deferred  for  further  consideration  and  action 
at  the  next  regular  meeting.  The  sum  of  $5,000.00  has  been  raised  on  the  condition 
that  $10,000.00  be  raised  l)y  the  architects  of  this  country.  The  acceptance  of  the 
Villa  Aurelia  for  the  permanent  home  of  the  Academy  depends  upon  raising  the  sum 
within  a  short  time.  While  individual  subscriptions  are  being  solicited,  it  is  the 
opinion  of  many  members  of  this  Chapter  that  we  should,  as  a  Chapter,  make  a  sub- 
scription, so  that  the  Chapter  may  be  recorded  in  the  archives  of  the  Academy  as 
honoring  the  memory  of  Mr.  McKim.  Please  be  prepared  at  the  next  regular  meeting 
to  give  this  matter  your  hearty  support  by  your  presence  and  action. 

A  tardy  communication  from  John  Galen  Howard  of  the  University  of  California, 
architectural  advisor  of  the  Oakland  City  Hall  competition,  was  received,  notifying 
the  Chapter  of  this  competition,  written  application  of  contestants  to  be  sent  in  not 
later  than  March  21,  1910. 

It  is  a  matter  of  interesting  record  that  this  competition  was  for  a  City  Hall  for 
Oakland,  Cal.,to  cost  one  million  dollars,  three  architects  of  highest  standing  to  be 
specially  invited  and  paid;  and  privilege  granted  not  more  than  twenty-five  other 
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competing  architects  "  whose  ability  and  experience  in  important  work  justifies  the 
Board  in  considering  them  ehgible." 

An  invitation  was  received  from  the  Rhode  Island  Chapter  to  attend  the  exhibition 
of  architectural  drawings  and  photographs  of  the  Rhode  Island  School  of  Design 
which  will  be  duly  acknowledged  with  regrets,  for  obvious  reasons. 

Circular  of  the  First  Annual  Architectural  Exhibit  of  the  Architectural  Arts 
League  and  the  Atlanta  Chapter  of  the  A.  I.  A.  was  laid  before  this  Chapter. 

The  following  resolution  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  A.  I.  A.,  submitted  by  Glenn 
Brown,  Secretary,  was  laid  before  us,  to  wit: 

"  Resolved,  that  the  Institute  recommends  to  the  several  Chapters  to  exercise  a 
watchful  guardianship  over  any  masterpieces  of  architectural  art  within  their 
territories  to  tJie  end  that  works  of  exceptional  and  abiding  interest  be  not  wantonly 
transformed  or  destroyed." 

In  this  almost  trackless  western  country,  there  is  little  chance  of  our  discovering 
buried  columns  or  entablatures.  The  Institute  will  have  to  await  the  developments 
of  our  own  skill,  bvit  we  have  the  remains  of  the  clifT-dwellers  which  are  in  many 
ways  "masterpieces  of  architectural  art."  We  might  have  a  "watchful  guardian- 
ship "over  these  wonderful  relics  of  a  past  age, and  see  that  they  are  not  "wantonly 
transformed  or  destroyed,"  and  that  through  the  commercialism  of  these  times 
they  are  not  sacriiigiously  used  as  "potato  pits." 

A  communication  from  the  Washington  State  Chapter  asks  for  information  as  to 
this  Chapter's  action  in  the  matter  of  the  new  advanced  fee  bill. 

It  is  proper  here  to  repeat  the  information  that,  at  a  previous  meeting,  this  Chapter 
approved  the  new  schedule  promulgated  by  the  Institute,  and  that  it  will,  as  rapidly 
as  possible,  through  our  Publicity  Committee,  annou.nce  our  intention  of  governing 
ourselves  thereby. 

A  commvmication  from  Messrs.  McLaren  and  Bryson,  of  CoIora,do  Springs,  on  this 
subject,  was  read  with  much  interest.  It  is  a  treat  to  have  our  out-of-town  members 
show  an  interest  in  the  Chapter's  meetings  as  learned  through  our  circulars.  W^e 
invite  others  to  follow  their  example.  These  letters  are  next  best  to  your  personal 
presence. 

A  communication  from  John  Carr^re,  Chairman  of  Committee  on  Competitions, 
notifies  this  Chapter,  and  we  hereby  notifj^  the  members  and  all  concerned,  that  the 
proposed  competition  instituted  by  the  Galveston  Hotel  Company,  under  letter  by 
Mr.  J.  H.  Laughlehn,  secretary,  dated  March  19,  1910,  is  disapproved,  as  it  violates 
the  rules  established  liy  the  Institute. 

Persons  who  have  not  received  the  "Code  on  Competitions"  may  receive  same  by 
application  to  the  Secretary. 

An  acknowledgment  of  the  receipt  of  last  meeting's  circular  was  received  from 
the  "  Royal  Architectural  Institute  of  Canada,"  of  Montreal. 

Received  from  the  Western  Architect  two  lengthy  articles  to  appear  in  the  April 
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number,  discussing  the  action  of  the  County  Commissioners  on  the  hospital  compe- 
tition, and  also  on  the  Colorado  P-oard  of  Examiners  of  Architects.  They  are  worth 
your  special  notice. 

The  usual  informal,  social  and  instructive  conversation  was  indulged  in  after  the 
disposal  of  the  routine  Inisiness. 

The  matter  of  irregular  competition  (?)  by  the  County  Board  for  hospital  addition 
was  discussed.  It  was  unanimously  conceded  that  where  an  architect  has  a  prefer- 
ence in  such  matters,  especially  with  an  old  client,  that  he  can  feel  secure  in  relying 
upon  the  entire  Chapter  and  its  individual  members  doing  all  to  estal)lish  him  in  his 
position.  That  it  behooves  him  to  put  his  faith  in  their  fair  treatment  of  his  claims, 
and  that  he  can  and  should  confide  in  the  Chapter  without  fear  of  being  "undermined." 

It  was  decided  to  investigate  the  action  of  any  members  who  may  have  taken 
part  in  this  competition  (?).

San  Fr.a-ncisco  Chapter. 

The  principal  business  transacted  by  the  San  Francisco  Chapter  during  the  past 
three  months  has  been  as  follows: 

The  Chapter  committees  have  been  very  active,  notably  the  Committee  on  Com- 
petitions and  the  Panama-Pacific  Exposition  Committee,  the  former  haAnng  been 
successful  in  securing  the  six  per  cent,  rate  in  two  important  public  competitions. 
Resolutions  were  adopted  upon  the  deaths  of  Chas.  FoUen  McKim  and  Henry 
Kenitzer,  an  honorary  member  of  the  Chapter.  In  addition  to  the  three  regular 
monthly  meetings,  the  Chapter  held  a  special  meeting  for  the  purpose  of  discussing 
matters  pertaining  to  the  Panama-Pacific  Exposition;  a  joint  meeting  of  the  Southern 
California  and  San  Francisco  Chapters  was  held  at  Los  Angeles  on  April  11,  with  a 
large  and  enthusiastic  attendance,  and  the  members  of  the  San  Francisco  Chapter 
present  were  elaborately  entertained  by  the  Southern  California  Chapter. 

The  Chapter  membership  has  been  increased  by  ten  during  the  past  three  months, 
giving  it  a  total  of  109  members. 


Minutes  of  the  Meeting  of  April  21,  1910. 

A  regular  quarterly  meeting  of  the  San  Francisco  Chapter  was  held  at  Tail's  Cafe. 

After  dinner,  the  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  Mr.  Mosser,  President. 

The  minutes  of  the  special  meeting  of  March  17  and  of  the  joint  meeting  of  the 
Southern  California  and  San  Francisco  Chapters,  held  at  Los  Angeles  on  April  11, 
were  read  and  approved. 
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Mr.  James  \V.  Reid,  for  the  Committee  on  Entertainment  and  Reception,  reported 
progress. 

Mr.  B.  J.  Joseph  for  the  Committee  on  Legislation  reported  that,  at  a  joint  meeting 
of  his  Committee  and  the  Committee  on  Legislation  of  the  Southern  California 
Chapter,  Mr.  Morgan  of  the  Southern  California  Chapter  had  been  elected  Chairman 
of  the  joint  committee  and  Mr.  Joseph  of  the  San  Francisco  Chapter,  Secretary; 
that  the  joint  committee  had  decided  to  confine  its  efforts  before  the  Legislature  to 
the  aniendment  to  the  law  of  1872  on  competitions  and  to  submit  the  proposed 
amendment  to  an  attorney  for  the  purpose  of  having  it  properly  framed,  a  copy  to  be 
sent  to  each  Chapter  and  the  minutes  of  the  meetings  at  which  the  matter  is  brought 
up  to  be  exchanged  and,  when  adopted  by  the  Chapters,  a  joint  meeting  of  the  Legis- 
lative Committees  of  the  Chapters  with  the  State  Board  of  Architecture  to  be  held  to 
take  final  action  regarding  it. 

For  the  Committee  on  Competitions,  Mr.  Geo.  B.  McDougall  reported  that  he  had 
been  made  Secretary  of  the  Committee,  Mr.  Mooser  being  Chairman  by  virtue  of  his 
office  as  President  of  the  Chapter,  in  accordance  with  the  Circular  of  Advice  issued  by 
the  American  Institute  on  March  30,  1910;  that  the  Committee  holds  regular  weekly 
meetings  at  noon  on  Tuesdays  and  requests  all  members  to  report  to  it  any-  competi- 
tions coming  under  their  notice;  that  several  conferences  had  been  held  with  the 
School  Directors  of  Alameda  regarding  the  proposed  competition  for  school  buildings, 
and  the  Committee  believes  all  its  suggestions  regarding  the  programme  will  be  adopted. 
At  the  request  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  German  House  Association,  the  Com- 
mittee held  a  conference  with  that  body  regarding  its  proposed  competition  for  a 
$250,000.00  building  and  the  Committee  believes  the  programme  will  l)e  prepared  in 
accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  Institute. 

Mr.  L.  C.  Mullgardt  having  been  compelled  to  retire  from  the  meeting,  Mr.  G.  A. 
Lansburgh,  for  the  Committee  on  the  Revision  of  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws, 
reported  that  the  Committee  had  completed  its  work  and  that  the  document  as 
proposed  would  be  printed  and  sent  to  each  member  of  the  Chapter  and  that  the 
matter  would  come  up  for  discussion  at  a  future  meeting. 

The  President  reported,  in  connection  with  the  Panama-Pacific  International 
Exposition,  that  the  Committee  of  the  Chapter  had  been  present,  as  agreed,  to  meet 
a  Committee  from  the  Exposition  management,  but  that  the  latter  did  not  keep  the 
appointment  and  the  meeting  had  to  be  postponed. 

In  regard  to  the  communication  received  from  the  San  Francisco  Housing  Associa- 
tion, it  was  duly  moved,  seconded  and  carried  that  the  Chapter  join  the  Association 
and  that  two  delegates  he  appointed  by  the  Chair. 

In  regard  to  the  communication  from  Mr.  Otto  von  Geldern,  inviting  the  Chapter 
to  attend  an  illustrated  lecture  on  the  water  supply  of  San  Francisco,  the  Secretary 
was  instructed  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  same. 

In  response  to  a  communication  from  Mr.  John  D.  Hatch,  making  inquiry  regarding 
Mr.  E.  P.  Whitman,  Mr.  Howard  stated  that  Mr.  Whitman  had  presented  a  request 
for  an  invitation  to  compete  for  the  Oakland  City  Hall,  together  with  a  satisfactory 
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statement  regarding  his  experience,  and  that  the  Board  of  Public  Works  had  thereupon 
selected  him  as  one  of  those  to  be  invited  to  enter  the  competition.

Minutes  of  the  Twenty-Sixth  Regular  Meeting. 

The  twenty-sixth  meeting  of  the  Southern  California  Chapter  was  held  at  Levy's

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  7.40  P.  M.  hy  the  President,  Mr.  Frank  D. 
Hudson,  thirty-four  members  being  present: 

The  guests  of  the  evening  were  Messrs.  A.  A.  Hubbard,  of  the  Los  Angeles  Board 
of  Public  Works,  Sheldon  Borden,  a  prominent  attorney  of  Los  Angeles  city,  and 
John  C.  Pelton. 

After  the  reading  of  the  minutes  of  the  twenty-fifth  meeting  of  members  and  adop- 
tion of  same,  the  reports  of  the  Secretary  and  the  Treasurer  followed. 

On  behalf  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  Mr.  Octavius  Morgan  reported  that  two 
directors'  meetings  had  been  held  since  the  preceding  chapter  meeting. 

On  behalf  of  the  Special  Committee  on  Legislation,  the  President  reported  that  the 
matter  in  charge  of  said  Committee  referring  to  amendments  of  the  Los  Angeles  city 
building  ordinances  would  have  to  be  brought  up  in  the  near  future  after  the  city 
ordinances  were  printed  and  issued,  and  then  ordered  the  said  Committee  discharged. 

A  communication  was  next  read  from  the  San  Francisco  Chapter,  A.  I.  A.,  referring 
to  the  appointment  of  a  Committee  on  Competitions  by  this  Chapter  and  offering  its 
services  to  the  San  Bernardino  County  Supervisors  in  their  proposed  competitions 
for  a  new  Courthouse  and  other  public  buildings,  which  communication  was  referred 
to  the  Board  of  Directors. 
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The  President  suggested  that  the  members  of  the  San  Francisco  Chapter  be  invited 
to  Los  Angeles  in  the  near  future  for  the  purpose  of  discussing  and  taking  action  in 
reference  to  the  Burnett  Tenement  House  Act,  presenting  a  communication  from 
Wm.  Mooser,  Architect  of  San  Francisco,  with  request  to  this  Chapter  to  that  effect. 
It  was  moved  and  seconded  that  a  committee  be  appointed  to  look  into  the  matter 
of  the  Burnett  Tenement  House  Act  for  the  purpose  of  acting  in  cooperation  with 
the  San  Francisco  Chapter  members.     Carried. 

The  President  also  suggested  that  an  entertainment  committee  should  be  ap- 
pointed and  that  the  Southern  California  Chapter  extend  an  official  invitation  to 
the  San  Francisco  Chapter  through  its  Entertainment  Committee,  which  was  duly 
moved,  seconded  and  carried. 

The  President  next  introduced  Mr.  Sheldon  Borden  who  gave  an  interesting  talk 
on  the  legal  phases  of  the  practice  of  architecture,  giving  a  complete  history  of  the 
California  lien  law,  followed  with  points  of  interest  as  to  the  mistakes  usually  made 
by  architects  in  writing  the  general  conditions  of  their  specifications  and  in  drawing 
up  contracts.  Mr.  Borden  was  heartily  applauded  at  the  conclusion  of  his  paper, 
and  Mr.  C.  H.  Brown  moved,  seconded  by  Mr.  John  P.  Krempel,  to  extend  the 
Chapter's  vote  of  thanks  to  Mr.  Sheldon  Borden.     Carried. 

The  President  next  spoke  about  taking  measures  to  bring  the  next  Institute  Con- 
vention to  Los  Angeles,  at  which  Mr.  Octavius  Morgan  moved,  seconded  by  Mr.  C.  H. 
Brown,  that  it  be  the  sense  of  this  Chapter  to  have  the  next  Institute  Convention 
held  in  Los  Angeles,  California,  and  for  this  Chapter  to  make  every  effort  toward 
that  end.     Carried. 

Invitations  addressed  to  the  directors  of  the  American  Institute  of  Architects  to 
hold  the  convention  in  Los  Angeles  from  many  of  the  civic  bodies  were  thereupon 
read  by  the  Secretary. 

Discussions  on  the  subject  followed  and  the  Secretary  was  instructed  to  forward 
the  above  mentioned  communications  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Institute,  together 
with  this  Chapter's  official  invitation. 

Mr.  R.  B.  Young  thereupon  mentioned  that  he  had  an  invitation  from  the  River- 
side Cement  Company  for  the  members  of  this  Chapter  to  visit  their  works,  whereupon 
the  President  appointed  Messrs.  J.  J.  Backus  and  F.  L.  Stiff  to  form  a  committee 
of  arrangements  with  Mr.  R.  B.  Young. 

After  various  minor  discussions,  the  meeting  adjourned  at  10.13  P.  M.

Minutes  of  the  Twenty-Eighth  Regular  Meeting. 

The  Twenty-eighth  meeting  of  the  Southern  California  Chapter  was  held  at  the 
Cafe  Bristol,  Los  Angeles,  California,  on  Monday,  April  11,  1910. 

The  meeting  was  a  joint  Chapter  meeting  of  the  San  Francisco  Chapter  and  the 
Southern  California  Chapter. 
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The  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  9.00  P.  M.  by  President  Frank  D.  Hudson, 
forty-eight  members  of  the  Southern  California  Chapter  and  sixteen  members  of  the 
San  Francisco  Chapter  being  i)resent. 

The  guests  of  the  evening  were  ^^^  S.  Eames  of  St.  Louis,  Past  President  of  the 
American  Institute  of  Architects,  and  W.  D.  Coates  of  Sacramento,  Cal.,  State 
Architect,  and  the  following  San  Diego  Architects:  Irvin  J.  Gill;  Henry  Lord  Gay. 

The  minutes  of  the  Twenty-seventh  meeting  were  read  by  Secretary  Sylvain 
Schnaittacher  of  the  San  Francisco  Chapter,  A.  1.  A.,  and  duly  adopted. 

The  Secretary's  report  followed. 

On  behalf  of  the  Special  Entertainment  Committee,  Mr.  R.  B.  Young  presented  a 
report  of  the  programme  that  had  been  carried  out  to  date,  and  the  programme  of 
April  12,  1910. 

A  communication  was  next  read  from  Mr.  Glenn  Brown,  Secretary  of  the  American 
Institute  of  Architects,  requesting  this  Chapter's  action  with  reference  to  a  contribu- 
tion for  the  McKim  Memorial  in  the  American  Academy  in  Rome.  Upon  motion 
made  by  Mr.  John  P.  Krempel,  seconded  by  Mr.  H.  Albright,  this  communication 
was  referred  for  action  to  the  following  Chapter  meeting. 

Another  communication  from  Mr.  Glenn  Brown  was  read  with  advice  from  the 
Institute  bearing  on  the.issuance  of  independent  schedules  of  charges  by  the  Chapters. 
Upon  motion  made  by  Mr.  R.  B.  Young,  seconded  by  Mr.  John  P.  Krempel,  this 
commimication  was  referred  to  the  Board  of  Directors. 

Under  the  head  of  New  Business,  the  President  next  called  for  discussion  on 
competitions  and  the  State  law  on  same.  Mr.  William  Mooser,  President  of  the 
San  Francisco  Chapter,  A.  I.  A.,  thereupon  spoke  of  the  State  law  and  advised  as  ito 
its  amendment,  and  informing  the  meeting  that  the  San  Francisco  Chapter  had 
appointed  a  special  committee  to  draft  a  resolution  to  be  presented  to  the  California 
State  Legislature;  and  he  furthermore  advised  the  Southern  California  Chapter  to 
appoint  a  committee  to  cooperate  with  the  San  Francisco  Chapter  on  this  matter, 
and  if  possible  to  cause  the  rescinding  of  the  present  State  laws  on  competitions. 

Mr.  B.  J.  Joseph,  of  the  San  Francisco  Chapter,  was  next  called  upon,  who  read 
extracts  from  the  California  State  law  on  competitions  with  the  proposed  amend- 
ments thereon. 

It  was  moved  and  seconded  to  appoint  a  committee  to  cooperate  with  the  San 
Francisco  Chapter,  upon  w-hich  the  President  called  attention  to  the  fact  that  the 
Chapter  had  a  committee  on  special  legislation  to  whom  this  matter  would  be  referred. 

Mr.  A.  F.  Rosenheim  next  spoke,  calling  attention  to  the  recently  issued  A.  I.  A. 
Code  on  Competitions.  He  condemned  competitions  in  general  and  suggested  that 
the  Chapters'  influence  should  be  exerted  to  abolish  the  same,  wherever  possilile, 
and  recommended  the  direct  appointment  of  an  architect;  after  which  Mr.  William 
Curtlett  of  San  Francisco  made  a  few  remarks  in  support  of  Mr.  Rosenheim's  recom- 
mendations. 

The  President  thereupon  called  Mr.  Wm.  Mooser  to  take  the  chair  for  the  balance 
of  the  evening. 
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Mr.  Wm.  Mooser  called  for  discussion  of  the  Burnett  Tenement  House  Act.  Mr. 
John  P.  Krempel,  chairman  of  the  committee  having  this  matter  in  charge,  presented 
a  report  stating  that  Mr.  J.  J.  Backus  had  been  designated  to  open  the  discussion  by 
reading  extracts  from  the  Burnett  Tenement  House  Act.  Mr  J.  J.  Backus  having 
been  called  upon,  proceeded  to  read  said  extracts,  adding  remarks  and  suggestions 
for  proposed  amendments. 

The  Chair  thereupon  suggested  that  the  Chapter  appoint  a  committee  to  draft 
amendments  and  forward  the  same  to  the  San  Francisco  Chapter,  A.  I.  A., for  com- 
parison, at  which  Mr.  Frank  D.  Hudson  called  attention  to  the  Chapter's  permanent 
committee  on  the  Burnett  Tenement  House  Act,  and  instructed  said  committee  to 
act  on  the  matter  at  once. 

Mr.  Wm.  Curlett  next  addressed  the  meeting,  thanking  the  Chapter  for  the  day's 
entertainment,  and  spoke  in  eulogistic  terms  about  the  Southern  Cahfornia  Chapter. 

Mr.  Clinton  Day  next  spoke,  substantiating  Mr.  Curlett's  remarks,  and  also  spoke 
about  the  next  Institute  Convention,  regretting  that  the  same  was  not  to  be  held  in 
Los  Angeles. 

Mr.  C.  K.  Ward  then  spoke  in  appreciative  terms  of  this  Chapter's  efforts,  which 
was  responded  to  by  Mr.  Octavius  Morgan  complimenting  the  San  Francisco  Chapter, 
A.  I.  A.  Mr.  Morgan  also  spoke  about  the  State  Competition  Law.  The  Chairman 
thereupon  called  upon  Mr.  W.  S.  Eames  of  St.  Louis,  Past  President  of  the  American 
Institute  of  Architects,  who  addressed  the  meeting  with  a  few  remarks. 

After  various  minor  discussions,  the  meeting  adjourned  at  10.27  P.  M.

Washington  State  Chapter. 

The  Washington  State  Chapter  continues  to  hold  regular  monthly  meetings,  and 
since  the  2d  of  February,  1910,  three  special  meetings  have  been  held.  The  chief 
subject  of  consideration  at  all  of  these  meetings,  save  the  last,  has  been  a  change  in 
the  city  building  ordinance  removing  the  limit  of  height  of  buildings.  Heretofore 
the  ordinance  restricted  the  height  of  buildings  to  a  total  of  225  feet.  An  investor 
desiring  to  erect  a  building  of  twenty-six  stories  asked  a  revision  of  the  ordinance 
permitting  him  to  do  so.  The  Chapter  as  a  whole  and  through  committees  contended 
against  this  change  of  the  ordinance  in  the  interest  of  the  future  city.  Several 
attempts  to  confer  with  the  proper  committee  of  the  City  Council  were  unsuccessful; 
meetings  that  were  called  did  not  convene,  or  adjourned,  and  finally,  at  an  unan- 
nounced meeting  of  the  committee  of  the  Council,  it  voted  to  advise  the  change,  and 
it  was  passed  by  the  Council.  The  Mayor  was  then  appealed  to  without  success  and 
the  ordinance  was  changed  accordingly. 

The  Chapter  did  a  large  amount  of  work  to  demonstrate  if  possible  the  undesir- 
ability  of  permitting  excessively  high  buildings,  arguing  chiefly  sanitary  and  socio- 
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logical  reasons,  and  submitting  drawings  illustrating  their  objectionable  features,  etc. 
An  incidental  result  of  the  dispute  was  a  protest  against  the  repeated  revision  of  the 
ordinance  to  meet  the  wishes  of  some  individual,  which  is  subversive  of  the  good  an 
ordinance  is  supposed  to  yield. 

As  forecast  in  last  quarter's  report  the  city  voted  on  March  8  in  favor  of  a  Municipal 
Plans  Commission  by  a  large  majority,  authorizing  the  Mayor  to  appoint  the  twenty- 
one  members  from  the  various  city  organizations.  The  Chapter's  nominees,  from 
whom  the  Mayor  was  to  appoint  one,  were  the  Secretary'  and  Mr.  C.  F.  Gould.  Before 
appointments  could  be  made  an  injunction  was  issued  restraining  the  Mayor  from 
making  the  appointments  for  various  reasons,  and  the  matter  is  now  in  the  Courts. 
If  the  Commission  finally  wins,  the  delay  will  be  a  serious  handicap  for  the  enterprise. 

In  conjunction  with  the  Seattle  Architectural  Club,  as  members  of  the  Archi- 
tectural League  of  the  Pacific  Coast,  the  Chapter  is  participating  in  an  excellent 
architectural  exhibition  which  opened  April  16  and  will  close  the  30th.  Total 
attendance  promises  to  be  something  over  15,000  for  the  two  weeks. 

In  regard  to  the  issuance  of  a  Schedule  of  Charges  by  the  Chapter,  the  Chapter,  at 
its  meeting  of  April  6,  voted  to  discipline  any  member  violating  the  existing  Schedule 
of  Charges  of  the  Chapter,  by  expulsion  from  the  Chapter,  in  case  the  offence  be 
proven.  A  motion  was  made  to  distribute  copies  of  that  Schedule  now  in  possession 
of  the  Secretary,  but  in  view  of  the  fact  that  it  is  in  violation  of  the  Schedule  adopted 
by  the  Institute  (being  ba.sed  on  the  five  per  cent,  rate)  that  action  was  defeated,  it 
being  argued  that  if  the  Chapter  was  not  ready  to  accept  the  six  per  cent,  rate,  it 
need  not  offend  against  the  Institute's  instructions  not  to  give  out  a  Chapter  schedule 
without  submitting  the  same  to  the  Committee  on  Chapter  Relations  of  the  Institute 
before  doing  so.  The  point  being  that  the  schedule  referred  to  was  issued  and  dis- 
tributed a  couple  of  years  ago  and  a  redistribution  would  be  virtually  issuing  a 
schedule  contrary  to  the  direction  of  the  Institute's  Committee. 

The  matter  of  charges  has  been  discussed  a  number  of  times  since  the  Convention 
and  a  committee  of  the  Chapter  is  now  canvassing  the  matter.  It  is  clear  that  the 
members  fear  the  possible  loss  of  considerable  business  by  the  immediate  adoption 
of  the  present  Institute  rate  as  a  body.  Many  of  the  men  obtain  that  rate  and  better, 
but  others  are  unable  to  do  so,  or  believe  themselves  to  be  so.

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OBITUARIES. 
A.  V.  Porter,  F.  A.  I.  A. 

Mr.  A.  V.  Porter  was  born  in  Poughkeepsie,  N.  Y.,  May  25,  1856, 
where  he  spent  his  early  life.  At  the  age  of  twenty  he  went  to  California 
in  the  employ  of  several  large  lumber  companies.  In  1887  he  returned 
East  and  settled  in  Brooklyn  where  he  practiced  the  profession  of  Archi- 
tecture. His  first  work  was  Herkimer  Baptist  Church,  Brooklyn,  and 
residences  at  Shelter  Island.  In  1893-94  he  was  associated  with  Shickel 
and  Ditmars  in  residential  work.  From  1895-1910  he  was  the  architect 
for  the  Metropolitan  Street  Railway  Co.,  during  which  time  the  railroads 
were  first  equipped  with  cable  and  then  underground  electric  service, 
requiring  immense  car  barns  and  power  houses  throughout  the  city. 
The  one  on  First  Avenue  and  Ninety-sixth  Street,  seventy  thousand 
horse-power,  chimney  stack  three  hundred  and  eight3^-five  feet  high, 
was  the  first  of  the  large  power  houses  and  is  now  followed  in  many  of 
its  features  in  most  of  the  power  houses  recently  built. 

Mr.  Porter  was  elected  a  Fellow  of  the  Institute  in  1897,  and  was  a 
member  in  good  standing  at  the  time  of  his  death  which  occurred 
November  20,  1909. 

In  the  January  issue  of  the  Institute  Quarterly  Bulletin  will  be  found 
the  action  of  the  Brooklyn  Chapter  on  the  death  of  Mr.  Porter.

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William  Gibbons  Preston,  the  architect,  died  last  night  at  his  home 
in  Beacon  street,  Brookline.  He  was  the  son  of  Jonathan  Preston,  and 
was  born  in  Boston  in  1842.  Mr.  Preston  began  his  career  as  an  archi- 
tect in  the  office  of  his  father  in  1861,  having  meantime  studied  at 
Cambridge  and  in  Paris,  where  he  was  a  student  at  the  Ecole  des  Beaux 
Arts. 

Mr.  Preston  was  the  architect  of  a  number  of  prominent  buildings. 
Among  his  earliest  work  w^as  the  Rogers  Building  of  the  Massachusetts 
Institute  of  Technology,  the  building  of  the  Boston  Society  of  Natural 
History,  and  later  the  Massachusetts  Charitable  Mechanics  Association 
building,  the  Cadet  Armory  in  Columbus  avenue,  the  Boston  University 
School  of  Law  in  Ashburton  place,  as  well  as  several  buildings  devoted 
to  mercantile  uses.  He  was  the  architect  of  the  thirty  or  more  buildings 
for  the  Massachusetts  School  for  the  Feeble  Minded,  for  the  Lyman 
School  for  boys  at  Westboro  and  the  State  Industrial  School  for  Girls  at 
Lancaster.  He  also  built  a  number  of  private  residences  in  the  suburbs 
of  Boston,  at  Narragansett  Pier  and  other  places. 

Mr.  Preston  was  a  fellow  of  the  American  Institute  of  Architects,  the 
Boston  Society  of  Architects,  a  member  of  the  Boston  Art  Club  and 
the  St.  Botolph  Club.  He  always  was  interested  in  matters  pertaining 
to  the  beautifying  of  Boston. 

Mr.  Preston  was  elected  an  Associate  of  the  Institute  in  1870  and  a 
Fellow  in  1884.     He  died  in  Boston  the  26th  of  April,  1910.

PRELIMINARY  OUTLINE  FOR  THE  FORTY-FOURTH  ANNUAL 

CONVENTION. 

The  American  Institute  of  Architects  will  hold  its  next  Convention 
in  San  Francisco,  California,  January  17,  18,  and  19,  1911.  The  Board 
of  Directors  will  hold  its  meeting  prior  to  the  Convention  on  Monday 
the  16th  of  January. 

After  the  President  has  delivered  his  annual  address  the  reports  of 
committees  will  be  received.  To  obtain  prompt  action  and  discussion 
the  Board  has  ruled  that  all  reports  must  be  in  the  hands  of  the  Secre- 
tary one  month  before  the  Convention,  so  that  the  Committees  appointed 
by  the  President  may  consider  such  reports  and  present  their  conclusions 
and  resolutions  following  the  reading  of  the  report.  Discussions  on 
these  reports  will  probably  follow. 

In  addition  to  the  routine  business  of  the  Institute,  the  subject  of 
interest  before  the  Convention  will  be  the  Architecture  of  the  Pacific 
coast,  on  which  the  following  papers  are  expected.  The  Development 
of  Architecture  on  the  Pacific  Coast  and  the  RehabiHtation  of  the  City 
of  San  Francisco:  the  ^Esthetic  Problems  of  and  what  the  Coast  has 
Accomplished  in  City  Planning,  by  members  of  the  Committee  of  the 
San  Francisco  Chapter,  of  which  Mr.  J.  G.  Howard  is  the  Chairman.

The  question  of  the  standardization  of  documents  was  taken  up  and 
the  following  resolutions  were  agreed  upon: 

^^  Resolved,  That  Mr.  Sturgis  be  empowered  to  continue  the  negotia- 
tions with  Mr.  Wm.  H.  Sayward  with  the  view  of  obtaining  the  approval 
of  the  National  Builders  Association  to  the  Institute's  proposed  standard- 
ized documents,  and  resolved  further  that  the  committee  be  empowered 
to  make  such  amendments  as  they  may  after  conference  deem  desirable, 
and  further  to  agreeing  on  the  terms  under  which  the  documents  are 
to  be  published  in  order  not  to  conflict  with  the  existing  agreements 
with  the  National  Association  of  Builders  and  with  Mr.  Soltmann. 
The  committee  is,  however,  not  to  commit  the  Institute  beyond  the  term 
of  the  present  agreements  with  Mr.  Soltmann." 

Note:  It  was  understood  that  if  the  committee  did  not  come  to  an 
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agreement  with  Mr.  Soltmaiiri  and  Mr.  Sayward  the  matter  was  to  be 
again  referred  to  the  Board  of  Directors. 

The  Louisiana  Chapter  with  territory  covering  the  State  of  Louisiana 
made  appHcation  for  admission  to  the  Institute  as  a  Chapter.  After 
consideration  the  organization  was  duly  admitted  as  a  Chapter  of  the 
Institute. 

The  Competition  Code  was  discussed  and  certain  modifications  made 
in  the  Code  according  to  the  circular  which  was  sent  to  each  member 
of  the  American  Institute  of  Architects.  It  was  determined  that  in 
competitions  no  commission  less  than  6  per  cent,  would  be  approved 
by  the  Institute. 

The  method  of  nominating  officers  was  then  taken  up.  The  Secre- 
tary read  the  method  of  nominations  in  force  at  the  present  time. 

It  was  moved,  duly  seconded  and  carried  that  it  is  the  sense  of  the 
Board  that  the  method  in  force  now  shall  be  considered  its  standard 
of  action  for  this  year  in  the  matter  of  nominations,  as  follows: 

The  43d  Convention  of  the  American  Institute  of  Architects  directed  that  the 
nominations  for  Officers  and  Directors  for  the  ensuing  year,  to  be  voted  upon  at  the 
44th  Convention,  be  made  in  the  following  way: 

"1st.  That  any  15  Members  or  Fellows  belonging  to  not  less  than  two  Chapters 
may  nominate  candidates  for  any  office  about  to  become  vacant,  provided  said 
nominations  are  filed  with  the  Secretary  of  the  American  Institute  of  Architects 
not  less  than  sixty  days  prior  to  the  Convention,  at  which  the  election  is  to  take  place. 

"2d.  That  the  Board  of  Directors  shall  nominate  candidates  for  any  office  about 
to  become  vacant  for  which  no  nominations  have  been  filed  wath  the  Secretary  sixty 
days  prior  to  the  Convention  at  which  the  election  is  to  take  place. 

"  3d.  The  Secretary  shall  send  full  notice  asking  for  nominations  by  petition  as 
above,  four  months  prior  to  the  date  of  a  Convention,  to  each  Member  and  Fellow 
of  the  Institute. 

"  Nominations  from  the  floor  shall  require  at  least  five  seconders." 

The  question  of  finances  was  considered  and  the  Secretary  of  the 
Institute  was  instructed  to  write  to  the  various  committees  limiting  their 
expenses. 

The  question  of  the  next  Convention  was  considered  and  the  itiner- 
ary was  suggested.  The  w'hole  matter  was  left  in  the  hands  of  the 
President  with  the  assistance  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

There  being  no  further  business  the  Board  Adjourned.

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THE  ENGLISH  TOWN  PLANNING  BILL. 

At  the  recent  Town  Planning  Conference  held  in  Rochester,  N.  Y., 
Mr.  Flavel  Shurtleff  of  Boston  discussed  the  English  Town  Planning 
Bill  and  the  need  for  similar  legislation  in  this  country. 

He  said,  in  part: 

In  our  cities  sentiment  in  favor  of  a  more  orderly  city  growth  is  so  strong  that  the 
city  of  any  pretension  without  its  enthusiastic  improvement  committee  is  fast  becom- 
ing an  anomaly.  This  sentiment,  however,  has  had  little  or  no  expression  in  our 
body  of  laws,  with  the  result  that  much  energy  has  been  wasted. 

In  England  legal  enactment  in  the  shape  of  the  town  planning  act  of  1909  has 
preceded  sentiment,  which  even  in  the  largest  cities  is  much  in  need  of  stimulation. 

The  act  is  Part  II  of  the  housing  and  town  planning  act  of  1909.  Thus  there 
is  official  recognition  of  the  idea  which  needs  more  emphasis  in  oiu-  town  planning — 
that  there  can  be  little  effective  housing  without  town  planning,  that  town  planning 
must  include  a  careful  study  of  the  housing  problem,  that  both  town  planning  and 
housing  are  essentially  interdependent. 

In  conferring  exclusive  authority  on  and  centralizing  administrative  powers 
in  the  local  government  board,  the  act  carries  out  to  an  extreme  impossible  under 
our  system  of  government  the  principle  that  successful  city  planning  is  dependent  on 
an  administrative  organization  which  shall  have  wider  power  and  sole  authority  over 
all  questions  relating  to  the  city  phj^sical  government.  This  principle  has  been 
adopted  in  a  modified  form  in  several  American  cities.  Seattle  has  within  a  month 
voted  to  amend  the  city  charter  by  creating  a  municipal  plans  commission,  whose 
immediate  duty  is  to  secure  the  plan  with  a  view  to  .such  expansion  as  may  meet 
probable  future  demands. 

The  language  of  the  act  is  to  be  interpreted  by  the  local  government  board. 
It  will  have  the  duty  to  construe  the  object  of  the  act  expressed  in  the  words  "to 
procure  sanitary  conditions,  amenity,  and  convenience,  with  the  laying  out  and  the 
use  of  the  land  and  of  any  neighboring  lands."  Such  language  is,  of  course,  capable 
of  a  very  narrow  interpretation,  but  it  may  be  confidently  expected  from  the  com- 
position of  the  central  body,  from  the  staff  of  expert  advisors,  which  it  has  already 
secured,  that  a  construction  as  broad  as  possible  within  the  limits  of  a  necessary 
economy  will  be  given  to  the  act. 

The  entire  procedure  under  the  act  is  regulated  by  the  local  government  board. 
Some  of  these  regulations  for  the  most  part  are  merely  formal  requirements.  But 
in  addition  to  formal  regulations  a  clause  in  the  act  specifically  provides  that  the 
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board  by  refjuktion  shall  secure  the  cooperation  on  the  part  of  the  local  authority 
with  the  owners  and  other  persons  interested  in  the  land  at  every  stage  of  the  pro- 
cedure, by  means  of  conferences  and  sucli  other  means  as  may  be  provided. 

This  is  just  the  sort  of  thing  that  is  being  unofficially  done  in  every  city  of  the 
United  States  that  is  making  progress  in  city  planning,  particularly  in  connection 
with  the  extension  of  the  city  plan  into  undeveloped  areas.  It  is  as  true  in  the 
United  States  as  in  England  that  much  of  the  larger  development  of  the  land  is 
dependent  on  real  estate  operators,  and  it  is  certainly  a  most  sane  provision  which 
aims  to  secure  the  cooperation. 

Ample  power  is  given  the  board  to  enforce  the  execution  of  the  scheme.  The 
board  sitting  as  arbitrators  decides  whether  any  building  or  work  contravenes  the 
town  planning  scheme,  and  the  decision  of  the  board  is  final  and  conclusive,  and 
binding  on  all  persons.  In  the  same  way  the  board  decides  whether  there  is  any 
failure  or  delay  in  the  execution  of  the  scheme,  and  after  its  decision  the  local 
authority  proceeds  to  execute. 

In  all  questions  of  compensation  the  local  government  board  again,  by  its  power 
to  appoint  a  single  arbitrator,  imless  the  parties  agree  on  some  other  method,  has 
control  of  the  question  whether  any  property  is  injuriously  affected  within  the  mean- 
ing of  the  act.  The  clauses  relating  to  compensation  are  peculiarly  interesting,  in 
view  of  the  fact  of  the  recent  activity  along  these  lines  in  some  of  our  cities. 

The  act  cuts  the  Gordian  knot  by  providing  that  the  local  authorities  shall  be 
entitled  to  recover  from  any  person  whose  property  is  increased  in  value  by  the  opera- 
tion of  the  scheme  one-half  the  amount  of  that  increase.  Thus  does  the  munici- 
pality reap  the  benefit  without  any  of  the  risks  attendant  on  speculation  in  land 
values. 

A  provision  already  familiar  in  some  American  cities  withholds  compensation 
for  any  building  erected  on  land  included  in  the  scheme  after  the  time  at  which  the 
application  for  authority  to  prepare  the  scheme  was  made. 
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THOMAS  ALEXANDER  TEFFT. 

Mr.  Thomas  A.  Tefft,  of  Providence,  R.  I.,  was  one  of  the  Founders 
of  the  American  Institute  of  Architects,  having  joined  by  invitation 
with  the  architects  who  met  in  New  York  City  in  February,  1857, 
and  decided  upon  such  an  organization,  which  was  perfected  and  a 
constitution  adopted  April  2,  1857.  The  names  of  these  founders 
deserve  to  be  remembered  and  honored  by  all  present  practitioners. 

The  following  extracts  are  taken  from  a  "  Brief  Memoir  of  Thomas 
Alexander  Tefft,"  by  Edwin  Martin  Stone,  pul)lished  in  Providence, 
R.  I.,  in  1869: 

In  the  summer  of  184.5,  a  youna;  man,  apparently  about  nineteen  or  twenty  yeans 
of  age,  came  to  Providence  from  the  country  to  acquire  a  knowledge  of  architecture, 
and  thus  fit  himself  for  a  business  that  Tallman,  Bucklin,  Warren  and  others  had 
gradually  worked  up  into  a  profession  in  Rhode  Island.  He  was  slender  in  form  and 
of  medium  height.  His  oval  face  and  naturally  fair  complexion  were  bronzed  by 
successive  years  of  exposure  in  the  toils  of  the  farm.  This  young  man  Avas  Tliomas 
Alexander  Tefft,  son  of  William  C.  and  Sarah  Tefft,  and  was  born  in  Richmond, 
R.  I.,  Augusta,  1826. 

In  childhood  Mr.  Tefft's  bodily  health  was  feeble  and  gave  no  promise  of  the 
physical  energ>'  and  power  of  endurance  displayed  in  subsequent  years.  For  the 
sports  common  to  boy  life  he  seemed  to  care  but  little.  In  books  he  found  a  greater 
charm  than  in  the  bat  and  ball,  and  he  was  never  happier  than  when  engaged  in 
mastering  the  contents  of  an  instructive  volume  or  in  constructing  miniature 
machinery,  for  which  his  skill  was  remarkable.  At  about  the  age  of  ten  year  he 
entered  a  school  kept  by  Mr.  Elisha  L.  Baggs  with  whom  he  remained  two  and  one- 
half  years,  making  rapid  progress  in  the  several  studies  pursued  and  evincing  a 
thoroughness  in  the  preparation  of  his  lessons  that  foreshadowed  the  habits  of  his 
maturer  years.  After  closing  his  studies  with  Mr.  Baggs,  Mr.  Tefft  kept  the  winter 
school  in  the  "  James  District "  in  his  natiAC  town.  While  thus  employed,  our  young 
pedagogue  was  made  sensible  that  a  higher  culture  than  he  had  yet  received  would 
be  a  powerful  auxiliary'  to  his  wider  usefulness  as  a  teacher,  as  it  would  be  an  inval- 
uable help  in  whatever  other  pursuit  he  might  engage.  This  he  resolved  to  pos.sess. 
Having  closed  his  stipulated  term  of  service,  he  returned  to  his  old  instructor  and 
applied  himself  diligently  to  a  course  of  advanced  studies,  defraying  his  expenses 
with  the  money  he  had  earned  by  teaching.     It  was  about  this  time  that  he  attracted 
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the  attention  of  Hon.  Henry  Barnard,  then  State  School  Commissioner  for  Rhode 
Island,  who  was  at  once  impressed  with  his  energy,  intelligence  and  power  as  a  teacher, 
his  love  of  the  beautitul  in  nature  and  art,  and  his  taste  and  skill  in  drawing.  He 
said  to  him  in  substance,  "You  must  not  bury  yourself  here  in  obscurity.  Go  to 
Providence  and  study  architect\ire.  Make  that  your  profession,  and  let  our  State 
have  the  benefit  of  your  acquirements  in  a  department  whose  esthetic  claims  have 
too  long  been  neglected."  Abandoning  the  thought  of  school  keeping  he  went  to 
Providence,  and  after  settling  preliminaries  entered  the  office  of  Messrs.  Tallm^n  & 
Bucklin,  where  his  opportunities  for  study  and  practice  were  ample. 

Again  advised  by  his  friendly  mentor  he  entered  Brown  University  and  pursued 
the  prescribed  course  of  studies  there  without  relinquishing  those  in  which  he  was 
already  engaged  as  a  student  of  architecture — his  industry  as  a  draughtsman  enabling 
him  to  defray  liis  college  expenses. 

It  was  while  yet  a  student  that  Mr.  Tefft  designed  the  neat  and  unique  school 
building  on  Benefit  Street,  Providence,  erected  and  occupied  by  Hon.  John  Kingsbury 
during  the  later  years  of  liis  celebrated  school  for  yoimg  ladies,  and  now  occupied 
for  a  similar  purpose  by  Rev.  Dr.  Stockbridge. 

In  the  same  year  that  Mr.  Kingsbury's  school  house  was  erected  and  while  still 
pursuing  his  studies  at  the  University,  Mr.  Tefft  designed  the  Boston  and  Providence 
Depot,  a  structure  seven  hundred  and  fifty  feet  in  length,  having  two  towers  each 
one  hundred  and  twenty  feet  in  height.*  It  excited  no  little  surprise  that  the 
plans  of  one  so  young  and  so  little  known  should  have  been  adopted,  and  it  was  no 
empty  compUment  to  his  genius  that  they  were.  This  was  his  first  great  work,  and 
though  interior  changes  have  since  been  made  to  adapt  it  to  the  wants  of  an  increased 
business,  criticism  will  find  few  faults  in  view  of  the  uses  originally  designed  to  be 
made  of  it. 

In  1851  Mr.  Tefft  completed  his  University  course,  and  graduated  with  the  degree 
of  Bachelor  of  Philosophy.  Besides  many  private  residences  and  other  buildings 
planned  by  him,  he  furnished  designs  for  the  South  Baptist  Church  in  Hartford, 
Conn.;  American  Antiquarian  Society's  Library,  Richmond,  Va.;  Factory  at  Cannel- 
ton  on  the  Ohio;  Central  Congregational  and  Central  Baptist  Churches  and  the  Organ 
Case  of  the  First  Congregational  Church  in  Providence;  Baptist  Churches  in  Wake- 
field and  in  South  Kingstown,  and  St.  Pauls's  Church  in  Wickford — all  evidences 
of  the  taste  and  versatile  talent  of  the  architect. 

Mr.  Tefft  sympathized  warmly  with  many  persons  of  culture  in  his  adopted  city 
in  their  efforts  to  elevate  the  public  taste  in  matters  of  art,  and  when  the  Rhode 
Island  Art  Association  was  organized  he  took  an  active  and  prominent  part  in  its 
operations. 

Mr.  Tefft  was  now  prepared  to  settle  down  in  his  profession,  with  prospect  of 
competency,  if  not  more.  But  it  was  not  for  a  temperament  like  his  to  be  contented 
with  even  prosperous  mediocrity.     His  ideal  had  not  yet  been  realized.     He  was  an 

*The  building  was  erected  in  1848,  under  the  superintendence  of  James  C.  Bucklin,  Esq. 
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enthusiastic  lover  of  his  chosen  profession  and  ambitious  to  excel.  He  longed  to  go 
abroad  and  study  the  master  architectural  structures  of  Europe,  and  when  perfected 
in  every  order  and  department  to  return  home,  and  tlirough  lecture  and  tlirough 
the  regular  channels  of  his  business  pour  out  his  rich  accumulations  for  the  l)enefit 
of  his  country.  It  was  a  grand  vision  for  a  young  man.  Soon  the  reahzation  of  this 
longing  became  a  necessity  of  his  nature,  and  the  preliminary'  steps  to  gratify  it  were 
taken.  Having,  with  becoming  thoughtfulness  and  deliberation  arranged  liis  worldly 
affairs,  he  departed  for  Europe  in  the  steamer  Arago,  on  Saturday,  December  13, 
1856. 

On  arriving  in  London,  Mr.  Tefft  met  with  a  cordial  and  gratifying  reception,  both 
from  American  residents  and  English  gentlemen  of  liigh  social  position.  With  the 
New  Parliament  House,  the  work  of  Sir  Charles  Barry,  Mr.  Tefft  was  particularly 
pleased.  Writing  of  it  he  says:  "To  Sir  Charles  Barrj^  belongs  the  singular  good 
fortune  and  liigli  honor  of  having  completed  within  liis  own  day,  from  his  own  plans, 
and  under  his  own  supervision,  one  of  the  greatest  and  richest  monuments  the  world 
has  seen.  For  in  extent,  elaborate  treatment,  and  unity  of  style,  there  is  no  parallel 
to  the  Xew  Houses  of  Parliament.  I  have  looked  at  the  immense  pile  from  Waterloo 
and  Vauxhall  bridges,  from  the  cupola  of  St.  Paul's  and  from  the  Greenwich  hills, 
seen  it  at  mid-day  and  by  moonlight — and  the  more  I  see  it,  the  more  am  I  charmed 
with  this  majestic  work,  and  the  more  do  I  admire  that  power  in  man  which  can 
conceive  of  such  forms  of  magnificence  and,  triumphing  over  all  obstacles,  build 
them  liigh  above  the  earth  to  catch  the  light  of  morning,  to  reflect  the  same  at 
evening,  and  receive  the  gaze  of  passing  generations.  The  towers  of  Westminster 
worthily  represent  the  Victoria  age." 

During  his  entire  residence  in  London  Mr.  Tefft  enjoyed  the  repeated  courtesies 
of  Sir  Charles  Barrj'',  as  well  as  the  hospitalities  of  his  home. 

The  question  of  a  universal  currency,  which  had  engaged  much  of  Mr.  Tefft's 
thought  and  study  in  America,  received  a  fresh  impulse  on  his  arrival  in  England. 
The  time  seemed  propitious.  Prof.  J.  H.  Alexander,  from  the  United  States,  was 
also  in  London,  securing  the  attention  of  Parliament  and  of  the  scientific  public 
to  his  views  on  "International  Coinage  for  Great  Britain  and  the  United  States." 
These  and  other  influences  opened  the  way  for  Mr.  Tefft  and  gained  for  him  a  more 
ready  hearing. 

From  one  of  the  Royal  Commissioners  on  decimal  coinage,  with  whom  he  had  held 
a  personal  interview,  he  received  a  note,  from  which  the  following  is  quoted: 

"  Dear  Sir:  Since  I  had  the  pleasure  of  receiving  you  I  perceive  that  Lord  Elington 
has,  in  the  House  of  Commons,  given  notice  of  his  intention  of  moving  for  Professor 
Alexander's  Report  on  the  subject  of  his  mission  to  England.  This  will  eventually 
draw  much  public  attention  to  the  subject.  Under  these  circumstances  I  feel  still 
more  strongly  the  advantages  which  would  arise  from  the  pubUcation  of  your  interest- 
ing essay." 
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Also  to  quote  from  a  letter  from  Thomas  N.  Dale,  Esq. : 

*•  My  Dear  Sir:  Since  reading  your  manuscript  on  'Universal  Currency,'  I  have 
thought  much  on  the  subject,  and  believe  you  have  solved  the  problem  whereby 
the  great  inconvenience  to  international  trade,  arising  from  the  manj^  units  and 
standards  of  money,  can  be  removed." 

Late  in  1858  Mr.  Tef'ft  visited  Rome,  where  he  passed  six  months  with  unmingled 
delight. 

While  sojourning  on  the  continent  Mr.  Tefft  visited  Florence,  Baden-Baden,  Turin, 
Berlin,  Genoa  and  other  cities  of  note,  feasting  his  eyes  upon  the  magnificent  churches 
and  palaces,  and  drinking  inspiration  from  the  works  of  the  old  masters  preserved 
in  the  galleries  of  art. 

Of  his  life  there  he  writes:  "My  life  in  Europe  has  been  brimful  of  the  pleasures 
which  live  in  the  heart  and  are  blessed  of  heaven.  I  have  sometimes  felt  consci- 
entious about  enjoying  to  much  of  the  world;  but  then  I  think  it  is  the  playtime 
which  succeeded  a  brief  period  of  work,  and  precedes,  perhaps,  a  dozen  or  twenty 
years  of  anxiety  and  struggle.  For  I  well  know  that  my  future  is  to  be  one  of  labor. 
I  mean  that  our  country  shall  enjoy  facilities  in  art  education  which  no  other  country 
possesses,  and  before  this  can  be  accomplished  much  must  be  done.  But  for  what 
else  are  we  made  if  not  to  do  good  in  the  world,  and  make  it  better  for  having  lived 
in  it?" 

It  was  a  part  of  Mr.  Tefft's  plan  to  return  once  more  to  Rome,  and  then  close  up 
his  three  years'  absence  by  visits  to  Greece  and  Egypt.  He  anticipated  much  benefit 
from  the  study  of  architecture  in  the  land  of  Pericles  and  of  the  Pharaohs.  But 
in  this  purpose  he  was  disappointed.  On  his  journey  from  Venice  to  Florence  in  the 
latter  part  of  November,  he  took  a  cold  which  brought  on  violent  delirious  fever 
that  from  the  first  baffled  the  best  medical  skill.     He  died  December  12,  1859. 

The  following  critique,  communicated  to  us  by  President  James  B.  Angell,  of  the 
University  of  Vermont,  at  Burlington,  expresses  a  just  estimate  of  him  as  an  architect: 

"Rev.  E.  M.  Stone: 

"Dear  Sir:  I  made  the  acquaintance  of  Mr.  TefTtwhen  he  entered  college.  We 
were  fellows-students.  From  that  time  my  relations  with  hiin  were  intimate.  I  think 
that  he  was  one  of  the  most  highly  gifted  young  men  I  have  ever  known.  He  early 
gave  signs  of  marked  talent,  and  his  powers  were  constantly  and  rapidly  increasing. 
Perhaps  his  development  was  never  before  so  rapid  as  during  the  last  years  of  his  life. 

"He  was  a  mere  boy,  just  transferred  from  the  seclusion  of  one  the  most  retired 
country  towns  of  Rhode  Island,  when  he  conceived  the  plan  of  the  great  Railway 
Station  in  Providence.  Whatever  may  be  said  in  criticism  of  that  building,  it  is  a 
remarkable  production  for  a  youth  who  enjoyed  so  few  opportunities  for  training 
in  his  art.  If  I  am  not  mistaken,  it  was  the  very  first  important  structure  in  this 
country  which  demonstrated  the  feasibility  of  using  American  Ijricks  with  good 
effect  in  buildings  of  the  Lomljardo  style.  The  Worcester  Railroad  Freight  House, 
erected  at  the  same  time,  has  always  seemed  to  me  one  of  the  best  proportioned 
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buildings  in  Providence.  Of  course  profuse  ornamentation  would  not  have  been 
proper  on  such  a  building.  But  there  are  abundant  proofs  in  Providence,  as  in 
every  city,  that  architects  do  not  always  find  it  easy  to  build  great  storehouses 
which  are  not  positively  ugly.  These  two  railway  stations  illustrate  one  merit 
which  belongs  to  nearly  all  of  Mr.  Tefft's  buildings — the  beauty  and  lightness  with 
wliich  his  roofs  rest  upon  tlie  walls.  Let  any  one  stand  on  the  promenade  near 
the  State  Prison,  and  he  will  see  what  I  mean.  Many  roofs  .seem  to  be  crushing  the 
walls  out  from  beneath  them.  But  the  vast  roof  on  that  long  station-house  seems 
to  lie  almost  as  buoyantly  as  though  it  were  floating  in  the  air — a  tent  covering 
rather  than  a  heavy  mass  of  timber  and  slate.  It  is  a  fine  feature  in  a  structure  of 
this  size. 

"Mr.  Tefft  soon  became  wluit  might  be  called  a  purist  in  architecture.  A  glance 
at  almost  any  of  his  later  works  will  convince  one  of  this.  His  passion  for  severe 
simplicity  became  strong.  In  one  so  young  this  was  remarkable.  I  have  always 
thouglit  he  yielded  too  much  to  tliis  tendency.*  I  believe  that  it  was  strengthened 
by  his  disgust  at  the  meretriciou.s  work  of  some  of  our  ambitious  young  American 
architects.  I  have  no  doubt  that  iiis  life  in  Europe  would  have  modified  his  views, 
and  have  led  him  to  give  more  scope  to  his  fruitful  imagination  in  enriching  his 
works.  Had  he  lived  five  years  longer,  I  am  confident  that  he  would  have  given  us 
productions  far  superior  to  the  numerous  meritorious  works  which  stand  as  monu- 
ments of  his  skill  and  taste.  He  had  so  much  boldness  and  originality,  such  fertility 
of  resources,  such  ingenuity  in  arranging  details  and  overcoming  mechanical  diffi- 
culties, and  such  chasteness  of  style,  that  when  his  European  studies  had  given  him, 
as  they  surely  woukl  have  done,  more  breadth  and  variety  of  treatment,  he  must 
have  combined  in  liimself  the  chief  qualities  of  the  great  architect. 

"But  Mr.  Tefft's  untiring  mind  was  not  confined  within  the  limits  of  his  profession. 
He  was  as  fond  of  the  sister  arts  of  painting  and  sculpture  as  of  architecture,  and  was 
eager  to  foster  in  the  public  a  love  for  them.  His  activity  in  gathering  the  collection 
of  pictures  for  the  finest  Art  Exhibition  which  Providence  ever  enjoyed,  and  his 
ardent  desire  for  the  instruction  of  the  people  in  the  fine  arts,  attested  by  his  bequest 
of  nearly  all  his  property  to  the  Rhode  Island  Art  Association,  must  be  gratefully 
remembered  by  all.  He  had  bestowed  mucii  thought  upon  the  best  mode  of  establish- 
ing a  free  public  librarj'  in  Providence.  Indeed,  I  have  rarely  known  a  j'oung  man 
whose  mind  was  so  productive  of  plans  for  useful  work  or  whose  hand  was  so  ready 
to  aid  in  executing  such  plans. 

"I  was  hardly  surprised  at  hearing  of  his  brilliant  laljors  in  Europe,  or  his  scheme 
for  establishing  an  universal  currency.  It  is  clear  that  when  he  addressed  him.self 
to  the  problem,  he  studied  with  his  usual  zeal  and  with  decided  originaUty.  But 
death  seized  him  while  his  monetary  plan  and  so  many  other  plans  with  which  his 
restless  brain  was  teeming  were  yet  unfinished. 

♦The  Bank  of  North  America,  in  Providence,  a  perfect  gem  in  the  Florentine  palatial  style,  is  a 
striking  exception.     The  facade  is  perhaps  the  most  beautiful  of  Mr.  Teflft's  works. 
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"I  hardly  dare  to  say  how  great  things  I  think  he  was  capable  of,  lest  I  should  be 
deemed  extravagant  by  those  who  did  not  know  him  as  well  as  I  did.  He  seemed 
to  be  just  entering  on  his  best  years  of  work.  His  growing  mind  had  evidently  not 
reached  its  culmination  of  power.  His  friends  were  certainly  justified  in  expecting 
for  him  even  a  more  brilliant  career  than  that  of  which  they  had  already  so  good 
reason  to  be  proud.  But,  alas;  who  of  them  can  forget  the  sad  day,  when  all  of  their 
hopes  of  his  brilliant  earthly  future  were  suddenly  quenched?  Yet  they  sorrowed 
not  '  as  others  who  have  no  hope.'  For  the  young  architect  in  all  his  busy  plannings 
had  not  forgotten  '  the  building  of  God,  the  house  not  made  with  hands  eternal  in 
the  heavens!' " 

We  have  referred  to  the  genius  of  Mr.  Tetft.  That  he  possessed  this  quality  in 
a  more  than  ordinary  degree  those  most  intimate  with  him  bear  testimony.  He 
arrived  at  conclusions  almost  intuitively.  On  all  subjects  with  which  he  professed 
familiarity  his  opinions  were  positively  and  freely  expressed.  His  ideas  on  many 
topics  were  in  advance  of  his  time.  Tliis  was  particularly  true  in  the  departments 
of  arcliitecture  and  Art.  Without  the  morbid  temperament  of  Haydon,  his  ideal 
of  perfection  was  no  less  exalted,  and  his  spirit  chafed  at  the  slow  development  of  a 
taste  for  the  beautiful  in  all  tilings.  In  looking  at  a  painting  defective  in  perspective, 
coloring,  or  expression,  it  was  not  easy  for  him  to  conceal  his  contempt  for  the 
handling  of  the  artist.  Harmony  in  finish  filled  liim  with  exquisite  pleasure,  as 
incongruities  awakened  pain.  His  critical  severity  sometimes  caused  him  to  be 
misunderstood,  and  motives  and  feelings  were  attributed  to  him  which  were  foreign 
to  his  nature.

Following  are  the  conditions  covering  "Medals  of  Award  for  Apart- 
ment Houses"  which  have  just  been  issued  by  the  New  York  Chapter. 

Copies  of  these  conditions  have  been  sent  to  the  Tenement  House 
Commissioner  of  New  York  City,  who  is  cooperating  with  the  Chapter 
in  this  work,  and  who  will  issue  copies  to  all  owners  and  architects 
making  apphcation  for  the  construction  of  apartment  houses  in  the 
city  of  New  York,  also  to  all  architects  who  do  not  belong  to  the  New 
York  Chapter,  city  officials,  heads  of  departments,  etc.,  etc.  Copies 
have  also  been  sent  to  the  secretaries  of  all  the  Chapters  of  the  Institute.

Medals  or  Award  for  Apartment  Houses. 

The  New  York  Chapter  of  the  American  Institute  of  Architects  proposes  to  award 
each  year  two  medals  and  four  honorable  mentions  for  excellence  in  exterior  design 
of  apartment  houses  in  accordance  with  the  following  conditions: 

First. — That  the  awards  of  medals  and  honorable  mentions  may  be  made  to  the 
Owners  of  Apartment  Houses  each  year. 

Second. — That  one  medal  may  be  awarded  in  a  class  of  Apartment  Houses  of  more 
than  six  stories  in  height;  that  one  medal  may  be  awarded  in  a  class  of  Apartment 
Houses  of  six  stories  or  less  in  height;  and  that  two  honorable  mentions  may  be  also 
awarded  in  each  of  the  above  two  classes. 

Third. — Any  Apartment  House  will  be  eligible  for  judgment  which  shall  have  been 
erected  within  the  areas  of  the  Boroughs  of  Manhattan  and  The  Bronx  and  shall 
have  been  completed  within  three  years  previous  to  the  October  judgments  of  each 
year.  Apartment  Houses  having  received  medals  or  honorable  mentions  shall  be 
ineligible  for  future  award. 

Fourth. — Each  medal  shall  be  of  bronze  inscribed  with  the  owner's  name  and  the 
location  and  name  of  the  Apartment  House,  and  shall  be  accompanied  with  a  certifi- 
cate setting  forth  the  considerations  of  the  jury  forming  the  basis  of  award.  The 
owners  of  Apartment  Houses  receiving  medals  shall  he  privileged  to  inscribe  on  the 
buildings  honored,  the  following:

Fifth. — Each  Certificate  of  Honorable  Mention  shall  be  suitably  inscribed  on 
parchment  with  the  name  of  the  owner,  the  location  and  name  of  the  build inpj,  and 
the  considerations  of  the  jury  forming;  the  basis  of  award.  The  owners  receiving 
Certificate  of  Honoral)le  Mention  shall  he  privileged  to  inscrilje  on  the  building 
honored,  the  following:

New  York  Chapter  of  the  American  Institute  of  Architects. 

Sixth. — The  jury  shall  consist  of  nine  members:  one  the  President  of  the  New 
York  Chapter,  one  the  Secretary  of  the  New  York  Chapter,  one  the  Tenement  House 
Commissioner  of  New  York,  one  the  President  of  the  Art  Commission  of  the  City  of 
New  York,  and  five  members  of  the  New  York  Chapter  elected  by  its  Executive 
Committee.  An  affirmative  vote  of  five  members  of  the  jury  shall  be  necessary  for 
an  award. 

The  judgments  for  the  awards  will  be  made  during  the  month  of  October  and  the 
presentations  of  the  medals  and  certificates  of  honorable  mention  will  be  made  in 
January  of  the  following  year.  Awards  on  Apartment  Houses  can  be  made  only 
after  personal  inspection  of  the  jury. 

Seventh. — Owners  of  Apartment  Houses  are  invited  to  send  to  the  Secretary  of 
the  New  York  Chapter,  at  any  time  previous  to  October  1st  of  any  year,  photographs 
of  completed  buildings  which  they  may  desire  to  enter  for  awards.  The  jury  may 
request  the  submission  of  pliotographs  of  any  building  which  they  may  wish  to 
consider. 

Eighth. — The  qualities  of  design  which  the  New  York  Chapter  desires  to  encourage 
and  to  which  the  jurv  will  give  particular  consideration  in  reaching  its  decision,  are 
the  following: 

(a)  Simplicity. 

(6)  Good  proportion. 

(f)  The  artistic  and  practical  use  of  inexpensive  materials. 

(d)  The  avoidance  of  imitation  or  sham  material. 

(e)  Adapta])ility  of  design  to  site. 

(/)  The  satisfactory  solution  of  the  essentially  utilitarian  problems  of  design, 
such  as  fire-escapes,  tanks,  bulkheads,  awnings,  etc.

On  July  16  the  Brooklyn  Chapter  had  its  annual  outing,  sailing  from 
the  foot  of  21st  Street,  Manhattan,  at  10  A.  M.  and  going  through  the 
East  River  and  Long  Island  Sound  to  the  summer  home  of  Mr.  Louis  C. 
Tiffany.  Two  hours  were  spent  here  and  at  3  o'clock  the  journey  home- 
w^ard  was  begun,  reaching  the  starting  point  about  7  P.  M.  On  the 
return  trip  dinner  was  served  on  the  upper  deck,  and  all  agreed  that 
they  had  passed  a  most  enjoyable  day. 

Philadelphia  Chapter. 

The  Pliiladelpliia  Chapter  of  the  American  Institute  of  Architects  closed  its  present 
season  of  activity  on  June  25,  with  its  Annual  Outing,  the  scene  of  wliich  was  Prince- 
ton, N.  J. 

The  Chapter  chartered  a  special  car  and  invited  the  members  of  the  T-Square 
Club  to  participate  in  the  outing,  which  included  luncheon  at  the  Princeton  Inn 
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and  afterwards  an  inspection  of  the  town  and  of  the  improvements  under  way  at 
Princeton  College. 

At  the  last  regular  meeting  much  hope  was  held  out  for  the  consummation  of  a 
plan  which  the  Chapter  has  [)een  working  upon  through  a  special  committee  to  secure 
Chapter  quarters.  This  plan  contemplates  the  erection  upon  a  prominent  site 
of  a  building  which  would  house  a  large  number  of  architects  who  might  run  the 
whole  building  on  a  cooperative  basis  with  all  the  advantages  which  would  naturally 
accrue  to  the  profession  as  well  as  the  occupants  from  such  an  arrangement. 

Another  and  a  most  important  matter  brought  before  the  meeting  was  the  report 
of  the  Committee  on  the  Preservation  of  Historic  Monuments,  by  which  it  became 
known  that  the  city  authorities  had  accepted  the  proffered  services  of  the  Committee 
in  connection  with  the  restoration  of  old  Congress  Hall.  This  assures  to  the  city, 
without  cost  other  than  the  actual  expenses  of  the  surveys  and  the  preparation  of 
drawings,  a  comprehensive  and  authoritative  restoration,  as  the  Committee  have 
for  years  been  making  a  thorough  study  of  the  present  and  past  conditions,  par- 
ticularly the  latter.  Much  of  the  credit  for  the  successful  outcome  of  the  project, 
Avhich  should  have  been  consummated  years  ago,  belongs  to  the  present  Mayor  of 
Philadelphia,  the  Hon.  John  E.  Reyburn,  who  caused  the  appropriation  to  be  made 
for  this  purpose.  The  amount  to  be  expended  carries  with  it  a  modern  lighting  sys- 
tem for  the  liistoric  Independence  Hall  and  Independence  Square,  which  has  also 
been  entrusted  to  the  Chapter's  energetic  Committee. 

The  Committee  on  Public  Information  reported  that  the  Code  of  Competitions 
recently  issued  by  the  Institute  had  been  distributed  to  all  non-institute  members 
of  the  profession  in  the  Philadelphia  Chapter  territory. 

A  resolution  of  regret  and  condolence  was  .adopted  on  the  death  of  W.  Bleddyn 
Powell,  the  City  Architect  of  Philadelphia,  and  long  time  a  member  of  the  Institute. 

"Whereas,  the  Philadelphia  Chapter,  A.  I.  A.,  has  learned  with  deep  regret  of  the 
death  of  our  late  member,  Mr.  W.  Bleddyn  Powell,  who  was  associated  with  us  for 
many  years;  therefore,  be  it 

"Resolved,  That  we  place  upon  record  our  appreciation  of  his  strong  personality  and 
the  constant  support  he  gave  to  the  advancement  of  the  profession  of  architecture 
in  this  city  and  vicinity,  and  be  it  further 

"Resolved,  that  a  copy  of  these  minutes  be  sent  to  his  family,  to  the  Secretary  of 
the  Institute,  and  to  the  city  goveriament  of  whicli  he  was  an  officer." 

Some  of  the  members  wdio  had  appeared  at  the  Harrisburg  Capitol  trial  to  uphold 
the  significance  of  the  architect's  certificate  and  the  honor  of  the  profession  reported 
in  detail  regarding  same  and  all  regretted  the  necessity  of  the  occasion  which  required 
their  presence  for  such  a  purpose. 

The  Committee  on  McKim  Memorial  Fimd  reported  having  received  a  large  number 
of  subscriptions  toward  the  Chapter's  quoto. 

Prof.  Thomas  A.  Nolan  read  an  interesting  report  on  behalf  of  the  Chapter's 
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delegates  to  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  Association  of  Architects 
which  was  held  in  Pittsburgli. 

A  discussion  took  phice  on  proposed  changes  to  the  Building  Laws  and  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  State  Association,  who  was  present,  stated  that  the  whole  subject  was 
being  taken  up  for  the  State  by  a  committee  of  the  Association,  on  which  committee 
were  members  of  the  Philadelphia  Chapter. 

At  the  preceding  meeting  of  the  Chapter,  after  routine  l:)usines.^,  an  address  was 
given  by  Mr.  Alfred  Iloyt  Granger,  of  the  Illinois  Chapter,  who  took  for  his  subject 
"Modern  German  Architecture."  Lantern  slide  illustrations  were  used  and  the 
lecturer  was  most  heartily  thanked  for  his  views  on  so  timely  a  sul)ject,  and  his 
interesting  narration.

The  proposed  plaza,  designed  by  Haralson  Bleckley,  the  most  important 
civic  improvement  projected  in  Atlanta's  history,  backed  by  the  enthu- 
siastic support  of  the  city's  prominent  citizens,  now  awaits  its  fate  at 
the  hands  of  the  general  assembly  of  Georgia.  With  this  permission 
granted,  and  every  effort  is  being  made  to  obtain  same  at  the  present 
session  of  the  legislature,  the  success  of  the  plan  is  practically  assured.

Since  the  institution  of  the  Louisiana  Chapter  of  the  American  Institute  of  Archi- 
tects in  New  Orleans  there  has  been  a  great  improvement  in  the  general  tone  of  the 
profession.  The  architects  are  getting  together  better  than  ever  before,  and  while 
it  was  declared  impossible  to  institute  a  Chapter  in  New  Orleans  a  short  while  ago, 
and  men  had  to  be  sought  after  to  make  application  to  join  the  Institute,  the  change 
in  sentiment  has  been  such  that  those  who  had  to  be  sought  out  before  are  now 
making  application  for  membership. 

A  bill  has  just  been  passed  by  the  State  Legislature  to  regulate  the  practice  of 
architecture,  to  create  a  State  Board  of  Examiners,  and  to  prevent  the  practice  of 
the  profession  by  unauthorized  persons.

A  sentiment  favoring  the  establishment  of  a  board  of  architectural  examiners 
and  giving  it  powers  that  will  enable  the  board  to  place  the  profession  of  archi- 
tecture on  an  ethical  basiswas  developed  in  the  Senate  Committee  B  on  the  Judiciary- 
Thursday.  There  was  a  unanimous  agreement  that  Senator  Favrot's  bill  was  a 
good  one,  but,  owing  to  certain  broad  provisions  which  make  no  exem.ptions  to  fit 
the  exigencies  of  the  country',  the  bill  was  laid  over  for  reconstruction.  When 
presented  in  its  new  shape  it  will  probably  be  adopted  as  presented  and  will  be  put 
through  the  Senate. 

Col.  W.  L.  Stevens,  C.  K.  Favrot,  L.  A.  Livaudais,  ^^^  C.  Keenan  and  Allison  Owen 
came  up  from  Xew  Orleans  to  press  a  favorable  report  for  the  bill  in  committee 
Thursday.  They  were  all  heard  in  an  earnest  discussion  bj'  members  of  the  com- 
mittee, and  left  well  pleased  with  their  reception. 

It  is  intended  to  create  a  board,  consisting  of  five  qualified  architects  of  ten  years' 
practice,  the  board  to  have  the  power  to  examine  and  qualify  practicing  arcliitects 
and  to  issue  a  license  authorizing  those  w-ho  have  qualified  to  practice  in  the  State. 
The  board  will  be  sustained  by  a  $10  license  fee.  The  license  must  be  renewed 
everj'  year.  Old  arcliitects  now  practicing  in  the  State  will  not  be  included  by  the 
operation  of  the  law  except  as  to  a  compulsory  clause  which  requires  them  to  register 
and  to  take  out  a  license  to  practice. 

Inasmuch  as  there  are  many  instances,  both  in  the  city  and  in  the  countrj',  where 
a  man  plans  his  own  house,  or  where  he  simply  gets  the  carpenter  to  draw  the  plans, 
or  u.ses  some  old  plans,  it  was  considered  unwise  to  make  the  law  so  sweeping  as  to  be 
susceptible  to  a  construction  that  would  bring  such  cases  under  the  general  interpre- 
tation of  the  title  "architect."  This  might  easily  be  done,  it  was  argued,  for  the 
reason  that  there  is  no  definition  in  the  law  books  as  to  what  constitutes  an  architect 

Indiana  Chapter. 

The  Indiana  Chapter  held  its  regular  meeting  at  Indianapolis  on  June 
1 1 .  Most  of  the  time  was  devoted  to  a  discussion  of  the  present  housing 
law  as  applied  to  Indianapolis  and  Evansville,  and  the  advisability  of 
introducing  a  bill  at  the  next  session  of  the  Legislature  for  licensing 
architects.  It  was  decided  to  recommend  certain  changes  in  the  housing 
law  and  to  support  a  Hcense  law.  The  preparation  of  the  laws  was 
placed  in  the  hands  of  a  Committee  on  Legislation,  of  which  Mr.  Roland 
Adelsperger,  of  South  Bend,  is  Chairman. 

The  law  relating  to  mechanics  liens  was  also  under  discussion.

The  date  of  the  annual  meeting  has  been  changed  to  June  as  heretofore  noted, 
as  it  was  decided  that  it  afforded  the  Chapter  an  opportunity  to  wind  up  its  affairs 
and  the  newly  elected  officials  time  during  the  summer  vacation  to  think  over  the 
programme  for  the  coming  year. 

At  the  regular  meeting  held  Ma.y  9,  1910,  Dr.  Wm.  A.  Evans,  Health  Commissioner 
of  the  City  of  Chicago,  addressed  the  Chapter  on  the  Health  Conditions  of  the  City 
of  Chicago  Growing  out  of  the  Necessity  for  Better  Ventilation  of  Buildings,  which 
lecture  was  illustrated  with  diagrams. 

The  Executive  Committee  of  the  Chapter  has  made  an  effort  to  procure  better 
meeting  accommodations  in  the  Art  Institute.  The  President  has  interviewed  Mr. 
Charles  E.  Hutchinson,  President  of  the  Art  Institute,  and  he  has  promised  to  make 
a  new  arrangement  for  Club  Rooms  in  the  Art  Institute  the  coming  year.  It  has 
since  been  ascertained  that  the  plans  of  the  Art  Institute  for  the  new  Club  Room 
to  be  located  at  the  north  end  of  the  main  building  on  the  basement  floor  have  been 
perfected,  and  that  the  work  will  soon  be  undertaken  so  that  it  is  expected  that  the 
September  meeting  will  be  held  in  the  new  room. 

On  February  14, 1910,  the  Chapter  accepted  the  invitation  of  the  National  Federa- 
tion of  Arts  at  Washington  to  become  an  allied  Chapter  of  the  organization  and 
appointed  Mr.  Irving  K.  Pond,  President  of  the  A.  I.  A.,  as  its  delegate.  Mr.  Howard 
Shaw  was  later  substituted  for  Mr.  Pond  who  had  already  accepted  an  invitation  to 
read  a  paper  at  the  meeting  of  the  National  Fire  Protection  Association  in  Chicago 
on  the  same  date  as  the  annual  meeting  of  the  National  Federation  of  Arts  in  Wash- 
ington, May  17,  18  and  19,  1910. 

The  jury  to  award  the  annual  gold  medal  of  honor  to  the  architect  or  architects 
of  a  building  represented  at  the  annual  exhibition  of  the  Architectural  Club  by  an 
architect  having  office  in  Illinois,  the  building  also  having  been  erected  in  this  State 
within  the  last  five  years,  presented  its  report  at  the  meeting  held  May  9,  1910,  and 
recommended  that  the  medal  awarded  to  the  firm  of  Marshall  &  Fox,  both  members 
of  this  Chapter,  for  the  design  and  execution  of  the  Blackstone  Hotel  at  Chicago. 
The  award  was  approved  by  the  Chapter  at  that  meeting  and  the  medal  was  presented 
at  the  annual  meeting  June  14,  1910. 
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One  problem  the  Chapter  has  before  it  is  to  define  how  it  will  use  the  endowment  of 
a  scholarsliip  in  architecture,  the  funds  for  which  are  furnished  by  Mr.  Benjamin 
H.  Marshall  in  memory  of  his  father,  and  to  be  called  the  Caleb  Marshall  Scholarship. 

The  Illinois  Chapter  has  recently  sustained  a  great  loss  in  the  death 
of  one  of  its  oldest  and  most  valued  members,  Mr.  Samuel  Atwater  Treat, 
who  died  June  18,  1910.  Since  this  date  no  Chapter  meeting  has  been 
held,  but  a  memorial  to  Mr.  Treat  has  been  prepared  by  the  Secretary, 
Mr.  Peter  B.  Wright,  at  the  request  of  the  Executive  Committee,  which 
will  be  presented  at  the  September  meeting  of  the  Chapter.  This 
Memorial  is  given  in  part  under  the  heading  of  Obituaries. 

Michigan  Chapter. 

The  regular  monthly  meeting  was  held,  February  8,  1910,  at  Alt  Heidelberg  at 
6.30  P.  M.,  with  the  usual  dinner  preceding,  and  was  called  to  order  by  the  President. 
There  were  twelve  members  present. 

Professor  Percy  Ash,  of  Ann  Arbor,  was  the  guest  of  the  Chapter. 

The  minutes  of  the  annual  meeting  were  read  and  approved. 

The  Directors  reported  a  meeting  held  January  27,  1910,  and  a  resolution  adopted 
endorsing  the  Building  Code  as  prepared  by  the  Committee  on  Legislation,  with  the 
following  letter  sent  to  the  Building  Commission  of  Detroit:

Gentlemen:  The  Michigan  Chapter  of  the  American  Institute  of  Architects 
has  devoted  much  time  and  study  to  the  conditions  in  Detroit  with  relation  to  build- 
ing work,  and  the  subject,  through  a  standing  committee,  has  been  a  matter  of  very 
serious  labor,  extending  over  a  period  of  nine  or  ten  years,  which  has  culminated  in 
the  preparation  of  a  code  governing  building  construction. 

This  code  is  now  before  your  commission  and  has  the  indorsement  of  this  organiza- 
tion, and  it  is  with  the  sincere  belief  that  the  enactment  of  this  code  into  a  city 
ordnance  will  be  of  the  greatest  benefit  to  the  community,  that  the  Michigan  Chapter 
respectfully  requests  that  you  will  use  every  honorable  means  of  giving  the  Code 
the  force  of  law.

permanent  success  of  the  Academy. 

The  Institute  had  collected  for  this  purpose,  up  to  the  present  date,  thirteen 
thousand  four  hundred  dollars,  and  when  tliis  sum  had  been  increased  to  fifteen 
thousand  dollars  it  would  be  supplemented  by  five  thousand  dollars  to  be  given 
by  one  subscriber,  making  the  total  subscription  from  the  Institute  twenty  thousand 
dollars. 

On  motion,  duly  supported,  it  was  resolved  that  the  Michigan  Chapter,  in  expression 
of  sympathy  with  the  aims  of  the  Academy,  and  as  a  tribute  to  the  memory  of  a  great 
architect,  the  late  Charles  Follen  McKim,  a  subscription  of  two  hundred  dollars 
be  made,  and  that  the  Treasurer  be  directed  to  draw  his  warrant  for  this  amount. 

The  attention  of  the  meeting  was  called  by  Mr.  Baldwin  to  a  movement  to  establish 
a  School  of  Design  in  Detroit,  and  that  foundations  of  five  hundred  dollars  each  would 
be  solicited  to  assure  the  successful  establishment  of  the  school. 

On  motion,  duly  supported,  it  was  resolved  that  it  was  the  sense  of  this  meeting 
that  the  Michigan  Chapter  should  provide  one  of  the  foundations,  and  that  as  a 
practical  expression  of  sympathy  with  a  meritorious  project,  a  subscription  of  $500 
be  made,  and  the  question  be  referred  with  this  recommendation  to  a  future  meeting.

There  being  no  further  business  before  the  Chapter,  on  motion  made  and  seconded, 
the  meeting  adjourned  at  10.30  P.  M.

The  regular  quarterly  meeting  of  the  San  Francisco  Chapter  of  the  American 
Institute  of  Architects  was  held  at  Tait's  Cafe  on  Thursday  evening,  July  21,  1910. 
After  dinner,  the  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  Mr.  Mooser,  President. 

Messrs.  Hornbostel,  Jones  and  Hunter  were  pre.sent  as  guests  of  the  Chapter. 

Mr.  Louis  C.  Mullgardt,  Chairman  of  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws  Committee, 
reported  the  Committee  at  work  on  the  legal  phases  of  the  revised  Constitution  and 
By-Laws. 

Mr.  T.  J.  Welsh,  for  the  Committee  on  Publicity,  submitted  a  written  report, 
calling  the  Chapter's  attention  to  the  large  number  of  contracts  reported  with  no 
mention  of  architects.  He  stated  that  if  the  whole  or  a  part  of  this  work  was 
performed  by  regularly  certificated  architects,  it  would  be  a  great  benefit  to  the 
profession  and  also  to  the  public.  He  called  attention  to  the  poor  character  and  in 
many  cases  miserable  construction  of  the  buildings  designed  without  the  assistance 
of  an  architect,  and  mentioned  the  fact  that  whole  localities  had  been  ruined  bj^  this 
class  of  building  and  that  many  buildings  erected  within  tlie  lust  few  years  have 
already  fallen  into  decay  and  ruin,  owing  to  the  poor  design  and  construction  origi- 
nally employed.  He  further  stated  that  if  these  buildings  had  been  built  honestly 
and  in  an  artistic  manner,  they  would  have  assisted  in  beautifying  the  city  and  there 
would  have  been  no  cause  for  complaint  either  from  architects  or  owners. 

He  suggested  that  owners  and  real  estate  men  in  this  city  be  educated  to  these 
facts  and  further  referred  to  the  statistics  for  the  month  of  May,  which  were  compiled 
by  Mr.  Deane,  Secretary  of  the  State  Board  of  Architecture,  as  follows: 

Certificated  architects $1,379,553 .00 

Non-certificated  architects 766,982 .00 

No  architect 719,764.00 

Business  in  May,  1910 $2,866,299.00 

240  certificated  architects  practicing  in  San  Francisco. .  .      48  %  of  the  work. 

The  San  Francisco  Housing  Committee  delegates  reported  progress  and  e.xpect  to 
submit  a  full  report  in  the  near  future. 
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Under  the  head  of  unfinished  business,  the  President  called  attention  to  the  fact 
that  the  revision  of  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws  and  incorporation  of  the  Chapter 
were  under  consideration  and  that  it  would  be  wise  to  postpone  the  nomination  of 
officers  until  the  new  Constitution  had  been  put  into  shape. 

After  some  discussion,  it  was  duly  moved,  seconded  and  carried  that  a  committee 
of  five  be  appointed  to  submit  nominations  to  the  Chapter  at  the  next  meeting. 

Mr.  Henry  Hornbostel  of  the  firm  of  Palmer  &  Hornbostel,  the  successful  architects 
in  the  Oakland  City  Hall  competition,  was  introduced  by  Mr.  Mooser  and  addressed 
the  Chapter  at  some  length.  Mr.  Hornbostel  stated  he  was  pleased  at  the  reception 
and  good  will  shown  and  was  glad  to  see  that  the  architects  of  San  Francisco  are 
sports.  He  said  it  was  hard  to  be  a  sport  when  things  are  against  you.  To  either 
win  or  lose  in  a  competition  is  a  struggle  and  it  was  delightful  to  receive  congratula- 
tions, and  the  spirit  shown  does  not  exist  in  all  cities.  Mr.  Hornbostel's  experience 
was  that  this  was  true  only  of  New  York  and  San  Francisco. 

To  Mr.  Hornbostel's  mind,  the  history  of  competitions  shows  two  things.  The 
average  architect  was  onty  able  to  do  one  thing  at  a  time  and  it  was  given  to  but  few 
people  to  be  able  to  do  two  things  at  a  time  and  do  them  successfully.  One  man 
is  able  to  obtain  work  through  his  friends,  relatives,  influence  and  social  connections, 
which  method  would  be  classed  as  a  matter  of  personality.  The  other  method  does 
not  depend  upon  personality;  it  depends  entirely  upon  ability  and  study.  Speaking 
from  personal  experience,  Mr.  Hornbostel  stated  that  in  his  entire  practice  he  had 
had  five  l)uildings  through  friends — all  other  work  had  been  through  competition. 

He  explained  his  success  in  competitions  by  stating  that  he  had  spent  five  years 
at  college,  four  years  abroad  and  twelve  years  in  practice,  during  which  time  he  had 
been  a  teacher  continuously,  part  of  the  time  at  Columbia  and  part  of  the  time  at 
Pittsburgh,  conducting  an  ateher  and  had  a  great  number  of  students  pass  through 
his  hands  during  that  time.  In  fact,  in  the  recent  Oakland  competition,  five  of  the 
competitors  were  former  students  of  his.  During  all  this  time  he  had  specialized 
on  competitions  and  therefore  he  ought  to  have  stood  a  good  show.  The  greatest 
benefit  an  architect  can  obtain  from  teaching  is  absorbing  the  ideas  developed  in 
the  atelier.  The  students  do  many  foolish  things  and  many  things  equally  good, 
under  proper  direction.  The  teacher  is  bound  to  absorb  some  of  the  spirit  from 
the  young  men;  and  if  for  no  other  reason,  it  pays  to  teach. 

In  a  competition  ordinarily  many  solutions  which  are  submitted  are  well  done. 
Mr.  Hornbostel's  idea  was  to  submit  a  solution  wliich  would  either  be  successful  from 
its  newness  and  compel  attention  or  else  be  immediately  discarded.  With  tliis  sort  of 
practice,  a  man  does  not  need  social  life;  he  can  give  his  whole  time  to  study.  Natu- 
rally as  many  competitions  are  lost  as  won  under  these  conditions. 

Mr.  Hornbostel  recently  visited.  Yucatan  with  Mr.  Lloyd  Warren  and  advised  as 
many  of  his  hearers  as  possible  to  visit  this  very  interesting  region  of  antiquities, 
many  of  which  far  surpassed  the  antiquities  of  Egypt  in  interest  and  execution. 

Mr.  Hornbostel  was  listened  to  with  great  interest  and  at  the  conclusion  of  his 
remarks  was  given  a  vote  of  thanks. 
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Mr.  S.  W.  Jones  was  albO  called  upon  and  responded  with  a  few  brief  remarka. 

Mr.  Willis  Polk  gave  i  humorous  address  touching  on  some  of  the  points  mentioned 
by  Mr.  Hornbostel,  and  suggested  that  the  next  time  a  public  competition  was  held 
on  the  Pacific  Coast,  Mr.  Hornbostel  visit  Yucatan  and  remain  there. 

The  following  resolution  was  introduced  by  Mr.  Curlett,  duly  seconded  and  carried: 

"Whereas,  the  American  Institute  of  Architects,  having  for  years  endeavored  to 
secure  the  endorsement  of  a  high  standard  governing  the  conduct  of  competitions 
for  public  and  other  buildings  in  general,  and 

"Whereas,  the  Oakland  City  Hall  competition  having  been  conducted  along  the 
lines  advocated  and  endorsed  by  the  American  Institute  of  Architects  and  the 
Oakland  Board  of  Public  Works  being  the  first  in  this  State  to  initiate  the 
programme  as  adopted  by  the  Institute,  be  it 

"Resolved,  that  the  approval  and  congratulations  of  the  San  Francisco  Chapter  of 
the  American  Institute  of  Architects  be  extended  to  the  Honorable  Mayor  and  Board 
of  Public  Works  of  the  City  of  Oakland,  California,  for  the  highly  creditable  and 
commendable  manner  in  wliich  the  competition  was  conducted." 

There  being  no  further  business  i:)efore  the  meeting,  on  motion  duly  made  and 
carried    the  meeting  adjourned  at  10.30  o'clock.

From  the  San  Francisco  Chapter,  extending  a  vote  of  thanks  to  the  Southern 
California  Chapter  for  entertainment  to  its  members  while  in  Los  Angeles  during 
the  week  beginning  April  11.  From  the  American  Federation  of  Arts,  inviting  a 
delegation  from  this  Chapter  to  its  annual  convention  to  be  held  in  Washington, 
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D.  C,  in  May,  1910.  Upon  motion  made  by  Mr.  John  P.  Krempel,  seconded  by 
Mr.  J.  J.  Backvis  and  duly  carried,  these  communication  were  ordered  filed.  From 
Mr.  Glenn  Brown,  Secretary  of  the  American  Institute  of  Architects,  requesting  this 
Chapter  to  consider  forwarding  a  contribution  toward  the  McKim  Memorial  in  the 
American  Academy  in  Rome. 

lender  the  head  of  Membership  the  Secretary  then  announced  the  names  of  the 
following  elected  to  regular  membership  in  the  Chapter:  Mr.  Henry  Lord  Gay  and 
Irving  J.  Gill,  both  of  San  Diego,  California. 

ITnder  the  head  of  Unfinished  Business  the  President  thereupon  called  for  balloting 
on  amendment  to  Section  1,  Article  5,  of  the  Chapter's  By-Laws,  which  resulted  in  the 
amendment  being  carried  by  a  vote  of  17  to  8.

Discussion  followed  on  construction  principles  involving  "Clinton  Mesh"  in  rein- 
forced concrete,  participated  in  by  the  Chairman,  Mr.  J.  J.  Backus  and  others.  This 
was  followed  by  general  discussion  concerning  legislative  measures.  Mr.  John  P. 
Krempel  suggested  that  the  Building  Department  of  Los  Angeles  notify  architects 
in  the  future  at  once  of  any  changes  in  local  building  ordinances. 

The  President  thereupon  spoke  about  the  forthcoming  excursion  to  the  Riverside 
Cement  Company's  plant  and  exhorted  all  Chapter  members  present  to  participate.

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On  behalf  of  the  local  Committee  on  Competitions,  A.  I.  A.,  the  Secretarj'  reported 
that  a  circular  letter  had  been  forwarded  to  the  Institute  members  concerning  a 
competition  for  a  library  for  the  Ohio  State  University  at  Columbus,  Ohio,  and 
that  copies  of  the  same  circular  would  be  forwarded  shortly  to  all  the  non-institute 
members. 

A  communication  was  next  road  from  Mr.  Glenn  Brown,  Secretary  of  the  American 
Institute  of  Architects,  giving;  definite  information  regarding  subscriptions  to  the 
McKim  Memorial  in  the  American  Academy  in  Rome.  Mr.  Lyman  Farwell,  seconded 
by  Mr.  A.  F.  Rosenlieim,  moved  to  raise  an  individual  subscription  for  same  from 
the  Chapter  members.  Mr.  John  C.  Austin  suggested  to  have  the  Chapter  subscribe  a 
certain  amount,  as  an  amendment  to  the  motion.

Since  the  previous  report  meetingshavebeenheldon  April6,May4,  May  12,  Junel, 
June  13,  and  July  22,  those  of  April  6,  May  4,  and  June  1  being  regular,  and  the 
others  special  meetings. 

At  the  meeting  of  April  6  was  discussed  the  Code  of  Competitions  as  submitted 
by  the  Institute  and  its  provisions  were  unanimously  supported. 

The  meeting  of  May  4  was  held  in  Tacoma  and  consisted  of  a  dinner  followed  by  an 
illustrated  talk  on  City  Planning  by  the  Secretary. 

At  the  next  meeting  the  following  men  were  elected  to  membership  in  the  Chapter: 
Mr.  Francis  B.  Byrne,  Seattle,  and  Mr.  Myron  P.  Potter,  Mr.  Earl  N.  Dugan,  and 
George  Gove,  of  Tacoma.

At  the  June  regular  meeting  the  Chapter  voted  $100  toward  the  McKim  Memorial 
Fund.  At  that  meeting,  also,  the  Chapter  regretfully  accepted  the  resignation  of 
Mr.  C.  R.  Aldrich,  who  has  discontinued  active  practice  and  has  engaged  in  contract- 
ing enterprises. 

On  June  13  the  Chapter  met,  at  luncheon,  Mr.  E.  H.  Bennett,  of  Chicago,  who  is 
now  engaged  upon  a  city  plan  for  the  city  of  Portland  and  for  Minneapolis.  He 
spoke  interestingly  in  regard  to  the  subject  of  city  planning  and  the  occasion  was  most 
enjoyable. 

During  the  quarter  the  Secretary  has  received  appointment  to  the  Municipal 
Plans  Commission,  following  nomination  by  the  Chapter,  and  a  special  meeting  of 
the  Chapter  was  held  July  22  to  discuss  means  of  furthering  the  cause  of  the  city  plan 
of  Seattle  and  aiding  the  Chapter's  appointee  in  such  ways  as  may  be  possible.

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OBITUARIES. 
William  Bleddyn  Powell,  F.  A.  I.  A. 

Mr.  Powell  was  born  in  Philadelphia  1854  and  died  April  20,  1910. 
He  had  no  technical  education  and  his  first  employment  in  an  architect's 
office  was  with  Mr.  Louis  Reddman,  after  which  he  was  in  the  office  of 
the  Engineer  of  Bridges  and  Buildings  of  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad. 
In  1872  he  was  appointed  assistant  to  John  Mc Arthur,  then  City  Archi- 
tect. In  1878  he  resigned  his  position  with  Mr.  McArthur  to  take  a  posi- 
tion with  Coleman  &  Brother  at  Lebanon,  Penn.  Returning  from  Leba- 
non, he  went  again  into  the  employ  of  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  until 
1889  when  he  was  elected  architect  of  the  Public  Buildings  Commission 
and  served  in  that  capacity  until  the  Commission  was  aboUshed  and  the 
architectural  force  transferred  to  the  Bureau  of  City  Property. 

During  the  course  of  his  service  with  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad,  he 
designed  many  of  the  stations  along  its  lines.  Among  the  more  important 
buildings  erected  under  his  supervision  were  the  Union  Stations  at 
Baltimore  and  Richmond,  Va.,  and  the  terminal  improvments  to  the 
Pennsylvania  Railroad  at  Jersey  City. 

In  his  private  work  he  designed  the  residence  of  Mr.  Elkins  at  Broad 
Street  and  Girard  Avenue  and  later  the  Hotel  Majestic,  and  a  gi-eat 
many  of  the  City  Pohce  and  Fire  Stations  were  designed  by  him,  as  was 
also  the  new  pumping  station  at  6th  Street  and  Lehigh  Avenue. 

Mr.  Powell  was  descended  from  an  old  Philadelphia  family,  his  great- 
grandfather serving  in  the  Revolutionary  War  and  his  grandfather 
being  one  of  the  first  councilmen  in  Philadelphia. 

Mr.  Powell  was  a  member  of  the  Society  of  Cincinnati,  the  Sons  of  the 
American  Revolution,  Society  of  Colonial  Wars,  Society  of  W^ar  of  1812. 
Military  Order  of  Foreign  Wars,  Union  League,  American  Institute  of 
Architects,  Pennsylvania  Historical  Society  and  the  Genealogical  Society. 

Mr.  Powell  was  elected  a  Fellow  of  the  American  Institute  of  Archi- 
tects in  1887. 
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Under  Chapter  Notes,  Philadelphia  Chapter,  will  be  found  the  res- 
olutions passed  by  the  Chapter  on  the  death  of  Mr.  Powell. 

Samuel  Atwater  Treat,  F.  A.  I.  A. 

Mr.  Treat  was  a  native  of  New  Haven,  where  he  was  born  on  the  29th 
of  December,  1839.  There  he  graduated  in  1856  from  the  "Collegiate 
and  Commercial  Institute,"  famiharly  called  William  Russell's  Military 
Academy.  This  was  a  famous  school  at  the  time  and  prepared  many 
students  to  enter  Yale  and  other  colleges.  Immediately  after  his  grad- 
uation he  entered  the  architectural  office  of  Sidney  M.  Stone,  also  at 
New  Haven,  and  remained  there  until  1861,  on  the  breaking  out  of  the 
Civil  War. 

He  enhsted  early  in  the  15th  Connecticut  Volunteer  Infantry.  While 
in  the  field  he  was  detailed  for  special  duty  in  the  office  of  Capt.  J.  A. 
Judson,  Assistant  Adjutant-General  of  the  District  of  Beaufort,  N.  C, 
and  remained  in  the  service  until  the  close  of  the  war.  He  then  returned 
to  the  office  of  Mr.  Stone  at  New  Haven,  but  soon  afterwards  moved  to 
Chicago,  where  he  was  employed  as  first  assistant  in  the  office  of  C.  E. 
Randall,  where  he  met  Mr.  Poltz  who  was  also  in  the  employ  of  Mr. 
Randall,  and  afterwards  Avent  into  practice  on  his  own  account. 

In  1869  he  was  married  to  Miss  Estelle  Burlingams  of  Chicago  who 
survives  him. 

He  was  in  Chicago  during  the  great  conflagration  of  1871,  and  in  the  fol- 
lowing year  formed  a  partnership  with  Mr.  Fritz  Foltz,  above  referred  to. 

This  partnership  was  continued  until  1897  after  which  time  he  took 
a  suite  of  offices  in  the  Fisher  Building  which  had  just  been  completed, 
and  was  always  to  be  found  at  the  same  place  until  his  death, which 
occurred  on  the  18th  of  June  of  the  present  year.  He  died  at  Battle 
Creek,  Michigan,  and  was  interred  at  Springfield,  Ohio,  where  Mrs. 
Treat's  relatives  reside,  and  it  is  understood  that  he  will  be  finally  buried 
in  one  of  the  cemeteries  of  Chicago. 

Mr.  Treat  was  one  of  the  oldest  members  of  the  Illinois  Chapter,  A.  I.  A., 
having  been  elected  an  Associate  member  of  the  Institute  in  1873  and  of 
the  Chapter  when  it  was  called  the  Chicago  Chapter.     He  was  elected 
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as  a  Fellow  of  the  Institute  when  it  was  reorganized  and  consolidated 
with  the  Western  Association  in  1889.  He  held  many  offices  in  the 
Institute  and  Chapter.  He  was  twice  elected  President  of  the  Illinois 
Chapter,  and  twice  as  President  of  Chicago  Architects'  Business  Associa- 
tion. For  nine  years  he  was  Treasurer  of  the  American  Institute  of 
Architects,  and  at  the  time  of  his  death  was  treasurer  of  the  Chicago 
Architects'  Business  Association. 

He  was  for  many  years  a  Trustee  or  Director  of  all  of  these  organi- 
zations. He  was  one  of  the  oldest  members  of  the  Union  League  Club 
and  also  a  member  of  the  Cliff  Dwellers.  He  was  an  amateur  musi- 
cian of  note. 

In  referring  to  Mr.  Treat's  executive  works  it  must  be  born  in  mind 
that  for  the  first  twenty-five  years  of  his  practice  he  was  associated 
with  Fritz  Foltz  under  the  firm  name  of  Treat  &  Foltz,  Mr.  Treat  being 
the  older  of  the  two.  This  was  one  of  those  felicitous  partnerships 
of  architects  whose  experience  was  marked  by  a  harmony  of  action 
and  coordination  of  efTort  which  could  not  fail  to  produce  successful 
results.  Mr.  Treat's  incUnation  was  toward  the  practical  side  of  the 
work  and  Mr.  Foltz's  to  the  artistic,  and  the  work  of  their  quarter  century 
of  association  shows  good  results  in  both  fields.  They  were  equally 
at  home  in  handling  the  problems  of  a  huge  factory  or  an  elaborate 
dwelling.  During  this  period  they  carried  to  completion  St  Luke's 
Hospital  with  its  various  extensions  on  the  Indiana  Avenue  side,  the 
great  machine  works  of  Frazer  &  Chalmers,  a  fireproof  warehouse  for 
the  L.  S.  &  M.  S.  Railroad  Company,  the  Wollensack  Fireproof  Ware- 
house, the  Arizona  Apartments  on  Lake  Avenue,  the  Tudor  Apartments 
on  Ellis  Avenue,  the  Martin  A.  Ryerson  residence  on  Drexel  Boulevard, 
the  C.  B.  Farwell  residence  on  the  Lake  Shore  Drive,  C.  B.  Libby's  resi- 
dence on  Michigan  Boulevard,  Anthony  Schmidt's  residence  on  Drexel 
Boulevard  and  George  Armour's  residence  on  Prairie  Avenue.  The 
last  work  undertaken  by  the  firm  was  the  Clinton  Street  plant  of  the 
Western  Electric  Company,  covering  several  blocks,  which  was  mainly 
the  work  of  Mr.  Treat. 

It  was  after  the  dissolution  of  the  firm  that  Western  Electric  Company 
decided  to  erect  an  entirely  new  plant  at  Hawthorne,  a  western  suburb 
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of  Chicago.  It  engaged  Mr.  Treat  for  this  work  and  he  carried  it  on  to 
completion  through  many  years  of  arduous  labor.  It  is  one  of  the  largest 
manufacturing  plants  in  the  world,  comprising  many  buildings.  This  was 
the  principal  work  of  his  life  and  he  saw  it  completed,  though  since  his 
connection  with  the  company  several  other  buildings  have  been  added. 

At  the  time  of  his  death  he  had  only  one  building  in  course  of  erection, 
for  the  Crane  Company. 

Mr.  Treat  had  been  ill  since  January,  1910,  and  yet  his  death  from 
heart  failure  was  very  sudden.  The  last  two  months  he  had  been  at 
a  Sanitarium  at  Battle  Creek,  Michigan,  where  he  died. 

I  will  not  venture  to  offer  any  individual  tribute  to  his  memory.  There 
were  those  who  knew  him  better  though  they  did  not  know  him  so  long — 
my  acquaintance  dated  from  1866 — and  whose  words  will  have  greater 
weight  than  mine.  When  I  asked  Mr.  Fritz  Foltz  what  he  had  to  say 
of  his  old  partner  he  said,  "I  considered  him  a  fast  friend  and  a  first 
class  fellow.  He  was  a  man  worth  knowing,  capable  and  honest  through 
and  through." 

I  will  only  add  the  following  from  an  editorial  in  the  Construction  News 
for  June  25,  1910,  by  Henry  W.  Culbertson:  "He  had  gone  his  three 
score  and  ten,  but  he  was  youthful  and  buoyant  in  spirit,  with  a  manner 
that  endeared  him  to  all  with  whom  he  came  in  contact.  Mr.  Treat 
possessed  to  a  remarkable  degree  a  rare  combination  in  these  days — 
that  of  an  architect  and  business  man — and  his  practical  knowledge 
of  affairs,  coupled  with  his  architectural  education  and  a  cheerful, 
businesslike  and  helpful  nature,  were  undoubtedly  the  features  of  his 
composition  which  appealed  strongly  to  his  clients.  *  *  *  While 
Mr.  Treat  was  a  practical  and  serious  man  he  seemed  to  get  more  pleasure 
and  joy  out  of  life  than  most  men  who  have  been  successful.  At  times 
he  was  extremely  busy  with  his  profession,  then  again  he  would  pick  up 
and  go  to  some  remote  watering  place  for  a  month  or  two,  or  abroad 
for  three  or  four  months,  and  at  the  same  time  he  never  seemed  to  miss 
anything." 

If  he  did  not  miss  any  of  the  opportunities  that  are  waiting  for  the 
faithful  and  exemplary  practitioner,  we,  who  have  stood  by  him  in  his 
efforts  to  uphold  the  honor  and  dignity  of  his  profession,  now  and  for 
years  to  come  will  certainly  miss  his  cheerful  countenance  at  our  meetings 
and  his  helpful  counsel  in  all  our  undertakings.

The  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Directors  was  held  October  21,  1910,  at 
the  Century  Club,  New  York,  and  those  present  were  I.  K.  Pond,  Presi- 
dent; Glenn  Brown,  Secretary.  Walter  Cook,  R.  Clipston  Sturgis,  F.  M. 
Day,  George  Cary,  F.  C.  Baldwin,  Edgar  \.  Seeler,  Cass  Gilbert,  John 
M.  Carrere  and  Breck  Trowbridge. 

The  minutes  of  the  last  meeting  were  read,  corrected  and  approved. 
The  President  reported  the  arrangement  with  the  railways  and  transpor- 
tation to  San  Francisco  as  outlined  in  pamphlets  and  stated  that  a 
supplementary  circular  will  be  sent  out  by  the  Secretary. 

The  President  also  made  a  statement  in  reference  to  the  offer  of  iMr. 
Charles  L.  Hutchinson,  President  of  the  American  Federation  of  Arts,  in 
reference  to  raising  money  to  build  a  meeting  hall  in  connection  with 
the  Octagon;  he  also  called  attention  to  the  interest  the  Archaeological 
Institute  of  America  has  shown  in  joining  in  this  movement  of  improving 
the  rear  property  of  the  Octagon,  by  the  colonnade  and  meeting  hall, 
by  which  it  is  proposed  to  surround  the  garden. 

The  Secretary  reported  the  ballots  for  membership,  followed  by  a  list 
of  members  elected. 

The  House  Committee  report  on  repairing  the  rear  area,  the  guttering 
and  on  the  painting  of  the  exterior  woodwork  and  iron-work  of  the 
Octagon,  was  approved  and  filed.  The  Secretary  was  given  the  power 
to  use  the  balance  of  the  Octagon  Fund  to  meet  the  expenses  of  the 
Octagon  repairs  as  far  as  this  fund  would  go. 

The  following  reports  were  read:  The  report  of  the  Board  of  Examiners, 
the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Practice.  In  the  absence  of  the  Chair- 
man, Mr.  Day  made  a  verbal  report  of  progress  on  behalf  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Contracts  and  Specifications.  Mr.  Day  read  the  report  of 
the  standing  Committee  on  Competitions,  stating  that  many  Chapters 
had  a  different  conception  of  their  territory  from  that  held  by  the  Board. 

The  Secretary  was  requested  to  report  a  list  of  the  Chapters  showing 
the  territory  within  their  jurisdiction  for  the  next  meeting  of  the  Board. 
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It  was  resolved  that  the  Committee  on  Practice,  before  handing  findings 
to  the  Judiciary  Committee,  should  confer  with  the  Institute  Counsel 
and  make  arrangements  with  him,  when  necessary,  to  obtain  and  present 
the  evidence. 

It  was  also  resolved  that  the  Committee  on  Practice  and  Committee 
on  Competitions  be  referred  to  a  joint  committee  of  the  two  to  report 
to  the  next  meeting  of  the  Board. 

Mr.  Sturgis  made  a  verbal  report  on  the  Committee  of  Reorganization 
of  Office  Methods  and  Institute  Publications,  and  submitted  the  pro- 
posed amendments  to  the  Constitution.  These  amendments  as  revised 
by  the  Board  have  been  sent  to  each  member  of  the  Institute. 

Mr.  Gilbert  read  a  communication  from  a  real  estate  agent  suggesting 
that  the  Institute  acquire  certain  property  on  Eighteenth  Street  adjoin- 
ing the  present  property  of  the  Institute.  The  Secretary  was  instructed 
to  ascertain  the  best  terms  and  to  obtain  an  option,  provided  the  cost 
does  not  exceed  $8,650.00,  running  until  February  1,  or  February  15, 
1911,  if  possible. 

The  President  stated  that  the  Archaeological  Institute  of  America 
desires  to  have  its  headquarters  in  the  Octagon,  stating  that  they  were 
interested  in  raising  a  sum  of  money  for  the  proposed  new  building  in 
the  rear  of  the  Octagon.  It  was  voted  that  the  Institute  should  not 
take  action  with  any  society  to  create  a  lien  upon  the  Octagon  property, 
and  that  a  committee  of  three  be  appointed  of  which  the  President 
should  be  one.     It  was  carried. 

Then  the  question  of  the  proposed  amendments  to  the  By-Laws  and 
the  status  of  the  Associate,  Honorary  and  Corresponding  Members  were 
discussed.  These  amendments  will  be  acted  on  at  the  next  Convention. 
A  copy  of  each  has  been  forwarded,  by  the  Secretary,  to  each  member 
of  the  Institute. 
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CIRCULAR  ISSUED   BY  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  COMMEMORA- 
TIVE FESTIVITIES  OF  1911  IN  ROME. 

International  Art  Exhibition:  Architecture, 
special  regulations. 

Article  1.  The  International  Exhibition  of  Fine  Arts  in  Rome  will 
include  an  International  Exhibition  of  Architecture  which  will  open  in 
March.  1911,  and  close  on  the  31st  of  October,  1911. 

Art.  2.  The  International  Exhibition  of  Architecture  is  promoted 
and  managed  by  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Commemorative 
festivities  in  1911,  named  by  the  Syndic  of  Rome.  It  will  be  carried  out 
and  superintended  by  the  Fine  Arts  Section  of  the  Committee. 

Art  3.  The  Exhibition  of  Architecture  will  be  placed  in  the  Inter- 
national Rooms.  Foreign  nations  having  a  pavilion  of  their  own  for 
the  Exhibition  of  Fine  Arts  may,  if  they  wish  and  with  the  consent  of 
the  Committee,  arrange  their  Architectural  Exhibition  in  their  own 
pavilion. 

Art.  4.     In  the  Architectural  Exhibition  will  be  admitted : 

(o)  Reproductions  of  buildings  and  of  architectural  decorations 
executed  during  the  period  1901-1911,  or  actually  in  course  of  con- 
struction, representing  the  most  prominent  and  characteristic  executed 
structures  by  single  states  or  countries. 

(6)  Models  of  monuments  and  plans  and  drafts  of  restorations,  if 
carried  out  with  historic  or  artistic  intent. 

(c)  Architectural  and  decorative  studies  and  sketches,  only  if  pre- 
senting an  exceptional  interest  for  originality  of  invention  or  superiority 
of  execution. 

The  architectural  work  shall  generally  have  to  be  expressed  in  its 
inward  as  well  as  in  its  outward  appearance,  and  this  by  means  of 
perspective  plans  and  drawings  so  that  people  not  acquainted  with 
architectural  studies  and  conven,tions  may  understand  them. 

Orthogonal  projections  of  front  and  sectional  views  shall  therefore 
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be  admitted  only  when  appearing  absolutely  necessary  for  the  com- 
prehension of  the  subject,  and  plans,  in  a  very  reduced  scale,  shall  have 
to  be  marked  on  the  margins  of  the  general  plans. 

Photographs  will  not  be  admitted  except  of  a  large  size  and  as  a 
complement  of  the  graphical  reproduction  exhibited. 

Models  in  relief,  reproducing  the  architectural  work  as  a  whole  or 
as  a  building  or  decorative  features  and  details,  will  be  admitted. 

Samples  of  building  materials  having  been  used  in  the  work,  or  of 
products  of  arts  subsidiary  to  architecture,  will  be  admitted  so  far  as 
they  may  contribute  to  complete  the  work  exhibited. 

Art.  5.  Municipalities  and  other  Italian  or  foreign  associations  having 
had  arrangements  of  old  or  new  ciuarters  carried  out  or  studied,  are 
requested  to  give  notice  to  the  Fine  Arts  Section  of  all  models  and 
graphical  reproductions  they  wish  to  exhibit,  in  order  that  the  Section 
may  ask  them  to  send  such  models  and  reproductions  as  may  answer 
the  purposes  of  the  show. 

Italian  provinces  and  communes  are  requested  to  give  notice  of  all 
public  works  that  have  been  carried  out  during  the  last  fifty  years  and 
to  exhibit  them  by  means  of  monographs,  albums,  catalogues,  plastic 
and  graphic  reproductions,  artistically  performed,  and  so  as  to  allow 
the  visitors  to  the  Exhibition  to  appreciate  the  most  important  works. 

Art.  6.  The  Executive  Committee  will  awai'd  gold  and  silver  medals 
to  the  best  and  most  important  works  exhibited  in  the  Architectural 
Exhibitiontby  governments,  muncipalities,  artistic  associations  and 
private  exhibitors. 

Art.  7.  An  international  jury  will  award  these  prizes  according  to 
special  rules  which  will  be  established. 

Art.  8.  A  commission  of  five  members,  two  of  them  to  be  named  by 
the  artists  who  wish  to  exhibit  and  three  by  the  Presidency  of  the 
Committee,  will  select  the  works  sent  to  Rome  for  the  Exhibition. 

Art.  9.  The  verdict  of  the  Jury  is  unappealable. 

Art.  10.  All  works  selected  by  the  foreign  General-Commissioners 
and  all  works  by  foreign  or  Italian  artists  having  been  invited  will  be 
free  of  all  charges  for  transport  from  the  place  of  departure  and  back, 
unpacking  and  repacking  included. 

Building  and  decorative  materials  shall  only  have  right  to  a  reduction 
of  fifty  per  cent,  on  transport  fares. 
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All  works  sent  to  the  Exhibition  by  foreign  or  Italian  artists  who  have 
not  been  invited  shall  only  have  right  to  a  reduction  of  fifty  per  cent, 
on  Italian  railway  transport  fares  and,  if  admitted,  shall  also  be  free 
of  charges  for  unpacking  and  repacking. 

Art.  11.  One  or  more  commissions,  named  upon  proposal  of  the  Fine 
Arts  Section,  will  be  charged  by  the  Presidency  of  the  Committee  of 
placing  the  works. 

Art.  12.  Notice  of  the  works  shall  have  to  be  sent  to  the  Fine  Arts 
Section  not  before  November  1  nor  after  November  30,  1910,  in  dupli- 
cate on  the  special  schedules  distributed  for  this  purpose  by  the  Secretary 
of  the  Section. 

Eventual  changes  in  the  schedule  shall  have  to  be  approved  by  the 
Fine  Arts  Section. 

The  transmission  of  the  notice  schedule  duly  undersigned,  involves 
an  explicit  and  full  adhesion  to  these  regulations. 

Art.  13.  The  Committee  will  not  agree  to  be  held  responsible  for 
accidents  damaging  the  works  during  their  transport,  or  while  within 
the  premises  of  the  Exhibition,  or  while  submitted  to  custom  house 
operations,  nor  in  cases  of  force  majeure. 

Art.  14.  All  works  for  the  International  Exhibition  of  Architecture 
will  have  to  be  sent  in  strong  wooden  cases  closed  with  screws. 

Pastels,  water-color  paintings  and  drawings  shall  have  to  be  put  into 
frames  and  to  be  protected  by  glass. 

Art.  15.  Works  of  foreign  and  Italian  artists  will  have  to  reach  Rome 
not  earlier  than  January  1  nor  later  than  January  31,  1911. 

No  further  delay  will  be  admitted  for  the  delivery  of  works. 

An  illustrated  catalogue  reproducing  the  works  designated  by  the  Fine 
Arts  Section  will  be  published. 

Authors  and  owners  not  wishing  their  works  to  be  reproduced  in  the 
catalogue  will  have  to  declare  so  expressly  in  the  notice  schedule. 

According  to  the  Copyright  Act  of  September  18,  1882,  No.  1012,  and 
to  the  judgments  of  the  Court  of  Appeal  (Venice,  December  15,  1897) 
and  of  the  Court  of  Cassation  (Rome,  March  22,  1898),  reproductions 
or  counterfeits  of  the  catalogue  are  strictly  prohibited. 

Art.  16.  No  other  reproduction  of  exhibited  works,  excepting  the 
above  mentioned  graphical  reproductions  in  the  illustrated  catalogue, 
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will  be  permitted,  if  not  previously  authorized  by  their  exhibitors. 
A  written  authorization  will  always  be  required.  All  exhibitors  have 
the  right  of  having  the  works  exhibited  by  them  reproduced. 

The  Presidency  of  the  Committee  reserves  unto  itself  the  right  to  have 
the  graphical  reproductions  which  have  been  duly  authorized  by  the 
exhibitors  executed  within  the  Palace  of  the  Exhibition  and  within  the 
special  pavilions. 

Art.  17.  All  exhibitors  shall  receive  a  personal  pass  entitling  them  to 
permanent  free  entrance  in  the  International  Exhibition  of  Architecture 
and  to  a  reduction  on  Italian  railway  fares. 

Art.  18.  Should  the  closing  of  the  Exhibition  be  postponed,  all  rules 
established  by  these  regulations  will  continue  to  have  power  during 
the  whole  period  of  prorogation,  however  long  it  may  be.  No  one, 
either  authors  or  owners,  will  be  allowed  to  withdraw  any  of  the  works 
exhibited,  during  the  Exhibition. 

Art.  19.  The  Presidency  of  the  Committee  reserves  unto  itself  the 
right  not  to  exhibit  works  although  accepted  by  the  jury. 

Art.  20.  Notice  of  the  rules  concerning  the  election  of  the  jury  will 
be  given  to  the  exhibitors  one  month  before  each  election. 

Art.  21.  All  communications  concerning  the  International  Exhibition 
of  Architecture  should  be  addressed:  Presidenza  del  Comitato  Esecutivo 
per  le  Feste  Commemorative  del  1911 — Sezione  Belle  Arti — at  Rome. 
Enrico  di  San  Martino,  President  of  the  Committee.

The  following  account  of  the  presentation  to  the  Board  of  Directors 
of  Swan  Point  Cemetery  of  the  Memorial  to  Mr.  Alfred  Stone,  who  died 
September  4,  1908,  is  taken  from  a  recent  issue  of  the  Providence 
Journal. 

The  memorial  to  Mr.  Stone,  who  was  for  years  one  of  the  leaders  of  the  local 
Chapter  and  a  member  of  the  firm  of  Stone,  Carpenter  &  Willson,  is  a  stone  seat, 
marked  with  a  bronze  tablet,  which  has  been  erected  at  Swan  Point  Cemetery. 

The  Rhode  Island  Chapter  some  time  ago  appointed  Norman  M.  Isham,  Prescott 
O.  Clarke  and  E.  B.  Homer  as  a  committee  to  provide,  on  behalf  of  the  Chapter, 
a  memorial  to  Mr.  Stone. 

It  was  the  original  intention  to  arrange  for  a  memorial  meeting,  but  the  Com- 
mittee, as  it  considered  the  matter,  felt  that  mere  words  would  be  of  no  great  worth, 
and  turned  toward  some  permanent  expression  in  bronze  or  other  enduring  material. 

It  was  finallj'  determined  to  build  a  stone  .seat  and  to  mark  it  with  a  bronze  tablet. 
The  grounds  of  Swan  Point  Cemetery,  with  wiiich  Mr.  Stone,  as  President  of  the 
Board  of  Directors,  had  been  closely  identified,  were,  with  the  cordial  assent  of  the 
Directors,  chosen  as  the  place  in  which  it  should  be  erected.  The  Committee  felt 
that  a  memorial  of  this  kind,  standing  on  a  travelled  path  at  the  .side  of  the  main 
avenue  of  approach  to  the  cemeten,',  would  not  only  keep  Mr.  Stone's  memory  before 
his  fellow  citizens,  but  would  carry  on  a  work  and  a  purpose  very  dear  to  him. 

The  Chapter  indorsed  these  views  and  ordered  the  seat,  designed  by  Mr.  Isham, 
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to  be  built  and  the  following  inscription,  written  by  Mr.  Clarke,  to  be  placed  upon 
it  in  bronze: 

This  Resting  Place 

For  the  People  is  Erected 

as  a  Loving  Tribute  to 

Alfred  Stone, 

F.  A.  I.  A., 

''""        '  In  Appreciation  of 

His  Ability  as  an  Architect, 

His  Service  as  a  Citizen  and 

His  Character  as  a  Man 

By  ; 

His  Associates  in  the 
i   •'  Rhode  Island  Chapter  of  the 

American  Institute  of  Architects. 
May  1,  1910. 

No  formal  dedication  was  attempted.  The  Committee,  with  the  approval  of  the 
Chapter,  turned  the  seat  over  to  the  authorities  of  Swan  Point  Cemetery  in  the 
following  letter: 

"  In  behalf  of  the  Rhode  Island  Chapter  of  the  American  Institute  of  Architects, 
we  hereby  turn  over  to  you  the  memorial  which  the  Chapter  has  erected  in  the 
cemetery  grounds  in  Alfred  Stone;  and  in  so  doing  we  wish  to  express  our  appre- 
ciation of  your  courtesy  in  donating  the  land  on  w^hich  it  is  located  and  in  ofTering 
to  place  the  memorial  under  perpetual  care — an  offer  which  we  most  gratefully 
accept." 

The  letter  was  signed  by  Messrs.  Isham,  Clarke  and  Homer  of  the  Memorial 
Committee. 

The  regular  monthly  meeting  of  the  Chapter  for  October  was  held  at  the  Uni- 
versity Club  with  dinner  at  half  past  six. 

President  Hoppin  occupied  the  chair. 

Mr.  Clarke  made  a  final  report  for  the  Committee  on  the  Stone  Memorial. 

It  was  voted  that  the  Committee  on  the  Stone  Memorial  be  discharged  with  the 
thanks  of  the  Chapter. 

It  was  voted  that  the  Secretary  send  to  the  family  of  the  late  Mr.  Stone,  with 
a  letter,  a  photograph  of  the  Memorial. 

The'^Secretary  read  a  communication  from  the  Washington  State  Chapter  in 
regard  to  the  heights  of  buildings  in  cities. 

{•  It  was  voted  that  it  is  the  sense  of  this  Chapter  that  some  restriction  should  be 
placed  upon  the  heights  of  buildings  in  Providence. 

The  Secretary  presented  the  report  of  the  Executive  Committee  on  the  subject 
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of  the  Competition  Code,  and  rend  his  letters,  one  to  the  various  Chapters,  the  other 
to  Mr.  Glenn  Brown,  which  the  Executive  Committee  recommended  should  be  sent.

Following  is  the  letter  issued  by  the  Rhode  Island  Chapter  and  for- 
warded to  each  of  the  Chapters  of  the  Institute,  in  reference  to  the 
Code  of  Competitions  issued  by  the  Institute. 

"Dear  Sir: 

"In  the  circular  letter  dated  July  19,  1910,  from  the  Chairman  of  the  A.  I.  A. 
Committee  on  Competitions,  concerning  the  Institute's  Competition  Code,  it  is 
stated  that  'The  Cliapters,  with  one  or  two  unimportant  exceptions,  are  warmly  in 
favor  of  its  application.' 

"The  Rhode  Island  Chapter  is  one  of  these  exceptions,  and  wishes  the  other 
Chapters  to  know  the  reasons  therefor — believing  that  a  responsive  chord  will  be 
touched  in  many  Chapters  besides  those  constituting  the  remaining  exceptions. 

"This  Chapter  has  not  appointed  the  requested  sub-committee  because  not  a 
single  member  has  been  found  who  is  willing  to  serve;  for  the  members  are  of  the 
opinion  that  mandatory  clauses  in  the  Code  tend  to  degrade  what  should  be  a  broad- 
minded  and  free  professional  body  to  the  condition  of  trade-unionism. 

"The  Chapter  considers  the  Code  to  be  a  most  excellent  one  if  regarded  as  an 
advisory  document;  it  cannot,  however,  bring  itself  to  believe  that  the  charge  of 
'unprofessional  conduct'  could  be  properly  brought  against  an  architect  disregarding 
some  of  the  mandatory  clauses  under  exceptional  circumstances.  For  example, 
must  the  owner  always  agree  to  provide  a  first  payment  of  'one-half  of  one  per 
cent.'  (as  made  mandatory  in  Art.  10)  before  an  architect  may  enter  his  compe- 
tition— no  matter  how  satisfactory  the  other  conditions  are? 

"Again,  the  Chapter,  while  beheving  most  strongly  in  a  professional  advisor,  does 
not  consider  that  in  all  conceivable  cases  it  would  be  unprofessional  to  enter  a  com- 
petition in  which  no  such  advisor  was  required.  As  an  example,  take  the  following 
actual  case.  Some  years  ago  a  firm  represented  on  the  present  Institute  Competition 
Committee  entered  into  competition  with  a  firm  represented  in  the  Rhode  Island 
Chapter.  In  that  competition  the  owner,  w'ho  was  to  make  his  decision  unassisted 
by  a  professional  advisor,  agreed  to  award  the  commission  to  one  of  these  two  firms 
and  to  pay  to  the  other  an  entirelj'  adequate  remuneration.  This  Chapter  fails 
to  find  any  satisfactory  reason  why  an  architect  should  refuse  to  avail  himself  of 
such  an  opportunity,  or  why  his  taking  advantage  of  it  should  be  considered  unpro- 
fessional, 

"  But  it  would  be  tedious  to  cite  all  the  ways  in  which,  under  exceptional  circum- 
stances, competitions  might  contravene  the  mandatory  clauses  and  yet  be  perfectly 
legitimate.    SuflBce  it  to  say  that  if,  following  the  precedent  in  the  schedule  of  charges 
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the  Code  were  put  out  simply  as  a  'proper'  method  of  procedure,  this  Chapter  would 
most  heartily  commend  it  and  endeavor  to  secure  its  general  adoption.  Its  members, 
however,  are  not  ready  to  serA-e  on  a  committee  which  requires  them  to  report  upon, 
and  perhaps  discipline,  their  fellow-meml)ers;  nor  are  they  ready  to  be  bound  by  the 
provisions  of  the  Code  under  all  conceivable  conditions. 

"  Rhode  Island  Chapter  would  respectfully  request  a  statement  of  the  views  of 
the  other  Chapters,  whether  or  not  in  agreement  with  its  own.

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  the  President,  Mr.  Wm.  D.  Hewitt,  who 
delivered  his  annual  address,  reviewing  the  work  of  the  past  year  and  recommending 
new  work  to  be  undertaken  during  the  coming  j'ear. 

There  was  a  goodly  attendance  of  members  and  much  business  of  importance  to 
the  profession  was  accomplished.  The  Executive  Committee  and  all  the  Standing 
Committees  reported,  among  them — 

Mr.  Ziegler,  for  the  Committee  on  Preservation  of  Historical  Monuments,  reported 
that  the  city  had  accepted  the  proffered  assistance  of  the  Chapter  in  preparing  plans 
for  and  superintending  the  restoration  of  Congress  Hall,  also  for  lamps  to  be  placed 
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around  Independence  Square,  in  which  work  his  Committee,  in  conjunction  with 
Chief  ^IcLaughhn  of  the  Electrical  Bureau,  were  now  engaged. 

Mr.  llankin  reported,  for  the  Connnittec  on  Competitions,  that  the  Committee  had 
been  instrumental  in  improving  the  programme  of  .several  competitions  during  the 
]>ast  year  and  that  tlie  profession  and  tlie  public  had  been  the  gainers  thereby. 

I\Ir.  iMedary  spoke  on  the  reconmiendation  contained  in  the  President's  address 
that  a  Philadelphia  Society  of  Arcliitects  be  formed  witli  whom  could  be  associated 
iieads  of  other  allied  societies  and  those  interested  in  the  advancement  of  the  arts 
and  sciences. 

The  President  was  authorized  to  appoint  a  committee  to  formulate  a  plan  for  the 
organization  of  such  a  society,  to  investigate  the  charter  of  a  similar  society  which 
was  formed  in  Philadelphia  in  1871,  and  to  report  at  a  future  meeting  of  the  Chapter. 

Mr.  Boyd,  for  the  Committee  on  Pu!:)lic  Info-mation,  reported  on  the  work  of 
Ills  Committee  during  the  year.  This  report  contained  two  recommendations  which 
were  very  favorably  received  by  the  meeting,  one  of  them  being  that  steps  should 
be  taken  for  securing  for  the  Institute  a  document  now  sorely  needed,  and  one  of 
almost  equal  importance  with  the  Schedule  of  Chai'gcs  and  Code  of  Ethics,  nameh% 
a  form  of  agreement  between  architect  and  owner.  The  report  suggested  that  this 
agreement  should  not  be  a  short,  perfunctory  affair  but  one  setting  forth  in  full  what 
each  respectively  is  expected  to  do  in  relation  to  the  whole  operation,  this  being 
public  information  on  a  subject  now  sadlj^  neglected  ]jy  both  the  parties  in  interest. 

The  other  suggestion  of  the  Committee  on  Pulilic  Information  was  that  all  the 
Chapters  of  the  Institute  should  be  communicated  with  and  those  not  having  com- 
mittees on  Puljlic  Information  should  be  urged  to  appoint  such  a  committee.  That 
further,  these  committees  should  arrange  between  them  to  exchange  minutes  of  all 
of  their  meetings  and  of  any  papers  issued  by  any  of  the  Chapters.  This  would 
extend  and  enlarge  upon  the  acquaintances  formed  each  year  through  delegates  of 
the  Chapters  to  the  conventions  and  in  being  beneficial  to  the  Chapters  would 
imdoulitedly  advance  the  interests  of  the  Institute  itself.  Few  of  the  Chapters  now 
have  conunittees  on  Public  Information  and  Ijut  two  or  three  issue  printed  minutes 
which  have  been  distributed  to  other  Chapters  and  have  been  the  source  of  healthful 
suggestions. 

^Tr.  Day  pointed  out  tliat  the  Institute's  Committee  on  Contract  and  Specifications 
had  been  considering  a  contract  between  the  owner  and  architect  and  as  the  Phila- 
delphia Chapter's  Committee  on  Public  Information  were  willing  to  undertake  the 
work  of  beginning  such  a  document,  a  motion  was  passed  that  they  be  requested 
to  submit  a  tentative  form  to  the  Chapter  for  its  later  consideration. 

As  to  exchange  of  minutes  and  communicating  with  other  Cliapters,  a  motion  was 
also  passed  instructing  the  Executive  Committee  to  communicate  with  the  other 
Chapters  with  the  hope  that  the  suggestion  might  be  carried  out.

Southern  California  Chapter. 
Minutes  of  the  Thihty-fiijst  Regul.\r  Meetixg. 

The  thirty-first  meeting  of  the  Southern  California  Chapter  of  the  American 
Institute  of  Architectswas  held  at  Levy's  Cafe,  LosAngeles,  California,  on  Tuesday, 
September  13,  1910. 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  the  President,  Mr.  Frank  D.  Hudson,  at 
7.45  P.  M. 

On  behalf  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  the  Secretary  presented  a  report  stating  that 
the  Directors  had  held  three  meetings,  having  considered  applications  to  regular 
membership  of  five  candidates,  and  one  transfer  of  regular  membership  from  the 
Pittsburgh  Chapter,   American  Institute  of  Architects. 

On  behalf  of  the  delegates  to  the  Los  Angeles  Convention  League,  Mr.  Frank  D. 
Hudson  reported  that  this  Chapter  had  been  requested  to  join  the  League,  which 
would  obligate  it  to  a  subscription  for  monthly  payments.  After  a  short  discussion 
the  Committee  was  ordered  discharged  by  the  Chairman. 

On  Ijehalf  of  the  Sub-Committee  on  Competitions,  A.  I.  A.,  Mr.  Frank  D.  Hudson 
reported,  suggesting  the  Chapter's  action  as  requested  by  the  Institute,  for  the 
endorsement  of  the  Code  of  Competitions  and  the  Canons  of  Ethics.  It  was  moved 
and  seconded  to  vote  on  each  clause  of  the  Code  on  Competitions  separately. 

It  was  moved,  seconded  and  carried  to  endorse  the  Canons  of  Ethics,  after  a 
reading  by  the  Secretary,  if  such  paragraphs  could  be  rejected  as  the  Chapter  mem- 
bers should  object  to.  The  Secretary  proceeded  to  read  an  abstract  of  the  Canons  of 
Ethics.  Paragraph  2  l)eing  in  conflict  with  the  laws  of  the  States  of  California 
and  Arizona,  it  was  moved  and  seconded  to  have  the  Secretary  of  the  Chapter 
communicate  with  the  American  Institute  of  Architects  Committee  to  call  their 
attention  to  this  fact,  upon  which  Mr.  S.  T.  Norton  .suggested  that  this  was  a  matter 
that  should  be  attended  to  by  the  Chapter's  delegates  to  the  next  Institute  conven- 
tion.    After  discussion,  the  original  motion  put  before  the  Chapter  was  carried. 

Concerning  paragraph  4,  it  was  moved  and  seconded  that  the  Secretary'  also 
communicate  with  the  American  Institute  of  Architects  Committee  asking  for  furtiier 
definitions  as  to  their  meaning  of  the  term  "advertising." 
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An  amendment  to  adopt  the  paragraph  as  read  was  moved,  seconded  and  earned. 

It  was  moved,  seconded  and  carried  to  reconsider  the  Chapter's  action  on  paragraph 
2,  and  leave  it  to  the  delegates  of  the  Chapter  to  the  next  Institute  Convention. 

It  was  moved,  seconded  and  carried  to  have  the  delegates  properly  instructed 
as  to  this  Chapter's  wishes  in  the  matter  of  considering  the  framing  of  paragraph  2 
of  the  Canons  of  Ethics. 

A  communication  was  read  from  Mr.  Glenn  Brown,  Secretary  A.  I.  A.,  announcing 
that  Mr.  A.  B.  Benton,  an  Institute  member  of  this  Chapter,  was  nominated  by  the 
Institute  Board  of  Directors  to  be  advanced  to  the  Fellowship  grade  of  the"American 
Institute  of  Architects,  and  requesting  this  Chapter's  endorsement,  according  to 
Article  1,  Section  II  of  the  Institute  By-Laws.  Upon  motion  made  Ijy  Mr.  A.  F. 
Rosenheim,  seconded  by  Mr.  Fernand  Parmentier,  to  endorse  Mr.  A.  B.  Benton's 
nomination  by  acclamation,  the  same  was  unanimously  carried.  Mr.  Benton,  who 
had  been  asked  to  withdraw  for  a  few  moments,  was  thereupon  called  in  and  notified 
of  his  endorsement,  and  he  thanked  the  Chapter  in  a  few  remarks. 

Mr.  A.  F.  Rosenheim  next  spoke  about  the  coming  exhibition  and  convention  of

Since  the  special  meeting  of  July  22,  the  Chapter  has  held  but  three  meetings. 
No  regular  meetings  are  held  during  the  summer  and  the  first  regular  meeting  of 
each  season  is  held  on  the  first  Wednesday  of  Octoljer,  but  on  the  7th  of  September 
a  special  meeting  was  called  to  consider  the  position  of  the  Chapter  with  respect  to 
an  organization  which  was  in  process  of  forming  by  the  building  interests  to  consider 
amendments  to  the  lien  law  of  the  State,  which  has  proven  unsatisfactory  to  many 
outside  the  material  firms. 

It  was  finally  decided  that  it  would  not  be  advisable  for  the  Chapter,  as  such,  to 
join  such  an  organization,  which  was  to  be  known  as  the  Washington  Building  Arts 
and  Crafts  Association,  but  recommended  that  as  many  as  felt  so  disposed  should 
join  as  individuals.  At  the  same  time  a  committee  was  named  to  act  with  committees 
from  other  organizations  in  the  framing  of  desirable  changes  in  the  law,  which  they 
are  as  present  doing. 

At  present  the  law  seems  to  free  material  houses  from  all  responsibility  as  to  the 
financial  responsibility  of  contractors,  putting  all  the  onus  of  collections  upon  general 
contractors  and  the  owner.     This  it  is  intended  to  change  if  possil)le. 

The  first  regular  meeting  of  the  season  was  held  on  October  5,  and  was  devoted 
entirely  to  the  subject  of  civic  improvement,  the  guest  of  the  evening  being  Mr. 
Virgil  Bogue,  who  lias  lately  been  employed  by  the  Municipal  Plans  Commission  as 
expert  adviser  in  connection  with  their  work.  Speeches  were  made  by  several  of 
the  members  who  have  been  active  in  furthering  the  movement  for  a  plans  com- 
mission and  Mr.  Bogue  pleasantly  recounted  his  earlier  experiences  as  engineer  in 
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connection  with  the  surveys  for  the  Northern  Pacific  Raih-oad  over  the  Cascade 
Range. 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  Chapter  was  held  at  the  University  Club,  with  dinner 
preceding.  Officers  w  ere  elected  for  the  ensuing  year  as  given  above.  The  session 
was  taken  up  with  reports  from  standing  committees  reviewing  the  work  of  the  year, 
also  from  special  committees  of  their  accom])lislmients.  The  nomination  of  the 
Secretary  of  the  Chapter  to  Fellowship  in  the  Institute  by  the  Institute  Board  of 
Directors  was  endorsed.  Within  the  month  the  election  of  one  of  the  Chapter 
members,  Mr.  W.  Marbuiy  Somervell,  to  Associate  membership  in  the  Institute  has 
been  announced.

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OBITUARIES. 
Henri  Fouchaux,  A.  A.  I.  A. 

Mr.  Henri  Fouchaux  was  born  at  Coytesville,  New  Jersey,  April  29, 
1856.  His  parents  were  Julien  Fouchaux,  who  emigrated  from  France 
in  1847,  and  Madeleine  Rapinez,  who  came  from  France  in  1848.  They 
were  married  in  New  York  City  in  1849. 

He  attended  the  public  school  at  Coytesville  until  he  was  about 
seventeen,  when  he  apprenticed  himself  to  a  carpenter  and  learned  that 
trade.  His  first  work  in  New  Yor  k  City  was  a  five-story  dwelling  for  Mr. 
N.  A.  Cowdry,  at  25th  Street  near  Madison  Avenue.  About  that  time 
he  attended  the  night  school  at  Cooper  Union,  and  took  a  course  in 
architecture,  under  the  late  Professor  Plympton,  and  his  diploma,  signed 
by  Peter  Cooper,  was  always  one  of  his  most  cherished  possessions. 
Soon  after,  he  engaged  with  Messrs.  Shickle  &  Ditmars  as  outside 
Superintendent  of  Construction,  and  while  with  that  firm  superintended 
the  erection  of  a  number  of  institutions,  the  most  important  being  the 
St.  Joseph's  Hospital,  143d  Street  and  St.  Ann's  Avenue  and  the  Isabella 
Home,  at  Fort  George,  New  York  City. 

Resuming  the  practice  of  architecture,  Mr.  Fouchaux  planned  and 
supervised  a  number  of  buildings  for  the  New  York  Institution  for  the 
Instruction  of  the  Deaf  and  Dumb,  at  163d  Street  and  Riverside  Drive, 
the  principal  of  which  are  a  new  power  house  and  coal  pocket,  a  large 
dormitory,  and  hospital  building. 

Within  the  last  fifteen  years  he  planned  and  supervised  the  erection 
of  about  thirty  large  apartment  houses  and  several  factory  and  office 
buildings. 

His  last  work  was  the  Powell  Chocolate  factory,  at  the  northeast 
corner  of  Canal  and  Sullivan  Streets,  New  York  City,  which  is  a  ten- 
story  fireproof  and  complete  up-to-date  factory. 

Mr.  Fouchaux  lived  for  about  twenty-six  years  at  Washington  Heights 
and  had  his  office  at  162d  Street  and  Broadway.  He  later  moved  to  the 
Powell  Building  on  Hudson  Street. 
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Mr.  Fouchaux  died  July  8,  1910,  and  was  buried  at  Coytesville,  N.  J.

Isaac  Pursell,  A.  A.  I.  A. 

Mr.  Isaac  Pursell  died  at  his  home  in  Wenonah,  N.  J.,  August  19,  1910. 
He  was  born  in  Trenton,  N.  J.,  June,  1853. 

His  professional  training  was  in  the  office  of  the  late  Samuel  Sloane 
of  Philadelphia. 

For  over  thirty  years  he  was  in  busine.ss  in  Philadelphia,  his  principal 
work  being  designing  and  constructing  churches,  he  having  designed 
quite  a  large  number.  A  few  of  his  principal  churches  in  Philadelphia 
are:  Christ's  Memorial  Reformed  Episcopal,  43d  and  Chestnut  Streets; 
St.  Paul's  Reformed  Episcopal;  St.  Paul's  Presbj-terian ;  St.  Mathew's 
Lutheran;  Calvary  Protestant  Episcopal;  Heidelberg  Reformed;  First 
Moravian;  Epiphany  Chapel;  Spring  Garden  Unitarian;  Bethany  Tab- 
ernacle; First  Baptist;  Christ  Protestant  Episcopal. 

Two  recent  churches,  and  the  largest  outside  of  Philadelphia  designed 
by  Mr.  Pursell,  are  the  First  Presbyterian  of  Haddonfield,  N.  J.,  and 
the  Second  Presbyterian  of  Knoxville,  Tenn. 

The  Cumberland  and  Camden  Asylums  for  the  Insane  and  the  later 
buildings  for  the  Home  for  Feeble  Minded  Women,  in  Vineland,  N.  J., 
were  also  his  work.

Mr.  Isaac  Pursell  was  elected  an  Associate  of  the  Institute  in  1901. 
Under  Chapter  Notes  will  be  found  the  resolutions  adopted  by  the 
Philadelphia  Chapter  on  the  death  of  Mr.  Pursell. 
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Fridolin  J.  Heer,  Sr,,  F.  A.  I.  A. 

Mr.  Heer  was  born  July  30,  1834,  in  Wallenstadt,  Canton  St. 
Gallen,  Switzerland.  At  an  early  age  he  felt  a  strong  inclination  to 
follow  his  father's  occupation,  that  of  a  builder,  and  with  that  purpose  in 
view,  after  finishing  his  early  education,  was  taken  in  with  an  architect  of 
experience  and  practice  at  Rapperswil,  Canton  St.  Gallen,  Switzerland, 
where  he  had  excellent  opportunity  to  prepare  himself  for  his  life  work. 

He  began  the  practice  of  architecture  and  building  for  himself  at 
Chur,  Canton  Graubundten,  Switzerland.  He  became  the  architect  for 
the  renowned  Pater  Theodosius,  one  of  Switzerland's  greatest  philan- 
thropists. One  of  the  prominent  structures  erected  for  him  in  Chur,  am 
Bischoflichen  Hof  (in  front  of  the  Cathedral),  is  the  beautiful  Gothic 
fountain  built  entirely  of  stone,  sixty  feet  high.  This  fountain  was 
pronounced  by  the  Society  of  Art  in  Munich,  "  a  work  of  art "  worthy  of 
special  mention;  as  was  also  the  Bischof  Haller  monument  in  St.  Gallen. 

After  five  years  of  practice  in  Chur,  he  met  with  the  great  adversity  of 
losing  all  he  possessed  on  account  of  having  gone  security  for  his  philan- 
thropist friend,  who  died  suddenly  in  the  midst  of  his  greatest  activity. 

Mr.  Heer  left  at  once  for  the  United  States  and  chose  Belleville,  111., 
as  his  destination.  From  there  he  removed  to  Chicago  but  after  two 
years'  residence  there  wended  his  way  to  the  promising  western  town 
of  Dubuque,  Iowa,  in  1868-1869,  where  he  and  his  family  have  since 
resided. 

His  first  drawings  were  for  the  residence  of  William  Bradley,  James 
Levi's  store,  Globe  Building,  Rider  Building  and  others  of  that  period. 

Later  came  the  residences  of  W.  J.  Knight,  Andrew  and  Treadwaj'", 
Alexander  Young,  James  Levi  and  others,  then  the  first  buildings  of 
Mount  St.  Joseph's,  St.  Francis'  Convent  and  Orphans'  Home,  this  city; 
St.  Mary's  Academy  buildings  and  addition  to  Sacred  Heart  College,  at 
Prairie  du  Chein,  Wis.  Among  churches :  Sacred  Heart  Church,  this  city ; 
Catholic  church  at  Dyersville;  Sacred  Heart  Church  at  Fort  Madison, 
Iowa;  Sacred  Heart  Church,  Pomeroy,  Ohio;  St.  Anthony's  Church, 
Milwaukee,  Wis.;  St.  Felix  Church,  school  building  and  many  others. 
In  this  city  the  Dubuque  County  Court  House,  the  Franklin  Fulton  and 
Irving  Public  School  Buildings;  the  residences  of  the  late  H.  L.  Stout, 
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William  Mole,  F.  A.  Rumpf,  Alf.  Mathews,  N.  F.  Schrup,  Lawrence 
Gonner,  A.  F.  Hub  and  many  others. 

He  also  had  the  superintendence  of  the  Dubuque  Brewing  and  Malting 
Go's,  large  plant  and  has  done  all  their  work  since. 

His  last  work  was  the  large  addition  to  St.  Mary's  Academy  at  Prairie 
du  Ghien,  Wis.,  the  Marquette  Monument  and  the  Grotto  of  Lourdes,  on 
the  premises  of  St.  Mary's  Academy  grounds. 

He  was  ever  ready  to  lend  a  helping  hand  for  the  uplifting  of  all  that 
was  true  and  noble,  he  was  kind  and  generous  to  a  fault,  and  truly 
hospitable  to  all  who  crossed  his  threshold. 

His  w^as  a  life  full  of  usefulness  and  unprecedented  activity  to  the  end, 
rare  indeed  for  a  man  of  seventy-six  years.  Mr.  Heer  died  September 
19,  1910. 

Mr.  Heer  joined  the  Western  Association  in  1886,  becoming  an  Insti- 
tute member  at  the  consolidation,  and  was  a  charter  member  of  the 
Iowa  Chapter. 

It  is  a  matter  of  regret  that  all  have  not  shared  in  the  personal  influ- 
ence of  so  conscientious  a  supporter  of  the  professional  ethics.

Moved  bj-  Mr.  Day  and  duly  seconded,  that  the  Judiciary  Committee  be  requested 
to  prepare  a  document  defining  the  relations  of  the  Committee  on  Practice,  the 
Institute  Counsel,  the  Judiciary  Committee  and  the  Board  in  consonance  with  the  By- 
Laws  and  in  respect  of  any  charges  that  may  be  brought  before  the  Judiciary  Com- 
mittee, and  report  to  the  first  meeting  of  the  Board  after  the  Convention. 

Motion  unanimously  carried. 

Various  Committee  reports  which  were  to  be  presented  at  the  Con- 
vention were  discussed  and  acted  upon. 

The  question  of  Competitions  and  amendments  to  the  By-Laws  was 
discussed.

It 
was  moved  and  carried  that  the  Board  have  printed  the  circular  of 
Advice  and  Code  of  Competitions  as  amended.

The  Committee  on  License  Legislation  was  given  the  instruction  to  use 
its  offices  to  the  end  that  members  of  the  American  Institute  of  Archi- 
tects shall  be  privileged  to  practice  and  shall  receive  the  license  of  a 
State  without  further  examination. 

A  Committee  on  Town  Planning  was  discussed  and  appointed,  con- 
sisting of  Arnold  W.  Brunner,  Claude  F.  Bragdon,  W.  R.  B.  Wlllcox, 
Charles  L.  Borie,  Jr.,  and  Frederick  Law  Olmsted. 

It  was  moved  by  Mr.  Cook  that  the  present  status  of  conducting  the 
business  of  the  Institute  be  continued  until  further  action  of  the  Board. 
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The  Secretarj'  was  instructed  to  communicate  with  Mr.  Soltmann 
and  obtain  his  consent  to  the  substitution  of  the  Institute's  documents 
for  the  Uniform  Contract  which  he  is  now  pubhshing  under  agreement 
with  us. 

Mr.  Cook  stated  that  he  had  been  asked  by  the  Board  of  Directors  to 
make  a  statement  for  general  circulation  as  to  the  relations  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Practice,  the  Judiciary  Committee,  and  incidentally  the 
Counsel  of  the  Institute. 

The  following  statement  of  the  procedure  of  the  A.  I.  A.  in  cases  of 
alleged  unprofessional  conduct  on  the  part  of  any  member  is  made  for 
the  information  of  the  members  of  the  Institute. 

Whenever  the  attention  of  the  Committee  on  Practice  is  drawn  to 
such  a  case,  this  C)mmittee  makes  a  preliminary  examination  into  the 
facts,  and  submits  the  evidence  which  they  have  obtained  to  the  counsel 
of  the  Institute,  with  whom  they  consult.  If  it  then  appears  that  a 
prima  facie  case  of  unprofessional  conduct  exists  against  any  member, 
they  present  a  statement  of  such  facts  as  have  appeared  to  the  Judiciary 
Committee,  and  this  statement  constitutes  a  complaint  duly  made  in 
accordance  ^nth  Art.  VII.,  Section  3,  of  this  constitution. 

The  Judiciary  Committee  then  notifies  the  member  against  whom 
this  complaint  is  made,  and  appoints  a  time  and  place  for  the  hearing 
of  evidence,  summoning  witnesses  when  it  deems  it  necessary.  At  this 
meeting  the  Counsel  of  the  Institute  is  present,  not  however  in  any  sense 
as  a  prosecuting  attornej^  but  in  order  to  aid  and  advise  the  Judiciary 
Committee. 

The  Judiciary  Committee  after  examining  the  evidence  makes  a 
report  to  the  Board  of  Directors,  stating  whether  it  decides  that  a  case 
of  unprofessional  conduct  has  been  established  or  not. 

It  is  competent  for  either  the  Committee  on  Practice  in  its  report  to 
the  Judiciary  Committee,  or  the  latter  Committee  in  its  report  to  the 
Board  of  Directors  to  mention  any  circumstances  which  seem  to  be  of  any 
attenuating  character. 

The  Board  of  Directors  then  decides  upon  any  further  action,  in 
accordance  with  Art.  IV,  Section  3,  of  the  By  Laws. 


THE  NINTH  INTERNATIONAL  CONGRESS  OF  ARCHITECTS, 

ROME,  1911. 

(From  the  Journal  of  the  Royal  Institute  of  Architects  of  18th  February,  1911.) 

A  preliminary  notice  is  to  hand  of  the  Ninth  International  Congress 
of  Architects  to  be  held  in  Rome  from  the  2nd  to  the  10th  October  next, 
on  the  occasion  of  the  National  Festival  to  commemorate  the  Procla- 
mation of  the  Kingdom  of  Italy.  The  Organizing  Committee  consists 
of  the  Italian  section  of  the  Permanent  Committee,  of  delegates  of 
various  Academies  and  Societies,  of  representatives  of  the  press,  and 
of  architects  nominated  at  the  meeting  of  the  2nd  July,  1909,  in  con- 
formity with  the  Statutes  of  the  Permanent  International  Committee 
of  Architects. 

Members  of  the  Congress  are  classified  as  ''Full  Members"  and 
"Associate  Members."  "Full  Members"  are  the  special  delegates  of 
Governments,  Academies,  and  Societies;  all  architects,  and  persons 
who  follow  the  professions  connected  with  architecture.  Academies 
and  Associations  may  be  entered  as  "Full  Members"  and  be  represented 
by  a  delegate.  "Associate  Members"  are  the  near  relatives*  of  Full 
Members,  and  architectural  students. 

The  subscription  for  Full  Members  is  25  lire  (£1)  and  for  Associate 
Members  15  lire  (12s). 

Members  of  both  classes  have  the  same  rights  to  reduced  fares  on 
the  Italian  railroads,  to  special  reductions  for  apartments,  to  special 
cards  of  admission  to  the  galleries,  museums,  and  other  institutions, 
and  to  attend  the  meetings  of  the  Congress  and  visits. 

The  subjects  for  discussion  will  include  the  following: — 

Subject  A. — Reinforced  Concrete:  its  employment  in  different  coun- 
tries and  the  opportunities  for  its  application  to  artistic  construction 
from  the  technical  and  decorative  point  of  view.

These 
must  be  sent  to  the  Organizing  Committee  at  least  four  months  before 
the  opening  of  the  Congress,  and  be  drawn  up  in  French. 

The  Organizing  Committee  will  if  possible  arrange  for  the  issue  before 
the  opening  of  the  Congress,  of  an  abstract  of  the  various  papers  and 
communications  translated  into  several  languages. 
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THE  AMERICAN  ACADEMY  IN  ROME. 

A  union  of  the  American  Academy  in  Rome  and  the  American  School  of  Classical 
Studies  in  Rome  has  been  effected  within  the  last  few  days  by  the  joint  action  of  the 
governing  boards  of  the  two  institutions.  The  School,  which  is  an  unincorporated 
association,  will  be  consoUdated  with  the  Academy,  which  is  chartered  by  special  act 
of  Congress,  and  the  scope  of  the  Academy  will  be  enlarged  so  as  to  include  not  only 
architecture,  sculpture  and  painting,  but  also  the  archaeology,  Uterature  and  history 
of  the  classical  and  later  periods.  There  will  thus  be  two  schools  within  the  Academy, 
a  School  of  Fine  Arts  and  a  School  of  Classical  Studies;  and  the  Academy  will  repre- 
sent America  in  Rome  in  all  branches  of  artistic  and  classical  culture. 

About  a  year  and  a  half  ago  the  Villa  Aureha,  on  the  summit  of  the  Janiculum 
Hill  in  Rome,  was  devised  to  the  Academj^  by  the  will  of  Mrs.  Clara  J.  Heyland,  form- 
erly Miss  Jessup,  of  Philadelphia,  who  wished  to  create  a  memorial  of  her  parents  and 
to  encourage  the  study  and  practice  of  the  fine  arts,  and  within  a  very  short  time, 
through  the  assistance  and  cooperation  of  Mr.  A.  E.  Jessup,  the  brother  of  Mrs. 
Heyland,  the  Academy  will  take  posession  of  the  Villa  Aui'elia.  The  present  home 
of  the  Academy,  the  Villa  Mirafiore,  while  a  dehghtful  residence  with  spacious  groimda 
is,  nevertheless,  far  from  the  monuments  and  remote  from  their  stimulating  influences, 
and  the  permanent  establishment  of  the  Academy  within  the  walls  where  the  student 
wiU  feel  themselves  constantly  in  the  presence  of  ancient  Rome  is  of  the  highest  impor- 
tance. The  Villa  Aurelia,  on  the  highest  point  within  the  walls,  with  a  view  over 
the  whole  city  and  country  from  the  Alban  HUls  to  the  Mediterranean  satisfies  these 
requirements;  it  is  adjacent  to  the  ViUa  Pamfih  Doria,  just  above  the  Spanish  Aca- 
demy, and  is  near  several  famous  monuments  of  antiquity  and  within  easy  walk  of 
Saint  Peters  and  the  Vaticam,  and  the  grounds,  which  are  about  four  acres  in  extent, 
form  a  plateau  bounded  on  three  sides  by  a  pubUc  park.  Although  the  present  build- 
ing may  be  called  modern,  inasmuch  as  it  was  partially  destroyed  when  occupied  as 
headquarters  by  Garibaldi  during  the  siege  of  Rome  and  reconstructed  afterwards, 
still  has  a  claim  to  antiquarian  importance  and  interest  as  it  was  part  of  the  structure 
of  the  old  Aurelian  wall  of  Rome.  The  advantage  of  the  intimate  relations  between 
the  students  of  the  practice  of  fine  arts  and  the  students  of  the  history  of  art,  of  archae- 
ology and  of  Uterature,  is  too  obvious  to  need  explanation  or  argument  in  its  favor. 
The  American  Academy  in  Rome  grew  out  of  the  American  School  of  Architecture 
in  Rome,  which  was  installed  in  the  Villa  Aurora  in  the  year  1895,  having  been  organ- 
ized by  a  group  of  artists,  sculptors  and  painters  who  had  been  engaged  in  planning 
the  Columbian  Exposition.  During  the  first  fifteen  years  of  its  existence  the  artists 
contributed  over  sixty  thousand  dollars  for  its  support,  showing  their  estimate  of 
its  value  in  the  development  of  art  in  this  countrJ^  The  architectm-al  department 
was  soon  followed  by  that  of  sculpture  and  painting,  and  the  Academy  was  incor- 
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porated  by  Congress  as  a  national  institution  in  1905.  Until  a  certain  income  was 
secured  through  several  subscriptions  of  one  hundred  thousand  dollars  each  to  the 
Endowment  Fund,  the  students  in  the  Academy  were  beneficiaries  from  various 
Bcholarship  funds,  but  for  the  past  four  years  competitions  have  been  instituted 
throughout  the  United  States  in  each  branch  of  the  fine  arts,  and  the  successful  com- 
petitors have  been  sent  to  the  Academy  for  three  years  with  an  annual  subvention  of 
one  thousand  dollars.  Sixty-four  students  in  all  have  pursued  their  advanced  studies 
in  the  Academy  and  a  notable  and  highly  gratifying  proportion  of  these  have  already 
attained  a  high  rank  in  their  several  professions.  In  addition  to  the  beneficiaries 
selected  by  the  Academy,  there  have  been  in  residence  there  at  different  times,  holders 
of  the  McKim  Fellowship,  the  Columbia  Travelling  Fellowship,  the  Perkins  Scholar- 
ship, the  Robinson  Travelling  Scholarship  (Harvard),  the  Rotch  and  Julia  Appleton 
Scholarships,  the  Alumni  Travelling  Scholarship  and  the  Stewardson  Memorial 
Scholarship  of  the  University  of  Pennsylvania,  the  Cresson  Scholarship  of  the  Acad- 
emy of  Fine  Arts,  the  Drexel  Institute  Travelling  Scholarship,  the  Lazarus  Scholar- 
ship, the  Lowell  Scholarship  of  the  Massachusetts  Institute,  and  the  Rinehart  Scholar- 
ship of  the  Peabody  Institute,  Baltimore.  There  are  at  present  nine  Academy  fellows 
in  residence  and  two  holding  other  scholarships. 

Subscriptions  of  one  hundred  thousand  dollars  each  to  the  Endowment  Fund  have 
been  made  by  J.  Pierpont  Morgan,  Henry  Walters,  W.  K.  Vanderbilt,  James  Stillman, 
Henrj'  C.  Frick  and  Harvard  University,  through  an  anonymous  friend.  Another 
sum  of  $100,000  has  been  raised  as  a  memorial  of  Charles  F.  McKim,  who  not  only 
gave  years  of  time  and  effort  to  the  establishment  of  the  Academy,  but  by  his  will 
left  to  his  estate  amounting  to  about  §200,000,  subject  to  the  life  interest  of 
Ms  daughter.  Much  larger  resources  will  be  needed  to  erect  the  new  buildings  which 
the  enlarged  Academy  requires,  and  to  provide  an  endowment  sufficient  to  enable 
it  to  utilize  its  increased  opportunities  to  the  greatest  advantage. 

The  American  School  of  Classical  Studies  in  Rome  was  organized  in  1895  and  owes 
its  support  to  voluntary  subscriptions  of  indiAadual  friends  and  to  appropriations  from 
over  twenty  of  the  leading  American  universities  and  colleges.  Its  staff  of  instructors 
has  included  some  of  the  most  eminent  classical  scholars  of  the  United  States,  and 
instruction  has  been  given  in  the  various  fields  of  Roman  archaeology,  literature  and 
ancient  art.  It  has  trained  classical  scholars,  teachers  and  investigators  for  our  Amer- 
ican universities  and  schools,  as  well  as  a  few  experts  for  museums,  and  over  a  hundred 
of  its  former  students  now  occupy  positions  of  educational  importance  in  the  United 
States.  The  work  of  the  School  is  of  a  two-fold  character — educational  and  scientific. 
On  the  general  educational  side  it  has  been  a  highly  valuable  force  in  vivifying  and 
invigorating  the  standards  of  classical  teachings  by  making  intending  teachers  ac- 
quainted with  the  rich  store  of  Roman  antiquities  on  the  spot.  On  the  strictly 
scientific  side  the  work  has  been  done  by  the  professors  and  fellows  of  the  school,  and 
has  consisted  of  epigraphic  and  palsegraphic  studies  and  pubUcations.  There  are 
usually  four  fellows,  viz:  Fellow  of  Archajological  Institute,  Fellow  in  Christian 
Archaeology  and  the  two  Carnegie  Research  Associates.  At  times  a  fellow  in  mediaeval 
and  renaissance  studies  has  been  added  and  on  rare  occasions  a  special  fellow.    The 
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staff  of  instruction  consists  of  the  Director,  the  Professor  of  Latin  and  the  Lecturer 
on  Archajologj'.  In  addition  to  these  instructors,  the  school  has  had  the  advantage 
of  lectures  by  eminent  German  and  Itahan  scholars  resident  in  Rome.  The  pubhc 
lectures  of  the  Director  have  also  attracted  extensive  and  favorable  notice. 

The  school  now  occupies  the  Villa  Bonghi,  in  the  northern  part  of  the  city,  near  the 
ruins  of  the  Baths  of  Diocletian,  and  has  an  attractive  garden.  It  has  accumulated 
an  endowment  of  $100,000,  and  the  interest  ou  this  sum,  together  with  grants  from 
the  Archaeological  Institute,  the  Carnegie  Institution  of  Washington  and  twenty-five 
American  universities  and  colleges,  and  also  some  individual  subscriptions^  yields 
an  annual  income  of  over  $11,000.  The  assets  of  greatest  value,  however,  have  been 
the  continued  good  will  of  the  leading  universities  and  the  high  standard  of  scholar- 
ship which  has  been  steadily  maintained  by  the  School.

The  PeimsylvaniaAcademyofthe  Fine  Arts  has  recently  issued  a  notifi- 
cation leaflet  of  a  lecture  to  be  given  by  Mr.  Frank  Miles  Day  on  the 
subject  of  the  American  Academy  in  Rome,  from  which  leaflet  the 
following  extract  is  taken. 

The  American  Academy  in  Rome  has  reached  a  place  of  high  importance  in  our 
system  of  education  in  the  fine  arts. 

The  Academy  was  founded  at  the  close  of  the  Chicago  Exposition  by  the  archi- 
tects, painters  and  sculptors,  who  had  made  memorable  its  buildings  and  decorations. 
Deeply  impressed  by  the  unity  of  their  arts  and  by  the  failure  of  our  educational 
system  to  coordinate  them,  they  determined  to  found  in  Rome  where  such  vmity 
finds  its  highest  expression,  an  academy  in  which  Americans  might  enjoy  oppor- 
tunities for  advanced  study  equal  to  those  of  any  other  nation. 

The  Academy  thus  founded  has  grown  in  strength  and  importance.  The  competi- 
tions for  its  fellowships  are  undertaken  with  the  utmost  keenness.  Admirable  work 
is  being  done  by  its  former  students,  and  generous  support  has  been  given  it  by 
men  of  wealth  and  culture.

The  improvement  of  the  rivers  and  river  banks  in  the  center  of  the  city, 

The  improvement  of  the  Seekonk  basin  and  channel  to  Pawtucket, 

The  improvement  of  the  Capitol  grounds  and  Public  Gardens  on  Francis  Street, 
and  the  control  of  buildings  surrounding  the  Capitol, 

The  removal  of  freight  yards  near  the  Capitol, 

The  improvement  of  Exchange  Place, 

The  location  of  a  public  market. 

The  improvement  of  conditions  surrounding  tenement  house  districts,

The  establishment  of  public  comfort  stations, 

The  location  of  the  Colonel  Young  statue, 

Adequate  approaches  to  the  Barrington  and  other  parkways  of  the  Metropolitan

Whereas,  Consideration  of  these  improvements  is  now  in  the  hands  of  various 
official  bodies,  such  as  the  U.  S.  War  Department,  the  State  House  Commission, 
the  Harbor  Improvement  Commission,  the  Metropolitan  Park  Commission,  the 
Province  Park  Commissioners,  the  East  Side  Thoroughfare  Commission,  the  Com- 
missioner of  Pawtucket  River,  the  State  Railroad  Commissioner  and  the  Providence 
Commissioner  of  Public  ^^'orks,  which  bodies  are  in  a  great  measure  acting  inde- 
pendently of  each  other  and  without  a  comprehensive  general  plan,  and 

Whereas,  Various  organizations,  as  the  Providence  Board  of  Trade,  the  R.  I. 
League  of  Improvement  Societies,  the  Public  Park  Association,  the  R.  I.  Chapter 
of  the  American  Institute  of  Architects  and  the  Town  Crier's  Club,  have  all  appointed 
committees  to  consider  the  different  problems  that  have  arisen. 

Resolved,  That  the  R.  I.  Chapter  of  the  A.  I.  A.  expresses  the  belief  that  the  future 
development  of  the  City  of  Providence  will  give  results  of  far  greater  permanent 
value  to  its  citizens  if  the  work  now  being  carried  on  by  commissions,  official  boards 
and  committees  can  be  developed  and  executed  in  accordance  with  a  single  compre- 
hensive city  plan,  and  it  strongly  recommends  to  His  Honor  the  Mayor  and  the 
Honorable  Members  of  the  City  Council 

That,  a  city  Plan  Commission  be  created  for  the  purpose  of  developing  a  general 
plan  for  municipal  betterment  along  practical,  artistic  and  economical  lines,  in 
order  that  in  future  both  public  and  private  work  may  conform  thereto,  and  be  it 
further 

Resolved,  That  we  suggest  to  the  various  boards,  commissions,  commercial  bodies, 
improvement  clubs  and  associations  that  they  request  His  Honer  the  Mayor  to  call 
a  convention  of  their  representatives  for  the  purpose  of  discussing  the  question 
and  ascertaining  the  practical  way  by  which  the  great  benefits  of  a  comprehensive 
city  plan  may  be  obtained  for  Providence.

A  special  Committee  of  the  Chapter  has  been  at  work  since  1904  upon  the  question 
of  State  Registration  amd  Licensing  of  Architects.  The  Committee  has  conducted 
extended  correspondence  with  architects  in  States  where  licensing  laws  are  now  in 
force,  and  with  architects  in  New  York  State.  It  has  found  the  sentiment  among 
the  architects  in  States  where  license  laws  now  exist  to  be  generally,  though  by  no 
means  unanimously,  in  favor  of  such  laws.  It  has  also  found  that  a  majority 
sentiment  in  favor  of  such  laws  exists  among  the  architects  of  New  York  State.  As 
recommended  by  the  Committee,  the  delegates  of  the  New  York  Chapter  presented 
a  resolution  at  the  annual  Convention  of  the  Institute,  which  was  adopted,  to  the 
effect  that  the  Institute  should  appoint  a  Committee  on  Registration  of  -Architects,  or 
on  Legislation,  which  committee  shall  endeavor  to  secure  from  States  ha\dng  registra- 
tion laws  reciprocal  recognition  of  similar  laws  elsewhere,  with  a  view  to  obviating 
the  necessity  of  an  indi\'idual  architect  taking  out  a  license  in  more  than  one  State, 
and  which  committee  may,  under  the  Board  of  Directors,  advise  with  those  endeavor- 
ing to  secure  new  legislation  affecting  the  architectural  profession.  The  New  York 
Chapter  has  maintained  a  conservative  attitude  in  the  matter  of  the  recognition  of 
the  profession  by  special  laws  bej-ond  such  recognition  as  should  be  naturally  given 
in  building  lavrs  or  ordinances.  It  believes  that  such  legislation  should  take  a  broader 
ground  than  that  covered  bj'  any  existing  registration  laws,  and  it  opposes  any  law 
which  does  not  recognize  architecture  as  a  learned  profession  on  a  plane  with  medicine 
and  the  law;  and  it  holds  that  anj^  legal  regulation  of  the  profession  should  lead 
toward  an  ultimate  high  standard  of  educational  qualifications. 

The  Chapter,  through  a  special  committee  on  City  Planning,  is  taking  an  active 
part  in  the  work  of  the  Commission  on  Congestion  of  Population,  appointed  by 
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Mayor  Gaynor  in  1910.  The  Commission  has  under  consideration  changes  in  the 
tenement  house  law  and  the  building  law,  the  industrial  and  economic  causes  for 
congestion  of  population,  the  question  of  emigration  as  affecting  congestion  in  New 
York  City,  and  other  kindred  subjects. 

The  Chapter's  Committee  on  City  Departments  is  very  actively  engaged  in  the 
consideration  of  numerous  questions  of  interest  to  the  profession  which  are  referred 
to  it  from  time  to  time  by  the  Borough  President,  the  Superintendent  of  Buildings, 
the  Tenement  House  Commissioner,  and  other  officers  of  the  Municipal  Government. 
The  Committee  at  the  present  time  is  considering  important  changes  in  certain 
sections  of  the  Building  Code. 

The  Chapter,  through  a  special  committee,  is  actively  cooperating  with  the  Fifth 
Avenue  Association  in  an  effort  to  devise  a  scheme  by  which  the  architectural  character 
of  the  Avenue  may  be  regulated  and  controlled  by  competent  authority. 

A  special  committee  of  the  Chapter  is  studying  the  question  of  encroachments 
of  buildings  beyond  the  street  line,  and  endeavoring  to  formulate  a  plan  whereby 
uniform  regulations  as  to  encroachments  may  be  appUed  to  all  boroughs  of  the  city. 
In  its  work  the  committee  has  in  mind  the  possibility  of  new  legislation,  in  case 
it  should  be  found  that  existing  laws  permit  of  no  encroachments. 

A  bill  has  been  introduced  in  the  State  Legislature  providing  for  the  appointment 
of  a  Municipal  Architect,  who  shall  design  and  superintend  the  construction  of  all 
municipal  buildings.  The  New  York  Chapter  favors  the  appointment  of  a  Municipal 
Architect,  pro-sdded  his  jiu-isdictiou  shall  be  limited  to  less  important  public  buildings 
and  to  those  which  are  more  or  less  repetitious,  such  as  fire  hoases,  poUce  stations, 
and  the  fike;  but  does  not  believe  that  satisfactory  results  can  be  obtained  in  more 
important  buildings  b}'  intrusting  their  design  or  supervision  to  a  Municipal  Architect; 
nor  does  it  believe  that  such  procedure  would  result  in  econom}'  to  the  city.  The 
Chapter  is  actively  opposing  the  bill  as  it  now  stands. 

The  Chapter  is  cooperating  with  the  Fine  Arts  Federation  of  New  York  in  the 
registration  and  proper  preservation  of  notable  works  of  art  in  semi-public  buildings, 
such  as  churches,  museums  and  similar  structures.  A  complete  catalogue  now 
exists  of  works  of  art  in  the  strictly  public  buildings  of  the  city. 

During  the  past  year  a  bill  was  introduced  in  the  State  Legislature,  at  the  instance 
of  the  New  York  Chapter,  regulating  the  conduct  of  architectural  competitions  for 
public  work  in  the  State,  and  with  the  support  of  the  other  New  York  State  Chapters 
the  bill  became  a  law.  The  Secretary  of  the  New  York  Chapter  is  prepared  to 
furnish  copies  of  the  bill  to  any  who  maj^  be  interested. 

The  Chapter  has  awarded  for  the  first  time  and  for  the  year  1910,  the  following 
medals  and  honorable  mentions  estabfished  in  recognition  of  the  excellence  in  exterior 
design  of  apartment  houses  erected  in  the  Boroughs  of  Manhattan  and  the  Bronx 
and  completed  within  three  years  of  the  award:

Honorable  Mention:  H.  T.  Weeks,  owner  of  the  six-story  apartment  house  at 
No.  140  Wadsworth  Avenue,  designed  by  F.  A.  Wright,  Architect.

&  Gross,  Architects.

Philadelphia  Chapter. 

At  a  banquet  held  in  commemoration  of  the  41st  Anniversary  of  the  founding  of 
the  Philadelphia  Chapter  Mr.  C.  Howard  Walker  of  Boston  deUvered  an  address 
on  the  importance  of  the  cultivation  of  the  artistic  sense  in  the  architect's  work.  He 
pointed  out  that  it  is  always  difficult  to  associate  a  business  with  an  art  and  that  the 
architect  is  expected  to  preserve  an  adequate  balance  between  the  two.  He  insisted 
that  while  imder  our  modern  conditions  the  architect  has  in  his  hands  the  direction  of 
a  vast  number  of  people  and  the  disposition  of  large  sums  of  money  he  must  not 
allow  the  artistic  end  of  his  profession  to  be  veiled  by  the  mists  of  business. 
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He  said  "American  architecture  has  received  the  praise  of  architects  of  other 
nations  because  of  its  virility  and  its  direct  attack  of  modern  problems.  Those  virtues 
are  those  of  ordinary  common  sense,  and  arc-  not  enough  in  themselves  to  justify  much 
self-satisfaction.  If  we  did  not  possess  them,  we  should  be  poor  indeed,  and  if  we 
consider  them  sufficient  our  estimate  of  architecture  is  low.  The  stress  of  education 
and  effort  should  therefore  be  towards  obtaining  distinguished  work  in  addition 
to  utilitarian  work,  towards  being  artists  in  the  profession  as  well  as  artisans.  There 
has  been  too  much  said  and  too  much  praise  accepted  for  work  on  account  of  its  cost, 
its  size,  and  its  answering  merely  the  conditions  of  utihty;  too  little  said^in  regard 
to  its  being  a  work  of  art.  The  buildings  which  have  received  the  recognition  of 
successive  generations  of  men  and  which  have  been  preserved  as  monuments  even 
beyond  their  utilitarian  usefulness,  have  not  been  those  that  merely  answered  the 
conditions  of  their  time  and  did  nothing  else.  They  have  been  those  which  were 
works  of  art  and  therefore  too  valuable  to  be  destroyed.  The  architect  realizing 
this  fact  may  well  devote  his  efforts  towards  distinguished  work,  and  fail  to  recog- 
nize the  commendation  received  for  virility  and  good  sense  as  being  sufficient  to 
warrant  the  nam.e  he  bears,  that  of  an  architect,  dealing  with  the  most  comprehensive 
and  noble  of  the  'Fine  Arts'." 

Mr.  Walker  referred  to  the  fact  that  many  of  the  truly  great  examples  of  our  earliest 
architecture  had  been  preserved,  long  after  their  original  usefulness  had  gone  by 
because  they  compelled  attention  and  demanded  preservation  by  their  very  excellence, 
their  distinguished  quality  of  finesse. 


The  November  meeting  of  the  Philadelphia  Chapter  gave  way  to  a  conference  on 
Fire  Protection  and  Equipment  of  Buildings  and  Cities. 

The  presiding  officer,  D.  Knickerbacker  Boyd,  in  introducing  Mr.  Herbert  P. 
Onyx,  representing  the  National  Fire  Protection  Association,  said,  in  part: 

"These  people  have  in  their  own  practical  way,  by  discouraging  the  use  of  com- 
bustible materials  in  building  construction,  been  doing  more  for  the  conservation  of 
our  natural  resources  than  almost  any  other  agency. 

"We  find  that  when  their  suggestions  are  followed,  charges  are  reduced  to  a 
minimum,  better  construction  is  the  result,  and  better  protection  of  life  and  property 
is  obtained. 

"In  thus  placing  a  premium  upon  good  construction  what  they  do  in  reality  is  to  put 
a  penalty  upon  poor  construction  and  it  falls  upon  us,  the  architects,  engineers  and 
builders,  to  co-operate  in  this  great  movement  by  convincing  those  who  have  capital 
to  invest  that  it  is  to  their  financial  advantage  to  use  only  permanent  materials. 

"It  behooves  us,  therefore,  to  come  together  in  such  meetings  as  these,  and  to 
exchange  helpful  suggestions,  the  published  results  of  which  will  awaken  the  public 
to  a  livelier  interest  in  their  own  welfare." 

Mr.  Herbert  P.  Onyx,  the  engineer  of  the  Associated  Factory  Mutuals  Insurance 
Companies,  then  read  a  paper  which  he  had  prepared  for  the  occasion,  during  the 
course  of  which  he  said: 
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"The  curtailment  of  the  enormous  fire  Iossps  which  we  have  sustained  in  our 
country  will  not  be  accomplished  until  the  subject  of  Fire  Prevention  and  Protection 
has  received  the  same  consideration  by  the  general  public  that  has  been  given  to  the 
stamping  out  of  contagious  diseases.  Fire,  like  disease,  has  its  origin  in  many 
sources;  records  show  that  fires  have  originated  from  over  one  hundred  different 
causes,  fully  half  of  which  can  be  traced  directly  to  carelessness,  whether  gross  or  due 
to  indifference;  negligence  and  ignorance  contribute  largely  to  the  heavy  burden  of 
fire  tax  which  is  shouldered  b}'  the  public  in  general. 

"How  long  would  the  citizens  of  any  com.munity  tolerate  a  condition  that  would 
be  conducive  to  the  spreading  of  a  contagious  disease?  Unfortunately  the  general 
public  is  not  aware  of  the  conditions  existing  in  manj-  buildings  throughout  the  land, 
which  could  justly  be  called  'death  traps,'  and  cause  as  much  heart-ache  and  sorrow 
as  the  average  di.sea.se  epidemic — in  fact  the  chances  of  a  fight  for  life  are  far  less  in 
many  existing  'death  traps'  than  they  would  be  in  an  epidemic  of  disease. 

"We  are  coming  out  of  the  dark  ages  of  waste  and  extravagance,  but  while  we  have 
made  wonderful  progress  in  the  various  arts,  sciences  and  industries,  future  genera- 
tions will  marvel  at  the  extravagance  that  was  so  long  tolerated  by  us;  we  will  be 
looked  upon  as  having  burned  up  in  thirty  years  four  and  one-half  billion  dollars,  in 
spite  of  the  fact  that  an  equal  amount  was  expended  in  fire  protection.  Here  is 
certainly  room  for  thought  and  action  on  our  part,  espscially  when  it  is  considered 
that  property  destroyed  by  fire  ropre.sents  values  absolutely  wiped  off  of  the  face 
of  the  earth,  and  which  cannot  be  replaced. 

"Although  it  v.ould  be  unreasonable  to  assume  that  fire  can,  under  all  circum- 
stances, be  prevented,  it  has  been  repeatedly  demonstrated,  however,  that  where  the 
constructive  features  and  proper  protective  appliances  are  installed  and  properly 
looked  after,  the  loss  from  fire  can  be  reduced  to  such  an  extent  that  the  cost  of  insur- 
ance is  so  low  as  hardly  to  become  a  factor  in  the  expense  accovmt. 

"The  economic  conditions  governing  the  success  of  a  manufacturing  or  mercantile 
industry  to-day  demand  that  the  business  shall  not  be  interrupted  by  fire — in  fact 
business  men  are  expecting  more  and  more  from  their  architects  and  engineers  in  this 
direction,  and  the  time  is  at  hand  when  the  obligations  of  the  architect  and  engineer 
to  his  client  in  the  design  and  execution  of  any  form  of  structure  will  not  be  fully 
discharged  unless  he  has  assured  him  that  the  means  of  prevening  and  protecting 
the  property  against  fire  have  been  thoroughly  considered  in  the  evolution  of  the 
plan. 

"The  National  Fire  Protection  Association  has  a  well  organized  laboratory  which 
is  doing  a  wonderful  work  in  the  promotion  of  better  standards,  both  in  construction 
and  in  protection,  and  the  doors  are  always  open  to  you  gentlemen,  as  it  is  fully 
realized  that  architects  and  engineers  and  builders  are  the  direct  medium  through 
which  the  advancement  in  the  curtailing  of  fire  losses  can  be  most  successfully 
accomplished."

Cleveland  Chapter. 

The  regular  monthly  meeting  of  the  Cleveland  Chapter  was  held  at  the  Hollenden 
Hotel,  Thursday  evening,  November  4.  President  Chas.  E.  Tousley  and  Mr.  B.  S. 
Hubbell  were  designated  as  delegates  to  attend  the  annual  convention  in  San  Fran- 
cisco. The  thirteenth,  annual  exhibition  of  the  Chapter  and  the  Architectural  Club 
was  held  in  December,  1910,  on  the  fourth  floor  of  the  Engineers  Building. 

Some  considerable  difficulty  was  experienced  insecm-ing  the  co-operation  of  material 
men  and  contracting  firms  with  the  Chapter  and  the  Club  in  the  campaign  of  educa- 
tion for  better  buildings,  better  materials  and  better  workmanship.  In  the  Architec- 
tural Exhibition  an  effort  was  made  by  the  committee  in  charge  to  reduce  the  expense 
in  connection  with  the  Exhibition  and  at  the  same  time  to  give  the  men  who  supply 
the  sinews  of  war  as  much  in  return  as  possible.  With  this  end  in  view  material 
men  and  other  advertisers  were  given  floor  space  at  the  exhibition  and  a  supplementary 
catalogue  to  the  regular  elaborately  illustrated  catalogue  was  issued  and  sold  at  the 
exhibition  for  a  nominal  sum.  It  contained  an  index  of  the  drawings  and  the  adver- 
tisements of  the  material  men.  This  catalogue  was  given  wide  publicity  and  con- 
tained only  the  advertisements  of  first  class,  reputable  concerns. 
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A  communication  from  the  Rhode  Island  Chapter  relating  to  the  Institute's  Code 
for  the  Conduct  of  Competitions  was  discussed.  The  sentiment  of  the  Cleveland 
Chapter  is  strongly  with  the  Code  as  helping  to  define  the  legitimate  practice  of 
architecture  as  contnisted  with  loose  methods  and  the  undignified  attitude  of  the 
uneducated  miscalled  "architect."

Cincinnati  Chapter. 

At  the  January  meeting  of  the  Chapter  Mr.  John  L.  Schearer  gave  an  illustrated 
talk  to  the  Chapter  about  the  West  Indies  and  the  Canal  Zone,  and  at  the  Febru- 
ary meeting  Dean  W.  P.  Rogers  of  the  University  Law  School  made  an  address 
on  Contracts. 

The  State  of  Ohio  has  appointed  a  commission  to  prepare  a  State  Building  Code; 
as  Cleveland  and  Cincinnati  both  have  their  building  codes  that  are  reasonably 
satisfactory,  it  is  with  some  trepidation  that  we  look  upon  the  new  Code,  particularly 
as  they  are  attempting  to  pass  sections  of  it  as  soon  as  they  are  completed  instead  of 
waiting  until  the  whole  Code  is  finished,  and  then  passing  it  in  its  entirety. 

Our  Chapter  is  making  strenuous  efforts  to  prevent  the  passage  of  this  Code  in 
sections,  and  we  are  very  desirous  of  an  opportunity  to  compare  the  new  Code  with 
our  Code,  and  if  possible  make  corrections  where  they  conflict. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Chapter  held  January  13,  1911,  the  following  resolutions 
on  the  death  of  Mr.  Samuel  Hannaford,  a  charter  member  of  the  Cincinnati  Chapter:

{From  Construction  News  of  January  I4,  1911.) 

A  rousing  -vselcomc  and  reception  v/as  given  to  the  Delegates  to  the  San  Francisco 
Convention  of  the  American  Institute  of  Architects  at  the  Art  Institute  by  the 
Illinois  Chapter  Tuesday  night,  the  function  closing  with  an  informal  dinner  in  the 
Chapter  room,  at  which  the  visitors  listened  to  a  flow  of  oratory  and  were  bade  a 
rousing  bon  voj-age  for  their  long  trip  across  the  continent. 

The  occasion  happened  to  be  the  regular  meeting  day  of  the  Illinois  Chapter,  and 
this  combined  with  the  fact  that  during  the  day  delegates  arrived  in  the  city  from 
many  points  in  the  east,  brought  out  an  unusually  large  attendance.  The  visiting 
delegates  as  well  as  the  Chicago  contingent  left  on  a  special  train  over  the  Chicago 
and  Northwestern  railroad  at  9.30  o'clock  on  Wednesday  morning. 

The  Illinois  Chapter  had  announced  that  they  would  keep  open  house  during  the 
day  for  the  visitors.  The  fact  that  the  drawings  of  the  Chicago  Plan  were  on  exhibi- 
tion in  the  Art  Institute  brought  many  of  the  delegates  there  during  the  day  and  the 
plans  were  thoroughly  gone  over  and  discussed  in  aU  their  details.  On  account 
of  the  publicity  which  has  been  given  these  plans  the  out-of-town  guests  viewed 
them  with  more  than  ordinary  curiosity,  as  in  many  of  the  cities  of  the  country 
outside  of  Chicago  and  New  Yoik  movements  are  on  foot  for  beautifying  these 
municipalities,  and  the  guests  secured  many  valuable  ideas  from  them. 

From  5  to  6.30  in  the  evening  the  members  of  the  Chapter  met  in  the  Ryerson 
Library  for  a  reception  to  the  guests.  The  reception  was  most  successful,  a  large 
number  participating  and  extending  greetings  to  those  who  had  come  in  during  the 
day  and  availed  themselves  of  the  hospitality  of  the  Chicago  men.  At  6.30  o'clock, 
the  Chapter  members  escorted  the  delegates  to  the  Chapter  room,  where  an  informal 
dinner  was  served.  Tins  occupied  some  time  and  by  the  time  the  coffee  and  cigars 
had  arrived  the  affair  had  reached  that  informal  stage  where  every  one  was  acquainted 
with  every  one  else  and  the  occasion  was  thoroughly  enjoyable.

The  Committee  on  Education  reported  that  subscriptions  were  now  secured  for 
the  full  amount  required  for  the  establishment  of  a  School  of  Design  for  Detroit,  and 
and  that  preparations  were  being  made  for  the  opening  of  the  school  in  the  fall  of  1911. 

The  Committee  on  Lectures  described  the  negotiations  pending  for  the  establish- 
ment of  the  L^niversity  Extension  for  classes  in  architecture  in  Detroit,  and  reported 
that  arrangements  would  probably  soon  be  consummated  to  that  end. 

The  Committee  on  Contracts  stated  that  the  completed  contract  form  and  general 
conditions  prepared  by  the  Institute  would  be  issued  in  the  form  of  an  advisory 
document  for  the  use  of  the  Chapters. 

The  Delegates  to  the  forty-fourth  annual  meeting  of  the  Institute  in  San  Francisco, 
were  instructed  to  indorse  and  support  the  mandatory  instructions  of  the  Code 
governing  architectural  competitions. 

The  thanks  of  the  Chapter  were  extended  to  the  retiring  officers.     Adjourned.

Yesterday  afternoon  after  the  finishing  of  the  business  of  the  meeting  the  local 
members  took  the  visiting  arcliitects  for  an  auto  drive  about  the  city,  which  covered 
in  part  the  district  set  aside  for  parkway  and  boulevard  improvement. 

Irving  K.  Pond,  president  of  the  National  Institute  of  American  Architects,  at- 
tended Saturday's  session  and  participated  in  the  deliberations. 

Instructive  papers  by  specialists  were  read  before  the  convention.  Prof.  A.  N. 
Talbot,  director  of  the  laboratory  of  applied  mechanics  of  the  University  of  lUinois, 
gave  in  detail  an  account  of  experiments  conducted  on  full  size  columns,  girders  and 
floor  slabs  of  reinforced  concrete.  His  paper  proved  highly  interesting  to  the  mem- 
bers of  the  chapter.  Professor  Talbot  is  an  authority  of  international  proifiinence 
on  the  subject  of  reinforced  concrete  construction. 

Prof.  George  W.  Stewart,  dean  of  the  department  of  physics  of  the  State  University 
of  Iowa,  read  a  well  prepared  and  practical  paper  on  architectural  acoustics,  accom- 
panying his  paper  with  diagrams  and  photographs  of  auditoriums  in  which  unsuc- 
cessful acoustical  conditions  have  been  entirely  overcome. 

Resolutions  favoring  the  establishment  of  a  Fine  Arts  Department  that  will  give 
training  in  architecture  at  the  State  University  were  adopted  by  the  Convention. 

The  Convention  will  meet  in  Ottumwa  next  year.

San  Francisco  Chapter. 
Quarterly  Meeting. 

The  quarterljf  meeting  of  the  San  Francisco  Chapter,  was  held  at  Tait's  Cafe 
on  Thursday  evening,  Januarj'  12,  1911,  in  accordance  with  the  resolution  of  the 
previous  meeting.  The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  the  President  Mr.  Mooser, 
at  8.15. 

Forty-three  members  were  present . 

Mr.  Alexander  G.  Eells  was  present  as  a  guest  of  the  Chapter. 

Before  proceeding  with  the  regular  order  of  business,  the  Chair  called  upon  Mr. 
Schulze  to  ad\'ise  the  members  as  to  what  action  had  been  taken  with  reference  to  the 
proposed  amendments  to  the  present  lien  law.  Mr  Schulze  briefly  stated  some  of 
the  points  which,  he  thought,  constituted  the  main  difference  between  the  old  and 
the  new  law,  and  his  impression  of  the  manner  in  which  the  law  would  operate.  To 
his  mind,  the  essential  difference  was  that  the  amended  law  provided  for  a  direct 
lien  with  no  limit;  and,  also,  that  the  sub-contractor  could  bj^  means  of  extras 
increase  the  amount  of  lien  without  limit.  The  law  also  imposed  additional  burdens 
on  the  owner  in  many  respects,  but  relieved  him  of  fihng  the  present  completion 
notice.  It  imposed  on  the  owner  greater  care  in  the  selection  of  an  architect  because 
loosely  drawn  plans  and  specifications  would  admit  of  the  addition  of  extras  to  the 
contract  price.  On  the  other  hand,  it  imposed  additional  burdens  on  the  architect 
inasmuch  as  it  would  require  great  care  in  the  preparation  of  his  plans  and  specifica- 
tions, and  increased  watchfulness  over  the  work. 

In  Mr.  Schulze's  opinion  the  law  would  also  operate  to  favor  segregated  contracts, 
which,  of  course,  vrould  add  to  the  work  of  the  architect.  The  law  also  requires  that 
the  owner  demand  statements  as  to  the  work  performed  on  his  building  so  that  the 
cost  should  not  exceed  the  contract  price.  The  law  proposed  a  relief  to  the  owner  by 
an  indemnity  bond,  the  value  of  which  indemnity  Mr.  Schulze  considered  question- 
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able.  The  law  also  does  away  with  the  twenty-five  per  cent  fund  at  present  withheld 
from  the  contract  price.  Mr.  Schulzesaid  that  he  had  a.'sked  Mr.  Eells  to  be  present 
in  order  to  explain  the  law  and  also,  perhaps,  to  remove  the  objections  to  what  he 
considered  the  bad  features  of  the  law.  Mr.  Schulze  stated  that  he  had  consulted 
the  directors  of  the  Chapter,  and  that  it  was  considered  a  good  plan  to  have  Mr. 
Eells  present  as  he  had  stated. 

Mr.  Polk  asked  the  pri\'ilege  of  making  a  few  remarks  before  the  speaker  should 
commence.  He  stated  that  in  his  opinion  the  Present  lien  law  favors,  first,  the 
mechanic;  and  second,  protects  the  material  man  who,  by  reason  of  the  protection 
afforded  by  the  law,  thrusts  an  irresponsible  contractor  on  the  architect.  He  believed 
in  view  of  the  misunderstanding  of  the  present  law,  that  some  explanation  should  be 
had  of  it  before  taking  up  the  new  law. 

Mr.  Schulze  asked  the  privilege  of  stating  that  he  had  omitted  to  mention  that  he 
had  consulted  with  the  representatives  of  the  Real  Estate  Board,  and  also  the 
Associated  Sa^■ings  Banks  with  regard  to  their  attitude  on  the  proposed  change  of 
the  lien  law.  He  said  that  up  to  the  present  time  no  action  had  been  taken  by  either 
board. 

Mr.  Eells  then  addressed  the  Chapter.  He  stated  that  the  present  lien  law  was 
the  worst  that  could  possibly  be  devised  for  all  parties  concerned.  He  gave  the 
histor\'  of  the  various  attempts  made  to  have  a  lien  law  which  would  be  constitu- 
tional and  afford  the  necessary  protection  to  contractor,  laborer  and  material  man. 
He  also  gave  a  brief  historj'  of  the  lien  law,  starting  with  the  Roman  law,  and  also 
referred  to  the  lien  laws  in  force  in  other  States  and  to  the  various  decisions  as  to 
the  constitutionality  of  legislation  on  the  subject  in  California.  He  stated  that, 
in  his  opinion,  the  principal  object  of  the  proposed  amendments  to  the  lien  law  was 
to  cast  out  the  elaboration  which  had  been  added  to  the  law  from  time  to  time; 
and  that  the  tendency  of  all  the  amendments  was  to  simplicity  and  directness.  He 
also  stated  that  California  was  one  of  the  few  states  which  did  not  have  a  direct 
lien  law.  He  took  up  other  features  of  the  law,  which,  in  his  opinion,  guaranteed  the 
security  of  the  owner  against  loss  by  the  filing  of  the  indemity  bond,  etc.  At  the 
conclusion  of  I\Ir.  Eells'  remarks,  on  motion  duly  made  and  seconded,  he  was  voted 
the  thanks  of  the  Chapter. 

Mr.  Reid  for  the  Committee  on  Entertainment  and  Reception  reported  progress, 
and  stated  that  most  of  the  arrangements  for  convention  week  had  been  completed; 
that  the  principal  matter  under  consideration  by  the  committee  was  the  question 
of  finance;  and  that  the  committee  hoped  the  members  of  the  chapter  would  be 
able  to  participate  in  all  the  events  of  the  convention  week  free  of  any  charge,  but 
that  it  would  be  necessary  for  the  committee  to  have  in  hand  the  balance  of  the  money 
subscribed  to  the  fund  before  a  definite  statement  could  be  made  as  to  this.  A  dis- 
cussion as  to  the  entertainment  for  the  ladies  resulted  in  a  motion  duly  seconded,  and 
carried,  that  the  committee  have  full  power  to  act  as  in  its  judgment  it  deemed  best. 

Mr.  Joseph  for  the  Legislative  Committee  read  a  draft  of  the  proposed  law  in 
relation  to  public  work,  embracing  the  amendments  which  had  been  made  when  the 
report  had  been  re-referred  to  the  committee.    After  some  discussion,  on  motion,  duly 
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seconded  and  carried,  it  was  decided  that  the  matter  be  laid  over  until  the  next 
meeting  or  a  special  meeting  called  for  the  pui-pose;  said  meeting  not  to  be  called, 
however,  until  each  member  should  have  received  a  copy  of  the  proposed  law  and 
invited  to  send  written  comments  to  the  Legislative  Committee.  Mr.  Schulze  made 
the  suggestion  that,  in  view  of  the  statements  as  to  the  cost  of  architectural  work 
in  the  State  engineer's  office,  appearing  in  the  reports,  the  Legislative  Committee 
ascertain  the  actual  cost  of  said  work.  On  motion,  duly  seconded,  and  carried,  the 
committee  was  empowered  to  employ  a  competent  man  to  expert  said  reports. 

Mr.  Schulze,  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Commercial  Bodies,  which  committee 
had  the  matter  of  the  lien  law  in  charge,  stated  that  he  had  reported  to  the  Lien  Law 
Association  that  no  action  could  be  expected  from  the  Chapter  on  the  proposed  law 
until  this  evening  as  there  would  be  no  meeting  before  that  time.  He  also  reported 
that  he  had  communicated  with  both  the  Home  Industry  League  and  Merchants' 
Association,  advising  them  that  the  Chapter  had  a  committee  on  relations  with  com- 
mercial bodies,  and  had  received  replies  that  any  business  concerning  the  architects 
would  be  taken  up  through  the  committee. 

Mr.  George  McDougall,  secretary  for  the  Committee  on  Competition  reported 
that  the  committee  had  been  in  communication  with  quite  a  number  of  pubUc  bodies 
with  regard  to  close  competition,  offering  the  advice  of  the  committee  in  preparation 
of  a  program,  etc.  He  also  stated  that  the  committee  had  offered  to  co-operate  in  the 
preparation  of  a  programme  for  the  proposed  City  Hall  competition,  should  a  pro- 
gramme be  desired. 

Letter  ballots  having  been  prepared  and  sent  out  on  the  revised  Constitution  and 
By-Laws.  Messrs.  Ross  and  Voorhess  were  appointed  tellers  to  count  the  ballots. 
Thirty-nine  ballots  were  received  and  counted,  and  as  there  was  only  one  negative 
vote  the  revised  Constitution  and  By-Laws  were  declared  adopted. 

The  Chair  asked  of  the  Chapter  whether  it- was  the  desire  of  the  Chapter  to  instruct 
the  delegation  to  the  Institute  on  any  particular  business.  On  motion  of  Mr.  Polk, 
duly  made,  seconded  and  carried,  the  Chapter's  delegation  to  the  Institute  Con- 
vention were  requested  to  lay  before  the  convention  the  resolution  adopted  at  the 
special  meeting  regarding  the  municipal  plan  and  to  ask  the  endorsement  of  the  plan 
by  the  convention. 

A  discussion  followed  as  to  the  communication  from  the  Rhode  Island  Chapter 
regarding  the  mandatory  provisions  of  the  competition  code.  It  was  moved  by  Mr. 
McDougall,  duly  seconded  and  carried,  that  the  Chapter  delegation  support  the  posi- 
tion that  the  mandatory  element  of  the  code  be  eliminated.  A  motion  to  instruct 
the  Chapter  delegates  regarding  a  proposed  amendment  to  the  By-Laws  with  refer- 
ence to  associate  membership  was  lost. 

The  next  matter  under  discussion  was  the  proposed  amendments  to  the  present 
lien  law.  After  some  debate,  it  was  finally  adopted  that  the  sentiment  of  the  Chapter 
is  opposed  to  the  suggested  amendments  to  the  present  lien  law  introduced  at  the 
instance  of  the  California  Lien  Law  Association,  and  that  the  Chapter  send  a  letter 
to  the  Governor  and  to  each  member  of  the  Assembly  and  Senate,  also  the  Associated 
Savings  Banks  and  the  Real  Estate  Board  of  San  Francisco,  expressing  the  opposition 
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of  the  Chapter  to  the  proposed  amendments;  and,  futher,  that  the  committee  of 
which  Mr.  Schulze  is  chairman  be  instructed  to  use  all  honorable  means  to  defeat 
them. 

There  being  no  further  business  before  the  Chapter,  on  motion  duly  made,  seconded 
and  carried,  the  meeting  adjourned  at  11.45  P.  M.

Mr.  A.  A.  Hubbard  of  Los  Angeles  Board  of  Public  Works  was  present  as  the  guest 
of  the  Chapter. 

On  behalf  of  the  committee  on  the  "Burnett  Tenement  House  Act,"  Mr.  John  P. 
Krempel  reported  and  presented  a  motion  which  was  seconded  and  carried,  that 
this  Chapter  forward  a  communication  to  the  Los  Angeles  Board  of  Public  Works, 
petitioning  them  to  send  Mr.  J.  J.  Backus,  chief  inspector  of  buildings,  to  attend  the 
coming  A.  L  A.  convention  to  be  held  in  San  Francisco.  As  the  committees  appointed 
by  this  Chapter  and  the  San  Francisco  Chapter  to  revise  the  "Burnett  Tenement 
House  Act"  will  meet  at  the  same  time  as  this  convention,  it  would  be  absolutely 
necessary  for  Mr.  Backus  to  be  present  at  this  meeting  in  the  interests  of  the  city  of 
Los  .Ingeles. 

A  discussion  followed  concerning  the  entertainment  of  the  architects  who  would 
visit  Los  Angeles  on  their  return  from  the  San  Francisco  convention.  A  committee 
of  five  was  appointed,  together  with  the  Chapter's  permanent  entertainment  Com- 
mittee to  raise  funds  and  prepare  a  programme  for  the  entertainment  of  the  visiting 
architects.    The  Committee  is  as  follows:

A  communication  was  read  from  the  Rhode  Island  Chapter  of  the  American 
Institute  of  Architects,  requesting  this  Chapter's  statement  of  its  views  regarding 
the  late  Competition  Code  issued  by  the  Institute.  The  Secretary  was  instructed  to 
answer  this  communication  stating  the  Chapter's  action  with  reference  to  this  Code. 

Mr.  F.  R.  Schaefer  was  next  called  upon  by  the  president  to  report  to  the  Chapter 
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concerning  the  Los  Angeles  Architectural  Club.  Mr.  Schaefer  stated  that  the  Club 
had  been  practically  installed  in  its  new  quarters  and  that  the  Chapter  members 
would  receive  an  invitation  for  the  opening  v/ithin  a  week  or  so. 

Mr.  A.  F.  Rosenheim  thereupon  spoke  about  the  coming  exhibit  to  be  given  under 
the  auspices  of  the  Los  Angeles  Architectural  Club  advising  the  members  of  this 
Chapter  to  contribute  to  the  exhibits.  A  geneial  discussion  followed  concerning  the 
advisability  of  holding  this  exhibit,  participated  in  by  various  members.

The  thirty-fourth  meeting  of  the  Southern  California  Chapter  was  held  at  the 
Hoffn:an  Cafe,  Los  Angeles,  California,  on  Tuesday,  December  13,  1910. 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  7.50  P.  M.,  by  the  President,  Frank  D. 
Hudson,  thirty  members  being  present. 

Mr.  S.  L.  Filler,  an  architect  from  Riverside,  was  the  guest  of  the  Chapter. 

On  behalf  of  the  Burnett  Tenement  House  Act  Committee,  Mr.  John  P.  Krempel, 
reported  that  he  had  an  interview  wdth  Mr.  Lyman  Farwell,  a  member  of  this  Chapter 
and  also  a  member  of  the  State  Legislature. 

On  behalf  of  the  Committee  to  entertain  the  visiting  architects  to  Los  Angeles 
after  the  San  Francisco  Convention,  Mr.  A.  F.  Rosenheim  reported  that  the  Committee 
had  held  one  meeting,  and  estabhshed  a  plan  to  entertain  the  guests  for  two  days 
with  automobile  trips  in  the  City  and  surrounding  country.  He  also  reported  that 
up  to  date  $1,110  had  been  subscribed  toward  the  fund  of  this  entertainment  and  he 
promised  a  full  report  for  the  following  meeting. 

Communications  were  next  read  as  follows: 

From  the  San  Francisco  Chapter,  tendering  an  invitation  to  the  members  of  this 
Chapter  to  be  its  guests  on  the  occasion  of  the  annual  banquet  of  the  Institute  in 
San  Francisco  at  the  coming  Convention. 

From  Glenn  Brown,  Secretary,  A.  I.  A.,  extending  the  Institute's  appreciation 
to  the  Chapter  for  their  invitation  to  the  Institute  members  to  Los  Angeles  at  the 
close  of  the  Convention.  Also  a  telegram  was  read  from  Mr.  Glenn  Brown  announc- 
ing the  probable  number  of  guests  who  would  visit  Los  Angeles  on  that  occasion. 

A  letter  was  next  read  from  Mr.  Wm.  Mooser,  the  President  of  the  San  Francisco 
Chapter  soliciting  this  Chapter's  support  in  the  passing  of  an  amendment  to  Section 
3  of  Article  2  of  the  Institute  By-Laws  at  the  coming  Convention.  The  support 
of  the  Chapter  was  unanimously  granted  upon  motion  made  by  Mr.  Myron  Hunt, 
seconded  by  Mr.  Harrison  Albright,  and  duly  carried. 

Another  commmiication  was  read  from  Mr.  Bernard  J.  Joseph,  Secretary  of  the 
Legislative  Committee  of  the  San  Francisco  Chapter.  This  communication  requested 
this  Chapter's  cooperation  in  the  passing  of  certain  State  laws  by  the  California 
State  Legislature  as  recommended  by  the  San  Francisco  Chapter. 

Mr.  John  P.  Krempel  gave  a  synopsis  of  this  said  law  and  the  Secretary  read  a 
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copy  of  an  act  to  provide  for  the  appointment  of  an  arcMtect  to  prepare  plans  and 
specifications  for  and  to  superintend  the  construction  of  public  buildings. 

It  was  moved  and  seconded  to  adopt  this  act  as  read,  with  the  exception  of  certain 
amendments  to  Section  1.  Said  amendments  to  provide  a  clause  making  it  optional 
with  the  State  authorities,  County  supervisors  of  City  building  committees  whether 
a  competition  for  a  pubhc  building  should  be  held  or  not.  Furthermore  that  this 
act  should  in  no  wise  conflict  v.ith  the  /\jnerican  Institute  of  Architects  Code  on 
competitions.     The    motion    was    carried. 

The  Committee  on  Permanent  Legislation  was  instructed  to  cooperate  u-ith  the 
Secretary  of  the  Chapter  in  formulating  a  proper  reply  to  the  San  Francisco  Chapter 
with  reference  to  this  Chapter's  action  in  the  matter  of  this  act  to  provide  for  the 
appointment,  etc.,  of  an  architect  to  prepare  plans  for  public  buildings. 

A  discussion  followed  relating  to  the  clause  in  the  Los  Angeles  City  Building 
Ordinance  regulating  the  height  of  buildings. 

Upon  motion  seconded  and  dulj'  carried,  the  Secretary  was  instructed  to  com- 
municate with  the  Los  Angeles  Citj'  Council  requesting  them  on  behalf  of  this 
Chapter  to  allow  the  present  ordinance  regulating  the  height  of  buildings  to  remain 
as  it  is. 

Mr.  Myron  Hunt  ne.xt  spoke  about  the  coming  e.xliibit  of  the  Los  Angeles  Archi- 
tectural Club,  followed  by  remarks  on  the  same  subject  by  Mr.  Elmer  Grey. 

The  President  next  called  upon  Mr.  S.  L.  Pillar  of  Pomona,  who  addressed  the 
Chapter  with  a  few  remarks. 

The  President  next  announced  that  the  Los  Angeles  Architectural  Club  had 
contributed  SlOO  toward  the  fund  to  entertain  the  architects  who  would  visit  Los 
Angeles  at  the  close  of  the  Institute  Convention  to  be  held  in  San  Francisco.  The 
Secretary  was  instructed  to  reply  to  the  Los  Angeles  Architectural  Club,  extending 
the  Chapter's  vote  of  thanks. 

Various  discussions  followed  for  the  good  of  the  profession,  and  the  meeting 
adjourned  at  10.20  P.  M.

Washington  State  Chapter. 

Since  the  Annual  meeting  of  the  Washington  State  Chapter,  on  November  2, 
the  Chapter  has  held  regular  meetings  on  December  7  and  January  4. 

At  the  former  meeting  the  Chapter  voted  to  contribute  $50.00  toward  the  work 
of  the  Washington  Building  Arts  and  Crafts  Association  which  is  promoting  an 
amendment  to  the  lien  law  of  the  State.  In  connection  with  this  the  feeling  was 
general  among  the  members  that  architects  should  be  excluded  from  the  provisions 
of  the  bill. 

Messrs  C.  H.  Bebb,  D.  J.  Myers  and  W.  R.  B.  Willcox  were  named  as  delegates 
to  the  44th  Annual  Convention  of  the  American  Institute  of  Architects  to  be  held 
in  San  Francisco,  Januarj'  17-19,  1911. 

In  previous  legislatures  bills  for  the  licensing  of  architects  have  failed  of  passage 
and  the  advisability  of  advocating  such  a  bill  at  the  present  legislature  was  discussed. 
As  a  result  a  committee  was  named  to  consider  the  matter. 

Mr.  Bebb  made  a  full  report  of  the  Special  Committee  on  the  Ufe  of  steel  buildings, 
which  was  undertaken  in  the  interest  of  the  Metropolitan  Building  Company  of 
Seattle,  giving  the  substance  of  information  received  from  a  number  of  authoritative 
sources. 
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At  the  latter  meeting,  tlie  time  was  given  up  almost  entirely  to  the  reports  of 
various  committees  dealing  with  matters  of  importance  solely  to  the  Chapter,  such 
as  arrangements  for  official  headquarters  in  the  Chamber  of  Commerce,  certain 
amendments  deemed  advisable  in  the  Chapter's  Constitution  and  By-Laws,  and  the 
progress  made  in  the  advocac^y  of  the  amendment  to  the  lien  law. 

The  feeling  was  expressed  that  greater  pubhcity  should  be  given  the  work  of  the 
Chapter  and  measures  were  proposed  to  accomplish  that  result. 

Delegates  to  the  Annual  Convention,  A.  I.  A.  received  instructions  to  favor  a 
cha:ige  in  the  Code  on  Competitions  allowing  greater  latitude  on  the  part  of  Sub- 
committees in  deahng  with  purely  local  cases.  Also,  if  the  question  arose  to  represent 
the  sentiment  of  the  Chapter  as  in  favor  of  the  six  per  cent,  rate  for  architectural 
Service.

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OBITUARIES. 
Charles  W.  Clinton,  F.  A.  I.  A. 

Mr.  Charles  W.  Clinton  was  born  in  New  York  City  in  1838,  where  af,ter  being 
graduated  from  the  public  schools  he  took  up  the  study  of  Architecture  under 
Richard  Upjohn.  He  early  formed  a  partnership  with  Mr.  William  Hamilton 
Russell  which  partership  existed  up  to  the  time  of  his  death.  Among  the  most 
prominent  of  his  works  may  be  mentioned  the  New  York  Athletic  Club,  the  Mutual 
Life  Insurance  Building,  Brown  Bros.  &  Company  Building,  Bank  of  America, 
Mechanics'  Bank,  Wilkes  Central  Trust  Company,  MetropoUtan  Trust  Company, 
Continental  Insurance  Company  and  Stokes  Buildings,  also  the  Seventh  Regiment 
Armory.  In  conjunction  with  Mr.  Russell,  they  were  the  Architects  for  the  Hudson 
Terminal  Buildings,  the  Whitehall  Annex,  the  old  Broad  and  Wall  Street  Exchanges, 
Exchange  Court,  Atlantic  Mutual,  Sixty  Wall  Street,  Hotel  Astor,  the  Apthrop 
Appartments  and  the  Seventy-first  Regiment  Armory. 

Mr.  Clinton,  was  elected  an  Associate  of  the  Institute  in  the  year  of  its  organization 
1857,  and  a  Fellow  in  1864.  Since  the  death  of  Mr.  E.  G.  Lind,  in  July,  1909, 
Mr.  Clinton  and  Prof.  Charles  Babcock  of  Cornell  University,  the  latter  the  only 
surviving  founder,  were  the  only  living  members  of  the  Institute  who  joined  during 
the  year  of  its  organization. 

Mr.  Clinton  died  at  his  home  in  New  York  City,  December  1,  1910. 

Under  Chapter  notes  will  be  found  the  action  of  the  New  York  Chapter  on  the 
death  of  Mr.  Clinton. 

WiLLiAii  C.  Brocklesby,  A.  A.  I.  A. 

Wm.  C.  Brocklesby  was  born  at  Hartford,  Conn.,  May  28,  1848.  Son  of  Prof. 
John  Brocklesby  of  Trinity  College.  He  attended  the  Hartford  High  School  and 
was  graduated  from  Trinitj'  College  in  1869.  Mr.  Brocklesby  studied  with  Richard 
Upjohn,  Architect,  New  York.  Among  his  principal  works  may  be  mentioned: 
Brown  School,  Noah  Webster  School,  National  Fire  Insurance  Building,  Church  of 
the  Redeemer,  Tentative  plans  for  New  Mimicipal  Bmlding. 

He  was  a  member  of  the  Connecticut  Chapter,  A.  I.  A.;  Hartford  Club;  Players 
Club,  New  York  and  I.  K.  A.  College  Fraternity.  He  was  elected  an  Associate 
of  the  American  Institute  of  Architects  in  1901.  Mr.  Brocklesby  died  at  Hartford, 
Conn.,  October  9,  1910.

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Joseph  T.  Greene,  A.  I.  A.  A. 
{From  the  Milton  [Mass.]  Record.) 

Joseph  T.  Greene,  son  of  Dr.  James  S.  and  the  late  Laura  Tilden  Greene,  died 
February  18,  1911,  at  his  home,  1107  Washington  Street,  Lower  Mills.  He  had 
been  ill  with  pneumonia  only  a  few  days  Mr.  Greene  was  born  in  East  Boston, 
July  22,  1862,  but  came  to  the  Lower  Mills  with  his  parents  when  only  a  few  years  of 
age.  He  attended  the  Stoughton  School.  He  was  an  architect  by  profession,  and 
designed  among  other  buildings,  the  Bispham  Building  at  the  Lower  Mills,  the 
Lithgrow  Building  at  Codman  square,  many  residences  in  Milton  and  elsewhere, 
and  the  Masonic  apartments  in  Associates'  Building. 

Mr.  Greene  was  prominent  in  the  Masonic  fraternity,  being  one  of  the  oldest 
members  of  JNIacedonian  Lodge,  and  its  Master  in  1903-04.  He  was  a  member 
of  Dorchester  Royal  Arch  Chapter,  Joseph  Warren  Commandery,  Knights  Templar, 
and  of  32d  degree  rank  in  the  Scottish  Rite.  He  was  also  a  member  of  the  Boston 
Society  of  Architects. 

Mr.  Greene  was  elected  an  Associate  of  the  American  Institute  of  Architects 
in  1901. 

Samuel  Hannaford,  F.  A.  I.  A. 
{From  the  Western  Architect  and  Builder  of  January  12,  1911.) 

Mr.  Hannaford  was  born  in  Devonshire,  England,  April  7,  1835.  Ten  years 
later  his  father  moved  to  America  and  settled  on  a  farm  near  Cincinnati .  He  attended 
the  pubhc  schools  and  later  graduated  from  Farmer's  College,  College  Hill.  He 
studied  architecture  in  the  office  of  John  R.  Hamilton  and  in  1857  opened  an  office 
for  himself  on  Third  Street.  Later  he  and  Edward  Anderson  entered  into  part- 
nership as  Anderson  &  Hannaford.  In  1870  the  partnership  was  dissolved.  Then, 
after  four  year's  independent  work,  Mr.  Hannaford  formed  a  partnership  with 
Edwin  B.  Procter  as  Hannaford  &  Proctor.  After  two  years  Mr.  Hannaford  resumed 
independent  practice,  till  1887,  when  the  firm  of  Samuel  Hannaford  &  Sons  was 
formed,  with  Harvey  E.  and  Charles  E.  Hannaford. 

Mr.  Hannaford  work  as  an  architect  is  to  be  seen  all  over  Cincinnati  and  through- 
out the  Middle  West.  He  designed  Music  Hall,  the  City  Hall,  the  Grand  and  Palace 
Hotels,  St.  Paul  office  building,  Methodist  Book  Concern's  building,  Odd  Fellow's 
Temple,  the  Cincinnati  Work  House,  the  older  of  the  Cincinnati  University  Buildings, 
the  Annex  to  the  State  Capitol  at  Columbus,  Ohio,  the  Court  Houses  of  Green, 
Monroe  and  W^ashington  Counties,  Ohio,  and  the  one  at  Terra  Haute,  Ind.  Many 
of  Cincinnati's  finest  residences  were  designed  by  him,  probably  the  most  prominent 
being  "Dalvay,"  Clifton,  the  home  of  the  late  Alexander  McDonald. 
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Mr.  Hannaford  was  a  charter  member  of  the  Cincinnati  Chapter,  American 
Institute  of  Architects,  in  which  he  was  elected  to  honorary  life  membership  some 
time  ago.  He  took  a  keen  interest  in  all  that  concerned  the  well  being  of  his  pro- 
fession and  at  different  times  read  important  papers  before  the  Chapter.  A  few 
years  ago,  when  it  was  proposed  to  pass  in  Ohio  a  license  law  for  architects,  he 
made  a  most  eloquent  address  in  opposition  before  a  meeting  of  the  Cincinnati 
architects,  with  the  result  that  they  united  in  a  successful  effort  to  defeat  the  pro- 
posed bill. 

Years  ago  Mr.  Hannaford  took  an  active  interest  as  an  officer  and  teacher  in  the 
Ohio  Mechanics'  Institute.  He  was  a  great  advocate  of  manual  training  and  technical 
education,  many  times  in  his  writings  drawing  attention  to  their  need  and  value. 
Being  interested  in  the  subject,  he  had  while  abroad  at  different  times  taken  pains  to 
inform  himself  concerning  what  was  being  done  in  the  cities  visited.  He  particularly 
studied  what  was  being  done  by  the  London  County  Council  in  regard  to  the  educa- 
tion of  mechanics  and  the  housing  of  the  poor,  in  which  subjects  he  was  also  much 
interested. 

In  the  early  stages  of  the  agitation  for  the  new  Building  Code  for  Cincinnati 
he  did  much  active  work  on  the  Committee  then  working  on  it.  Especially  was  he 
a  strong  beUever  in  the  duty  of  the  commimity  in  insisting  upon  proper  provision  for 
sanitation  in  those  classes  of  buildipgs  that  the  poor  are  by  necessity  forced  to  live  in. 

In  his  long  years  before  the  public  as  an  architect,  during  which  the  greatest 
structure  that  he  erected  was  the  character  of  a  strong,  just  and  able  man,  and  withal 
a  kindly  gentleman,  he  gained  a  reputation  that  gave  him  great  influence.  After 
retiring  from  active  practice  as  an  architect  he  consented  to  edit  the  Western  Architect 
and  Builder,  and  since  then  by  the  use  of  his  pen  he  had  used  his  influence  to  advocate 
those  things  that  he  thought  good  for  the  community,  and  just  as  outspokenly  oppose 
those  things  that  he  believed  injurious. 

If  the  buUding  of  gentle,  sympathetic,  just,  strong  and  steadfast  character  be  the 
aim  of  human  life,  then  Samuel  Hannaford  was  the  most  successful  man  that  we 
have  known. 

Mr.  Hannaford  was  elected  a  Fellow  of  the  American  Institute  of  Architects 
in  1870,  and  was  a  Member  in  good  standing  at  the  time  of  his  death  which  occurred 
January  7,  1911. 

Under  Chapter  Notes  will  be  found  the  action  of  the  Cincinnati  Chapter  on  the 
death  of  Mr.  Hannaford. 

John  M.  Carrere,  F.  A.  I.  A. 

{From  New  York  Times  of  March  2,  1911.) 

John  Merven  Carrere,  who  died  March  1,  1911,  as  a  member  of  the  architectural 
firm  of  Carrere  &  Hastings,  had  for  many  years  been  one  of  the  best  known  figures  in 
the  artistic  circles  of  this  city.     Noi  only  as  an  architect,  but  also  as  one  who  was 
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deeply  interested  in  all  that  pertained  to  art  in  its  widest  sense  he  had  done  good  work, 
and  his  personal  popularity  among  his  associates  made  his  influence  in  the  public 
movements  in  which  he  was  interested  very  great. 

He  was  born  in  Rio  Janeiro.  Brazil,  on  November  9,  1858,  but  both  his  parents, 
John  Merven  Carrere  and  Anna  Louisa  Maxwell  Carrdre,  were  Americans.  On  his 
father's  side  he  was  descended  from  a  French  family  that  came  to  this  counrty  in 
the  French  Revolution  and  settled  in  Baltimore,  and  he  was  connected  with  the 
Walshes,  Calhouns,  and  Buchanans.  His  mother  was  a  daughter  of  the  founder  of 
the  house  of  Maxwell,  Wright  &  Co.,  of  which  his  father  became  senior  partner. 

Mr.  Carrere  was  educated  in  the  public  schools  of  Lausanne,  Switzerland,  and  at 
the  Institute  of  Breidenstein,  Grenchen,  and  he  received  his  first  art  instruction 
in  the  Ecole  des  Beaux  Arts  of  Paris.  It  was  there  he  met  Thomas  Hastings,  who 
was  also  a  student  and  was  to  become  his  partner.  Mr.  Carrere  was  in  Paris  for  five 
years,  from  1877  to  1882,  and  his  studies  were  directed  by  Prof.  Victor  Ruprich 
Robert,  Inspector  General  of  Historical  Monuments  in  France,  and  Leon  Ginain, 
architect  of  the  School  of  Medicine  and  of  the  Museum  Galliera  and  a  member  of 
the  Institute  of  France. 

Returning  to  the  United  States,  Mr.  Carrere  for  a  j^ear  devoted  himself  to  the 
construction  of  the  first  panoramas  displayed  in  this  country,  which  were  erected 
in  Chicago  and  this  city.  Then  he  went  back  to  the  regular  course  of  his  profession 
and  entered  the  office  of  McKim,  Mead  &  White,  working  as  a  draftsman  particu- 
larly under  Mr.  McKim  and  Mr.  Mead.  Here,  too,  he  found  Mr.  Hastings  at  work, 
and  in  the  spring  of  1885  they  decided  to  set  up  for  themselves. 

Their  first  notable  work  was  the  erection  of  two  hotels  at  St.  Augustine,  Fla.,  the 
Ponce  de  Leon  and  the  Alcazar,  and  the  profession  watched  with  a  good  deal  of  inter- 
est to  see  exactly  the  style  they  would  follow.  It  was  assumed  that,  as  graduates 
of  the  Ecoles  des  Beaux  Arts,  they  would  naturally  adopt  French  ideas,  but  it  was 
discovered  that  they  had  shown  a  great  deal  of  originality,  and,  while  showing  traces 
of  Spanish  influence  and  conforming  in  some  degree  to  the  general  simplicity  of 
the  other  buildings  of  St.  Augustine,  they  developed  a  great  deal  of  strength  of  their 
own. 

The  firm  at  once  was  recognized  as  one  to  be  reckoned  with,  and  important  com- 
missions came  fast  to  the  vigorous  young  designers.  The  Methodist  and  Presby- 
terian Memorial  Churches  in  St.  Augustme  were  also  intrusted  to  them,  and  soon 
their  work  was  seen  in  New  York  in  such  buildings  as  the  Pierce  Building,  a  down- 
town warehouse,  the  Mail  and  Express  Building,  203  Broadway,  and  Henrj'T.  Sloane's 
house,  in  East  Seventj'-second  Street.  In  other  cities  the  firm  was  responsible  for 
the  Paterson  City  Hall,  the  Jefferson  Hotel,  Richmond,  Va.;  the  Laurel-in-the- 
Pines,  Lakewood,  N.  J.;  the  Central  Congregational  Church,  Providence,  R.  I., 
and  the  Rome  High  School,  Rome,  N.  Y. 

Generally  speaking,  the  firm  worked  in  the  Renaissance  style,  and  adapted  it 
to  American  needs  with  a  sincerity  and  freshness  that  commended  itseK  to  all  who 
had  longed  for  the  evolution  of  a  true  American  architectiure. 

Before  they  had  been  long  in  practice  they  were  invited  to  join  in  many  competi- 
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tions.  Their  chief  triumph,  by  which  their  names  will  alwaj's  be  remembered  in 
this  city,  was  the  accej^tance  of  their  design  for  the  new  Public  Library,  at  Fifth 
Avenue  and  Forty-second  Street.  In  this  they  adopted  the  classic  style,  and  the 
purity  of  its  outline  and  the  air  of  dignit.y  and  strength  it  enjoys  have  won  the  com- 
mendation of  critics  from  every  land. 

One  of  their  most  important  commissions  in  recent  years  was  the  design  for  the 
New  Theatre  of  this  city.  They  also  made  the  plans  for  the  Richmond  Borough  Hall. 
Another  notable  building  erected  by  them  was  the  Life  Building,  19  West  Thirty- 
first  Street,  and  their  design  for  the  National  Academy  of  Design  on  Morningside 
Heights  was  accepted,  although  never  put  into  execution.  Other  buildings  the  firm 
drew  plans  for  were  the  House  and  Senate  Public  Office  Buildings  in  Washington, 
the  Administration  Building  of  the  Carnegie  Institute,  the  City  Hall  of  Portland, 
Me.;  fourteen  Carnegie  Libraries,  Woolsey  Hall  at  Yale,  and  Rockefeller  and  Smith 
Halls  at  Cornell. 

They  designed  city  houses  for  Elihu  Root  and  George  L.  Rives,  and  the  country 
estates  of  E.  C.  Benedict,  Giraud  Foster,  C.  H.  Tenny,  Ledyard  Blair,  E.  H.  Harri- 
man,  Mary  Guggenheim,  Otto  Kahn,  H.  M.  Flagler,  and  Col.  O.  H.  Payne.  They 
also  made  the  plans  for  the  McKinley  Monument  in  Buffalo  and  the  Lafayette 
Monument  in  Paris.  They  laid  out  St.  John  Park  and  Hamilton  F^sli  Park  in  this 
city  and  are  responsible  for  the  approaches  and  architectural  decorations  of  the 
Manhattan  Bridge.  Recently  the  firm  was  commissioned  to  make  improvements 
on  Thomas  F.  Ryan's  house  in  Fifth  Avenue. 

Outside  of  Mr.  Carrere  strictly  professional  pursuits,  he  was  always  ready  to  give 
his  time  and  energy  to  any  public  cause,  especially  one  connected  with  the  furtherance 
of  art.  He  was  the  candidate  put  forward  by  the  profession  of  architects  for  the 
office  of  Government  supervising  architect  imder  President  Cleveland's  second 
Administration,  but  declined  the  honor.  Last  year  he  took  a  leading  part  in  the 
opposition  to  the  plan  for  erecting  the  new  Court  House  in  City  Hall  Park,  and 
appeared  against  it  before  the  Board  of  Estimates.  Mr.  Carrere  was  also  Chairman 
of  the  Board  of  Architects  of  the  Pan-American  Exposition  at  Buffalo  and  designed 
the  block  plan,  the  trimnphal  entrance  bridge,  and  all  the  landscape  features. 

He  was  a  member  of  the  Group  Plan  Commission,  created  by  the  State  of  Ohio, 
which  remodeled  and  redesigned  a  part  of  the  City  of  Cleveland.  After  this  he  was 
appointed  to  similar  commissions  for  the  cities  of  Baltimore,  Md.,  and  Grand  Rapids, 
Mich.  As  consulting  architect  for  the  Government,  he  designed  the  annex  to  the 
Capitol  at  Washington  used  as  the  Senate  Office  Building.  As  Chairman  of  the 
Education  Committee  of  the  Beaux  Arts  Society  he  was  aggressive  in  a  work  that 
resulted  in  establishing  the  American  prize  scholarship  in  architecture,  and  acted 
in  cooperation  to  put  on  a  firm  basis  the  courses  in  architecture  at  the  universities. 
He  was  a  founder  of  the  Fine  Arts  Federation  of  New  York  City  and  of  the  Art 
Commission  of  Nev/  York  City. 

The  honor  that  Mr.  Carrere  always  said  himself  he  prized  most  highly  was  his 
election  as  an  Academician  in  the  National  Academy  of  Design.  He  was  also 
a  member  of  the  National  Institute  of  Arts  and  Letters  and  a  Director  of  the  Academy 
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at  Rome.     He  was  recently  appointed  a  special  IccturiT  in  architectural  subjects 
at  Harvard  University. 

He  was  a  member  of  the  Architectural  League,  a  Vice  President  of  the  National 
Sculpture  Society,  and  had  been  twice  President  of  both  the  New  York  Chapter 
of  the  American  Institute  of  Architects  and  of  the  Beaux  Arts  Society  of  New  York. 
He  was  also  a  member  of  the  Century  Club,  and  was  one  of  the  founders  of  both 
the  Richmond  County  Good  Government  Club  and  the  Staten  Island  Club. 

John  M.  Carrere's  Funeral, 
the  new  library  opened  to  the  public  for  a  view  of  hi.'*  body. 

{From  New  York  Suv  of  March  4,  1911.) 

The  tribute  that  was  paid  to  John  M.  Carrere,  the  distinguished  architect,  who 
was  buried  yesterday,  was  offered  not  only  by  his  intimate  friends  but  by  two  thou- 
sand persons  who  knew  and  admired  his  work.  For  the  first  time  the  doors  of  the 
new  Public  Library,  of  which  Mr.  Carrere  was  one  of  the  designers,  were  thrown 
open.  The  body  of  the  architect  lay  in  state  in  the  Fifth  Avenue  rotunda  of  the 
library  for  an  hour  and  in  that  time  all  sorts  of  folks  filed  by  the  casket.  Two  Ameri- 
can flags  draped  with  mourning  were  hung  from  the  Fifth  Avenue  portico  in  the 
afternoon. 

Shortly  before  ten  o'clock  yesterday  morning,  the  funeral  procession  left  St. 
Agnes's  Chapel  in  West  Ninety-second  street  and  moved  to  the  library  in  Bryant 
Park.  The  honorary  pallbearers  were:  C.  Grant  La  Farge  of  the  New  York  Chapter 
of  the  American  Institute  of  Architects;  A.  A.  Boring  of  the  Architectural  league 
of  New  York;  John  W.  Alexander  of  the  National  Academy  of  Design.  H.  A. 
McNeil  of  the  National  Sculpture  Society,  W.  R.  Mead  of  the  American  Academy 
in  Rome,  George  B.  Post  of  the  American  Institute  of  Architects,  Donn  Barber 
of  the  Society  of  Beaux  Arts  Architects,  Dr.  Henry  van  Dyke  of  the  National  Insti- 
tute of  Arts  and  Letters,  Park  Commissioner  Stover,  who  represented  the  City. 

Mr.  Carrdre  was  elected  a  Fellow  of  the  American  Institute  of  Architects  in  1891 
and  was  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Directors  at  the  time  of  his  death,  having  served 
in  this  capacity  aLso  from  1897  to  1899  and  from  1901  to  1903.

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PROFESSIONAL   PRACTICE    OF   ARCHITECTS    AND   SCHEDULE    OF 
PROPER  MINIMUM  CHARGES. 


1.  The  architect's  professional  services  consist  of  the  necessary  conferences, 
the  preparation  of  preliminary  studies,  working  drawings,  specifications,  large 
scale  and  full  size  detail  drawings,  and  of  the  general  direction  and  supervision  of 
the  work,  for  which,  except  as  hereinafter  mentioned,  the  minimum  charge,  based 
upon  the  total  cost*  of  the  work  complete,  is  six  per  cent. 

2.  On  residential  work,  on  alterations  to  existing  buildings  on  monuments, 
furniture,  decorative  and  cabinet  work  and  landscape  architecture,  it  is  proper 
to  make  a  higher  charge  than  above  indicated. 

3.  The  architect  is  entitled  to  compensation  for  articles  purchased  under  his 
direction,  even  though  not  designed  by  him. 

4.  If  an  operation  is  conducted  under  separate  contracts,  rather  than  under 
a  general  contract,  it  is  proper  to  charge  a  special  fee  in  addition  to  the  charges 
mentioned  elsewhere  in  this  schedule. 

5.  Where  the  architect  is  not  otherwise  retained,  consultation  fees  for  profes- 
sional advice  are  to  be  paid  in  proportion  to  the  importance  of  the  questions  involved 
and  services  rendered. 

6.  Where  heating,  ventilating,  m.echanical,  structural,  electrical  and  sanitary 
problems  are  of  such  a  nature  as  to  require  the  services  of  a  specialist,  the  owner 
is  to  pay  for  such  services.  Chemical  and  mechanical  tests  and  surveys,  when 
required,  are  to  be  paid  for  by  the  owner. 

7.  Necessary  traveling  expenses  are  to  be  paid  by  the  owner. 

8.  If,  after  a  definite  scheme  has  been  approved,  changes  in  drawings,  speci- 
fications or  other  documents  are  required  by  the  owner;  or  if  the  architect  be  put 
to  extra  labor  or  expense  by  the  delinquency  or  insolvency  of  a  contractor,  the 
architect  shall  be  paid  for  such  additional  services  and  expense. 

9.  Payments  to  the  architect  are  due  as  his  work  progresses  in  the  following 
order:  Upon  completion  of  the  preliminary  studies,  one-fifth  of  the  entire  fee; 
upon  completion  of  specifications  and  general  working  drawings  (exclusive  of 
details),  two-fifths  additional,  the  remainder  being  due  from  time  to  time  in  pro- 
portion to  the  amount  of  service  rendered.     Until  an  actual  estimate  is  received, 

♦The  total  cost  is  to  be  interpreted  as  the  cost  of  all  materials  and  labor  necessary  to  complete 
the  work,  plus  contractors'  profits  and  expenses,  as  such  cost  would  be  if  all  materials  were  new 
and  all  labor  fully  paid,  at  market  prices  current  when  the  work  was  ordered. 
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charges  are  based  upon  the  proposed  cost  of  the  work  and  payments  received  are  on 
account  of  the  entire  fee. 

10.  In  case  of  the  abandonment  or  suspension  of  the  work,  the  basis  of  settle- 
ment is  to  be  as  follows:  For  preliminary  studies,  a  fee  in  accordance  with  the 
character  and  magnitude  of  the  work;  for  preliminary  studies,  specifications  and 
general  working  drawings  (exclusive  of  details),  three-fifths  of  the  fee  for  complete 
services. 

11.  The  supervision  of  an  architect  (as  distinguished  from  the  continuous 
personal  superintendence  which  may  be  secured  by  the  employment  of  a  clerk- 
of-the-works  or  superintendent  of  construction)  means  such  inspection  by  the 
architect  or  his  deputy,  of  work  in  studios  and  shops  or  a  building  or  other  work 
in  process  of  erection,  completion  or  alteration,  as  he  finds  necessary  to  ascertain 
whether  it  is  being  executed  in  general  conformity  with  his  drawings  and  speci- 
fications or  directions.  He  has  authority  to  reject  any  part  of  the  work  which  does 
not  so  conform  and  to  order  its  removal  and  reconstruction.  He  has  authority 
to  act  in  emergencies  that  may  arise  in  the  course  of  construction,  to  order  neces- 
sary charges,  and  to  define  the  intent  and  meaning  of  the  drawings  and  specifications. 
On  operations  where  a  clerk-of-the-works  or  superintendent  of  construction  is 
required,  the  architect  shall  employ  such  assistance  at  the  owner's  expense. 

12.  Drawings  and  specifications,  as  instruments  of  service,  are  the  property 
of  the  architect.

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A  CIRCULAR  OF  ADVICE  RELATIVE  TO  PRINCIPLES  OF  PROFESSIOJ^AL 
PRACTICE  AND  THE  CANONS  OF  ETHICS. 


The  American  Institute  of  Architects,  seeking  to  maintain  a  high  standard  of 
practice  and  conduct  on  the  part  of  its  members  as  a  safeguard  of  the  important 
financial,  technical  and  esthetic  interests  entrusted  to  them,  offers  the  following 
advice  relative  to  professional  practice: 

The  profession  of  architecture  calls  for  men  of  the  highest  integrity,  business 
capacity  and  artistic  ability.  The  architect  is  entrusted  with  financial  undertakings 
in  which  his  honesty  of  purpose  must  be  above  suspicion;  he  acts  as  professional 
adviser  to  his  client  and  his  advice  must  be  absolutely  disinterested;  he  is  charged 
with  the  exercise  of  judicial  functions  as  between  client  and  contractors  and  must 
act  with  entire  impartiality;  he  has  moral  responsibilities  to  his  professional  associ- 
ates and  subordinates;  finally,  he  is  engaged  in  a  profession  which  carries  with  it 
grave  responsibility  to  the  public.  These  duties  and  responsibilities  cannot  be 
properly  discharged  unless  his  motives,  conduct  and  ability  are  such  as  to  command 
respect  and  confidence. 

No  set  of  rules  can  be  framed  which  will  particularize  all  the  duties  of  the  archi- 
tect in  his  various  relations  to  his  clients,  to  contractors,  to  his  professional  brethren, 
and  to  the  public.  The  following  principles  should,  however,  govern  the  conduct 
of  members  of  the  profession  and  should  serve  as  a  guide  in  circumstances  other  than 
those  enumerated: 

1.  On  the  Architect's  Status. 

The  architect's  relation  to  his  client  is  primarily  that  of  professional  adviser; 
this  relation  continues  throughout  the  entire  course  of  his  service.  When,  however, 
a  contract  has  been  executed  between  his  client  and  a  contractor  by  the  terms  of 
which  the  architect  becomes  the  official  interpreter  of  its  conditions  and  the  judge 
of  its  performance,  an  additional  relation  is  created  under  which  it  is  incumbent 
upon  the  architect  to  side  neither  with  client  nor  contractor,  but  to  use  his  powers 
under  the  contract  to  enforce  its  faithful  performance  by  both  parties.  The  fact 
that  the  architect's  payment  comes  from  the  client  does  not  invalidate  his  obligation 
to  act  with  impartiality  to  both  parties. 

2.  On  Preliyninary  Draitdngs  and  Estimates. 

The  architect  at  the  outset  should  impress  upon  the  client  the  importance  of 
sufficient  time  for  the  preparation  of  drawings  and  specifications.     It  is  the  duty  of 
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the  architect  to  make  or  secure  preliminary  estimates  when  requested,  but  he  should 
acquaint  the  client  with  their  conditional  character  and  inform  him  that  complete 
and  final  figures  can  be  had  only  from  complete  and  final  drawings  and  specifications. 
If  an  unconditional  limit  of  cost  be  imposed  before  such  drawings  are  made  and 
estimated,  the  architect  must  be  free  to  make  such  adjustments  as  seem  to  him 
necessarj-.  Since  the  architect  should  assume  no  responsibility  that  may  prevent 
him  from  giving  his  client  disinterested  advice,  he  should  not,  by  bond  or  otherwise, 
guarantee  any  estimate  or  contract. 

3.  On  Superintendence  and  Expert  Services. 

On  all  work  except  the  simplest,  it  is  to  the  interest  of  the  owner  to  employ  a 
superintendent  or  clerk  of  the  works.  In  many  engineering  problems  and  in  certain 
specialized  esthetic  problems,  it  is  to  his  interest  to  have  the  services  of  special  experts 
and  the  architect  should  so  inform  him.  The  experience  and  special  knowledge  of  the 
architect  make  it  to  the  advantage  of  the  owner  that  these  persons,  although  paid 
by  the  owner,  should  be  selected  by  the  architect  under  whose  direction  they  are  to 
work. 

4.  On  the  Architect's  Charges. 

The  Schedule  of  Charges  of  the  American  Institute  of  Architects  is  recognized 
as  a  proper  minimum  of  payment.  The  locality  or  the  nature  of  the  work,  the  quality 
of  services  to  be  rendered,  the  skill  of  the  practitioner  or  other  circumstances  fre- 
quently justify  a  higher  charge  than  that  indicated  by  the  Schedule. 

5.  On  Payment  for  Expert  Service. 

The  architect  when  retained  as  an  expert,  whether  in  connection  with  competi- 
tions or  otherwise,  should  receive  a  compensation  proportionate  to  the  responsibility 
and  difficulty  of  the  serv'ice.  No  duty  of  the  architect  is  more  exacting  than  such 
service,  and  the  honor  of  the  profession  is  involved  in  it.  Under  no  circumstances 
should  experts  knowingly  name  prices  in  competition  with  each  other. 

6.  On  Selection  of  Bidders  or  Contractors. 

The  architect  should  advise  the  client  in  the  selection  of  bidders  and  in  the 
award  of  the  contract.  In  advising  that  none  but  trustworthy  bidders  be  invited 
and  that  the  award  be  made  only  to  contractors  who  are  reliable  and  competent, 
the  architect  protects  the  interests  of  his  client. 

7.  On  Duties  to  the  Contractor. 

As  the  architect  decides  whether  or  not  the  intent  of  his  plans  and  specifications 
is  properly  carried  out,  he  should  take  special  care  to  see  that  these  drawings  and 
specifications  are  complete  and  accurate,  and  he  should  never  call  upon  the  con- 
tractor to  make  good  oversights  or  errors  in  them  nor  attempt  to  shirk  responsibility 
by  indefinite  clauses  in  the  contract  or  specifications. 

8.  On  Engaging  in  the  Building  Trades. 

The  architect  should  not  directly  or  indirectly  engage  in  any  of  the  building 
trades.  If  he  has  any  financial  interest  in  any  building  material  or  device,  he  should 
not  specify  or  use  it  without  the  knowledge  and  approval  of  his  client. 
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9.  On  Accepting  Commissions  or  Favors. 

The  architect  should  not  receive  any  commission  or  any  substantial  service 
from  a  contractor  or  from  any  interested  person  other  than  his  client. 

10.  On  Encouraging  Good  Workmanship. 

The  large  powers  with  which  the  architect  is  invested  should  be  used  with 
judgment.  While  he  must  condemn  bad  work,  he  should  commend  good  work. 
Intelligent  initiative  on  the  part  of  craftsmen  and  workmen  should  be  recognized 
and  encouraged  and  the  architect  should  make  evident  his  appreciation  of  the  dignity 
of  the  artisan's  function. 

11.  On  Offering  Services  Gratuitously. 

The  seeking  out  of  a  possible  client  and  the  offering  to  him  of  professional  services 
on  approval  and  without  compensation,  unless  warranted  by  personal  or  previous 
business  relations,  tends  to  lower  the  dignity  and  standing  of  the  profession  and  is  to 
be  condemned. 

12.  On  Advertising. 

Advertising  tends  to  lower  the  dignity  of  the  profession  and  is  therefore 
condemned. 

13.  On  Signing  Buildings  and  Use  of  Titles. 

The  display  of  the  architect's  name  upon  a  building  under  construction  is  con- 
demned, but  the  unobstrusive  signature  of  buildings  after  completion  has  the  appro- 
val of  the  Institute.  The  use  of  initials  designating  membership  in  the  Institute  is 
proper  in  connection  with  any  professional  ser\-ice  and  is  to  be  encouraged  as  helping 
to  make  known  the  nature  of  the  honor  they  imply. 

14.  On  Competitions. 

An  architect  should  not  take  part  in  a  competition  as  competitor  or  professional 
adviser  or  juror  unless  the  competition  is  to  be  conducted  according  to  the  best 
practice  and  usage  of  the  profession  as  formulated  by  the  Institute.  Except  as  an 
authorized  competitor,  he  may  not  attempt  to  secure  work  for  which  a  competition 
has  been  instituted.  He  may  not  attempt  to  influence  the  award  in  a  competition 
in  which  he  has  submitted  drawings.  He  may  not  accept  the  commission  to  do  the 
work  for  which  a  competition  has  been  instituted  if  he  has  acted  in  an  advisory 
capacity  either  in  drawing  the  programme  or  in  making  the  award. 

15.  On  Injuring  Others. 

An  architect  should  not  falsely  or  maliciously  injure,  directly  or  indirectly,  the 
professional  reputation,  prospects  or  business  of  a  fellow  architect. 

16.  On  Undertaking  the  Work  of  Others. 

An  architect  should  not  undertake  a  commission  while  the  claim  for  compensa- 
tion or  damages,  or  both,  of  an  architect  previously  employed  and  whose  employment 
has  been  terminated  remains  unsatisfied,  unless  such  claim  has  been  referred  to  arbi- 
tration or  issue  has  been  joined  at  law;  or  unless  the  architect  previously  employed 
neglects  to  press  his  claim  legally ;  nor  should  he  attempt  to  supplant  a  fellow  archi- 
tect after  definite  steps  have  been  taken  toward  his  employment. 
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17.  On  Duties  to  Students  and  Draughtsmen. 

The  architect  should  advise  and  assist  those  who  intend  making  architecture 
their  career.  If  the  beginner  must  get  his  training  solely  in  the  office  of  an  architect, 
the  latter  should  assist  him  to  the  best  of  his  ability  by  instruction  and  advice.  An 
architect  should  urge  his  draughtsmen  to  avail  themselves  of  educational  oppor- 
tunities. He  should,  as  far  as  practicable,  give  encouragement  to  all  worthy  agencies 
and  institutions  for  architectural  education.  While  a  thorough  technical  prepara- 
tion is  essential  for  the  practice  of  architecture,  architects  cannot  too  strongly  insist 
that  it  should  rest  upon  a  broad  foundation  of  general  culture. 

18.  On  Duties  to  the  Public  and  to  Building  Authorities. 

An  architect  should  be  mindful  of  the  public  welfare  and  should  participate  in 
those  movements  for  public  betterment  in  which  his  special  training  and  experience 
qualify  him  to  act.  He  should  not,  even  under  his  client's  instructions,  engage  in  or 
encourage  any  practices  contrary  to  law  or  hostile  to  the  public  interest;  for  as  he  is 
not  obliged  to  accept  a  given  piece  of  work,  he  cannot,  by  urging  that  he  has  but 
followed  his  client's  instructions,  escape  the  condemnation  attaching  to  his  acts. 
An  architect  should  support  all  public  officials  who  have  charge  of  building  in  the 
rightful  performance  of  their  legal  duties.  He  should  carefully  comply  with  all 
building  laws  and  regulations,  and  if  any  such  appear  to  him  unwise  or  unfair,  he 
should  endeavor  to  have  them  altered. 

19.  On  Professional  Qualifications. 

The  public  has  the  right  to  expect  that  he  who  bears  the  title  of  architect  has 
the  knowledge  and  ability  needed  for  the  proper  invention,  illustration  and  super- 
vision of  all  building  operations  which  he  may  undertake.  Such  qualifications  alone 
justify  the  assumption  of  the  title  of  architect. 

THE  CANONS  OF  ETHICS. 

The  following  Canons  are  adopted  by  the  American  Institute  of  Architects  as  a 
general  guide,  yet  the  enumeration  of  particular  duties  should  not  be  construed  as  a 
denial  of  the  existence  of  others  equally  important  although  not  specifically  men- 
tioned. It  should  also  be  noted  that  the  several  sections  indicate  offences  of  greatly 
varying  degrees  of  gravity. 

It  is  unprofessional  for  an  architect — 

1.  To  engage  directly  or  indirectly  in  any  of  the  building  trades. 

2.  To  guarantee  an  estimate  or  contract  by  bond  or  otherwise. 

3.  To  accept  any  commission  or  substantial  service  from  a  contractor  or  from 
any  interested  party  other  than  the  owner. 

4.  To  advertise. 

5.  To  take  part  in  any  competition  the  terms  of  which  are  not  in  harmony  with 
the  principles  approved  by  the  Institute. 

6.  To  attempt  in  any  way,  except  as  a  duly  authorized  competitor,  to  secure 
work  for  which  a  competition  is  in  progress. 
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7.  To  attempt  to  influence,  either  directly  or  indirectly,  the  award  of  a  compe- 
tition in  which  he  is  a  competitor. 

S.  To  accept  the  commission  to  do  the  work  for  which  a  competition  has  been 
instituted  if  he  has  acted  in  an  advison.-  capacity,  either  in  drawing  the  programme 
or  in  making  the  award. 

9.  To  injure  falsely  or  maliciously,  directly  or  indirectly,  the  professional  repu- 
tation, prospects  or  business  of  a  fellow  architect. 

10.  To  undertake  a  commission  while  the  claim  for  compensation,  or  damages, 
or  both,  of  an  architect  previously  employed  and  whose  employment  has  been  termi- 
nated remains  unsatisfied,  until  such  claim  has  been  referred  to  arbitration  or  issue 
has  been  joined  at  law,  or  unless  the  architect  previously  employed  neglects  to  press 
his  claim  legally. 

11.  To  attempt  to  supplant  a  fellow  architect  after  definite  steps  have  been 
taken  toward  his  employment. 

12.  To  compete  knowingly  with  a  fellow  architect  for  employment  on  the  basis 
of  professional  charges.

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Notice. 

Special  attention  is  called  to  the  mandatory  clauses  of  this  Circular  and  Code 
as  set  forth  in  paragraph  14,  and  to  the  fact  that  this  Code  goes  into  effect  on  March 
30,  19 10.  The  powers  vested  in  the  Standing  Committee  on  Competitions  have 
been  delegated  to  sub-committees  on  Competitions  in  the  various  Chapters,  the 
President  of  the  Chapter  being  Chairman  of  the  respective  sub-committee.  Com- 
petitions limited  to  members  of  one  Chapter  are  to  be  in  charge  of  the  Sub-Committee 
on  Competitions  in  said  Chapter;  when  including  members  of  more  than  one  Chapter, 
they  are,  with  certain  qualifications,  to  be  in  charge  of  the  Sub-Committee  on  Com- 
petitions in  the  Chapter  controlling  the  territory  within  which  the  party  instituting 
the  competition  resides. 

Under  the  Code  it  is  unprofessional  for  any  member  of  The  American  Institute 
of  Architects  or  of  a  Chapter  thereof  to  participate  in  a  competition,  whether  as  a 
competitor  or  as  a  juror,  unless  the  programme  shall  first  have  been  approved  by  the 
Committee  on  Competitions  of  the  American  Institute  of  Architects  or  by  an  auth- 
orized sub-committee.  It  is  the  duty  of  every  member  to  advise  the  said  Sub- 
Committee  of  any  contemplated  competition  which  may  come  to  his  attention. 

It  is  the  duty  of  the  Sub-Committee  on  Competitions  to  examine  every  pro- 
gramme for  com  petitions  to  be  held  within  its  jurisdiction,  and  to  approve  it,  if  it  con- 
forms in  general  with  the  spirit  of  the  Circular  of  Advice  relative  to  the  Conduct  of 
Architectural  Competitions  and  does  not  violate  any  of  the  mandatory  clauses  of 
theCode.  When  the  programme  does  not  conform  to  these  conditions,  the  Sub-Com- 
mittee on  Competitions  should  endeavor  to  have  it  modified,  so  that  it  will  so  con- 
form, and,  failing  to  do  so,  must  disapprove  of  the  same.  In  either  case  the  Sub- 
Committee  must  give  due  notice  of  its  action  either  to  the  com.petitors,  if  the  com- 
petition be  limited,  or  otherwise  to  all  members  of  the  Chapters  involved. 

CiRCtJLAR  OF  Advice  Relative  to  the  Conduct  of  Architectur.al  Competi- 
tions. Code  Governing  Competitions  Held  for  the  Purpose  of  Select- 
ing Architects. 

{Adopted,  December  14,  15  and  16,  1909.     Issued,  March  30,  1910.) 

NOTE. — The  person,  corporation  or  otiier  entity  instituting  a  competition,  whether 
acting  directly  or  through  representatives,  is  herein  called  "the  owner." 

Competitions  are  instituted  with  the  sole  purpose  of  advancing  the  interests 
of  the  owner.  The  American  Institute  of  Architects  believes  that  those  interests  are 
best  served  by  fair  and  equitable  agreements  between  owners  and  competitors  and 
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it  issues  this  circular  as  a  statement  of  the  principles  -which  should  underlie  such 
agreements. 

1.  On  Co>rPETiTiONs  in  General. 

A  competition,  \rhen  properly  conducted,  is  a  means  for  the  selection  of  an 
architect.  As  an  incident,  a  good  preliminary  scheme  may  sometimes  be  obtained, 
but  the  Institute  is  of  the  opinion  that  competitions  are  in  the  main  of  no  advantage 
to  the  owner.  It  therefore  recommends  that,  except  in  cases  in  "u-hich  competition 
is  unavoidable,  an  architect  be  employed  upon  the  sole  basis  of  his  fitness  for  the 
work. 

2.  On  the  EarpLOYiiENT  of  a  Professional  AD\asER. 

No  competition  should  be  instituted  without  the  aid  of  a  comipetent  adviser. 
He  should  be  an  architect  of  the  highest  standing  and  his  selection  should  be  the 
owner's  first  step.  He  should  be  chosen  with  the  greatest  care,  as  the  success  of 
the  competition  will  depend  largely  upon  his  experience  and  ability.  His  duties 
are  to  advise  those  who  hold  the  competition  as  to  its  form  and  term.s,  to  draw  up 
the  programme  and  to  conduct  the  competition. 

Competitions  are  at  best  a  slow  and  expensive  method  of  choosing  an  architect; 
and  it  is  unwise  to  attempt  to  save  either  timje  or  mioney  by  not  having  an  expert 
adviser. 

3.  On   THE    Qu.^LIFICATIONS   OF   COMPETITORS. 

It  is  prejudicial  to  the  interests  of  the  owner  that  an  architect  should  be  ad- 
mitted as  a  com.petitor  who  cannot  in  advance  establish  his  com»petenc8  to  design 
and  execute  the  vrork. 

It  it  sometimes  urged  that  by  admitting  all  who  wish  to  take  part  some  un- 
known but  brilliant  designer  may  be  found.  If  the  object  of  a  competition  were  a 
set  of  sketches,  such  reasoning  might  be  valid.  But  sketches  give  no  evidence  that 
their  author  has  the  m^atured  artistic  ability  to  fulfil  their  promise,  or  that  he  has 
the  technical  knowledge  necessary  to  control  the  design  of  the  highly  complex 
structure  and  equipment  of  a  miodern  building,  or  that  he  has  executive  ability  for 
large  affairs  or  the  force  to  com.pel  the  proper  execution  of  contracts.  The  attempt 
to  defend  the  owner's  interests  by  associating  an  architect  of  ability  with  one  lacking 
in  experience  has  proven  futile. 

4.  On  the  Forms  of  Competition. 

The  following  forms  of  competition  are  recognized: 

(a)  Limited:  In  this  form,  participation  is  limited  to  a  certain  number  of  archi- 
tects of  ample  qualification  whose  names  are  stated  in  theprogram.meandtoanyone 
of  whom  the  owner  is  willing  to  entrust  the  work.  This  form  is  generally  employed 
by  conservative  owners  having  large  interests  at  stake.  It  has  the  advantage  that 
the  owner  and  the  professional  adviser  may  meet  the  competitors  and  fully  discuss 
the  terms  of  the  competition  with  them  before  the  final  issuance  of  the  programme. 

The  Institute  is  of  the  opinion  that,  unless  cogent  reasons  prevent  it,  competi- 
tions should  be  of  the  limited  form. 
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(b)  Open:  This  form  has  sometimes  to  be  employed  on  account  of  legislative 
enactment.  It  consists  in  permitting  all  architects — or  all  within  certain  limits — 
without  regard  to  their  qualifications,  to  take  part. 

(c)  Open  to  Approved  Applicants:  In  this  form  all  architects  who  desire  to 
compete  make  application  accompanied  by  evidences  of  their  professional  capa- 
bilities. The  owner,  with  the  assistance  of  his  professional  adviser,  determines 
which  of  such  applicants  he  deems  capable  of  properly  executing  his  work  and 
issues  invitations  to  all  or  a  limited  number  of  them.  This  is  obviously  a  much 
better  form  than  the  open  competition,  for  if  the  standard  be  kept  high,  none  but 
men  of  experience  and  ability  will  be  admitted.  Like  the  open  competition,  how- 
ever, it  fails  to  insure  the  participation  of  architects  of  the  highest  standing. 

(d)  Mixed:  In  this  form  a  limited  competition  is  conducted  simultaneously 
with  one  open  to  approved  applicants,  the  programme  being  uniform  for  all.  This 
form  has  the  advantage  of  insuring  the  participation  of  architects  of  known  ability. 

(e)  Double:  This  form  begins  with  a  preliminary  competition  of  any  of  the 
above  forms.  From  the  participants  therein  are  chosen  a  small  number  to  take 
part  in  a  second  competition  involving  more  highly  elaborated  drawings.  A  vari- 
ant of  this  form  involves  the  selection,  by  means  of  a  preliminary  competition  open 
to  approved  applicants,  of  certain  architects  who  participate  in  the  second  compe- 
tition with  others  especially  invited.  In  this  form  the  programme  of  each  compe- 
tition should  be  issued  to  all  simultaneously. 

The  Institute  fails  to  see  that  the  results  of  double  competitions  have  in  any  way 
justified  the  length  of  time  consumed  by  them  or  the  trouble  and  expense  imposed 
on  all  concerned. 

5.  On  Anonymity  of  Competitors. 

Absolute  and  effective  anonymity  is  a  necessary  condition  of  a  fair  and  unbiased 
competition.  The  signing  of  drawings  should  not  be  permitted  nor  should  they  bear 
any  motto,  device  or  distinguishing  mark.  Drawings  and  the  accompanying  sealed 
envelopes  containing  their  author's  names  should  be  numbered  upon  receipt,  the 
envelopes  remaining  unopened  until  after  the  award. 

6.  On  the  Cost  of  the  Proposed  Work. 

No  statement  of  the  intended  cost  of  the  work  should  be  made  unless  it  has  been 
ascertained  that  the  work  as  described  in  the  programme  can  be  properly  executed 
within  the  sum  named.  In  general  it  is  wiser  to  limit  the  cubic  contents  of  the 
building  than  to  state  a  limit  of  cost. 

The  programme  should  neither  require  nor  permit  competitors  to  furnish  their 
own  or  builders'  estimates  of  the  cost  of  executing  the  work  in  accordance  with 
their  designs.  Such  estimates  are  singularly  unreliable.  If  the  cubage  be  properly 
limited  they  are  unnecessary,  but  if  required,  they  should  be  made  for  all  designs 
by  one  unprejudiced  person  employed  by  the  owner. 

7.  On  the  Jury  of  Award. 

To  insure  a  wise  and  just  award  and  to  protect  the  interests  of  both  the  owner 
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and  the  competitors,  the  competitive  drawings  should  be  submitted  to  the  judgment 
of  a  jury  so  chosen  as  to  secure  expert  knowledge  and  freedom  from  personal  bias. 
For  work  of  great  importance  the  jury  should  consist  of  at  least  five  members;  for 
work  of  less  importance  three  may  suffice.  The  jury  should  be  composed  of  archi- 
tects, some  of  whom  may  be  chosen  by  the  competitors,  and,  when  necessar>',  an 
expert  on  the  special  problem  involved. 

It  is  the  duty  of  the  jury  to  study  carefully  the  programme  and  all  conditions  re- 
lating to  the  problem  and  the  competition  before  examining  the  designs  submitted;  to 
place  out  of  competition  any  design  that  does  not  fulfil  the  conditions  distinctly 
stated  as  mandatory  in  the  programme;  to  give  ample  time  to  the  careful  study  of 
the  designs;  and  to  render  a  decision  only  after  mature  consideration.  Unless  there 
be  strong  reasons  against  it,  the  award  of  the  jury  should  be  binding  on  the  com- 
petitors and  the  owner. 

8.  On  the  Competitive  Drawings. 

The  purpose  of  an  architectural  competition  is  not  to  secure  fully  developed 
plans,  but  such  evidence  of  skill  in  treating  the  essential  elements  of  the  problem 
as  will  assist  in  the  selection  of  an  architect.  The  drawings  should,  therefore,  be 
as  few  in  number  and  as  simple  in  character  as  will  express  the  general  design  of 
the  building.  Elaborate  drawings  are  not  necessary  for  a  jury  of  experts  whose 
judgment  is  rendered  upon  fundamental  principles  of  design.  Lengthy  programmes 
and  detailed  instructions  as  to  the  desired  accommodations  should  be  avoided,  as 
they  confuse  the  problem  and  hamper  the  competitors. 

9.  On  the  Programme. 

The  programme  should  contain  rules  for  the  conduct  of  the  competition,  instruc- 
tions for  competitors  and  the  jun,^  and  the  agreements  between  the  owner  and  the 
competitors.  Uniform  conditions  for  all  competitors  are  fundamental  to  the  proper 
conduct  of  competitions. 

Care  should  be  taken  that  no  provision  of  the  programme  be  in  violation  of  any 
municipal.  State  or  Federal  law  and  especially  of  any  law  under  which  the  compe- 
tition may  be  instituted. 

A  distinction  should  be  clearly  drawn  between  the  mandatory  and  the  advisory 
provisions  of  the  programme,  that  is  to  say,  between  those  provisions  which  if  not  met 
preclude  an  award  in  favor  of  the  author  of  a  design  so  failing,  and  those  which  are 
merely  optional  or  of  a  suggestive  character. 

It  is  difi^cult  to  summarize  briefly  the  programme,  but  it  should  at  least: 

(a)  Name  the  owner  of  the  structure  forming  the  subject  of  the  competition, 
and  state  whether  the  owner  institutes  the  competition  personally  or  through 
representatives.  If  the  latter,  name  the  representatives,  state  how  their  authority 
is  derived,  and  define  its  scope. 

(b)  State  the  kind  of  competition  to  be  instituted,  and  in  limited  competitions 
name  the  competitors;  or  in  open  competitions,  if  the  competition  is  limited  geo- 
graphically or  otherwise,  state  the  limits. 
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(c)  Fix  a  time  and  place  for  the  receipt  of  the  designs.  The  time  should  not  be 
altered  except  with  the  unanimous  consent  of  the  competitors. 

(d)  Furnish  exact  information  as  to  the  site. 

(e)  State  the  desired  accommodation,  avoiding  detail. 

(/)  State  the  cost  if  it  be  fixed  or,  better,  limit  the  cubic  contents. 

(g)  Fix  uniform  requirements  for  the  drawings,  giving  the  number,  the  scale 
or  scales,  and  the  method  of  rendering. 

(h)  Forbid  the  submission  of  more  than  one  design  by  any  one  competitor. 

(i)  Provide  a  method  for  insuring  anonymity  of  submission. 

(j)  Name  the  members  of  the  jury  or  provide  for  their  selection.  Define  their 
powers  and  duties.  If  for  legal  reasons  the  jury  may  not  make  the  final  award, 
state  such  reasons  and  in  whom  such  power  is  vested. 

(k)  Provide  for  placing  out  of  competition  any  drawing  or  set  of  drawings  that 
h£LS  violated  a  mandatory  provision  of  the  programme. 

(0  Provide  that  during  the  competition  there  shall  be  no  communication, 
except  in  writing,  between  any  competitor  and  the  owner  or  the  professional  adviser 
or  a  member  of  the  jury;  and  that  any  information,  whether  in  answer  to  such 
communication  or  not,  shall  be  given  in  writing  simultaneously  to  all  competitors. 
Set  a  date  after  which  no  questions  will  be  answered. 

(m)  State  the  number  and  amount  of  payments  or  prizes  for  competitors. 

(n)  If  possible  name  a  date  before  which  the  final  decision  will  be  rendered. 

(o)  Provide  for  informing  each  competitor  of  the  result  of  the  competition. 

(/>)  When  possible  provide  for  a  public  exhibition  of  the  drawings.  Provide 
that  no  drawing  shall  be  exhibited  or  made  public  until  after  the  award  of  the  jury, 
and  not  then  without  the  consent  of  the  author. 

(q)  Provide  for  the  return  of  unsuccessful  drawings  to  their  respective  authors 
within  a  reasonable  time. 

(r)  Provide  that  nothing  original  in  any  of  the  unsuccessful  designs  shall  be 
used  without  consent  of  and  compensation  to  the  author  of  the  design  in  which 
it  appears. 

(5)  Include  the  contract  between  the  owner  and  the  competitors. 

(<)  Include  the  contract  between  the  owner  and  the  architect  receiving  the  award, 
10.  On  the  Agreement. 

The  programme  should  constitute  a  definite  and  binding  contract  between  the 
owner  and  competitors,  guaranteeing  that  an  award  of  the  commission  to  design 
and  supervise  the  construction  of  the  work  will  be  made  in  favor  of  one  of  the 
competitors. 

Payments  to  or  prizes  for  unsuccessful  competitors  should  be  provided  as 
follows : 

(a)  In  limited  competitions,  to  each  competitor  a  payment  to  cover  the  cost  of 
the  preparation  of  the  drawings  demanded. 

(b)  In  open  competitions  of  either  sort,  substantial  prizes  for  a  certain  number 
of  competitors  adjudged  to  have  produced  the  best  work. 
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(c)  In  mixed  or  double  competitions  the  several  classes  should  be  paid  as  above 
indicated. 

The  lack  of  a  contract  which  becomes  self-operative  between  the  owner  and  the 
winner  immediately  upon  the  making  of  the  award  leaves  their  relations  at  a  critical 
moment  in  an  intolerable  condition.  Therefore  the  programme  should,  except  in 
cases  where  such  a  course  is  not  permitted  by  law,  constitute  a  contract  between 
the  owner  and  the  competitor  to  whom  the  commission  is  awarded,  emplojang  him 
to  design  and  supervise  the  construction  of  the  building.  It  should  provide  for 
procedure  in  accordance  with  and  for  payment  at  rates  not  lower  than  those  named 
in  the  "Professional  Practice  of  Architects  and  Schedule  of  Proper  Minimum 
Charges"  of  the  American  Institute  of  Architects. 

The  contract  should  further  provide  that,  immediately  upon  the  making  of  the 
award,  there  shall  be  payable  by  the  owner  to  the  winner  a  sum  equal  to  one-half 
of  one  per  cent,  of  the  estimated  cost  of  the  work  for  which  the  competition  has  been 
held,  such  payment  upon  the  progress  of  the  work  merging  in  the  total  fee.  Pro- 
vision should  also  be  made  that,  should  the  owner  for  any  reason  wish  to  sever  his 
relation  with  the  winner,  he  may  do  so  by  paying  him  an  additional  sum  equal  to 
three-quarters  of  one  per  cent,  (one  and  one-quarter  per  cent,  in  all)  in  lieu  of  carry- 
ing out  the  agreement  to  employ  him  as  architect.  Provision  should  further  be 
made  that  if  the  owner  fail,  within  twelve  months  of  the  award,  to  give  the  winner 
instructions  to  proceed  with  working  drawings,  or  if  at  any  time  before  the  working 
drawings  are  started  the  intended  work  be  abandoned,  there  shall  fall  due  to  the 
winner  three-quarters  of  one  per  cent,  (one  and  one-quarter  per  cent,  in  all)  in  Ueu 
of  carrying  out  the  agreement  to  employ  him  as  architect. 

11.  On  the  Conduct  of  Architects. 

No  architect  shall  submit  in  competition  a  design  which  has  not  been  produced 
in  his  own  oflBce  or  under  his  own  direction. 

The  Canons  of  Ethics  of  the  American  Institute  of  Architects  declare  that  it  is 
unprofessional  conduct  for  an  architect: 

1.  To  take  part  in  any  competition  the  terms  of  which  are  not  in  harmony  with 
the  principles  approved  by  the  Institute. 

2.  To  attempt  in  any  way,  except  as  a  duly  authorized  competitor,  to  secure 
work  for  which  a  competition  is  in  progress. 

3.  To  attempt  to  influence,  either  directly  or  indirectly,  the  award  in  a  com- 
petition in  which  he  is  a  competitor. 

4.  To  accept  the  commission  to  do  the  work  for  which  a  competition  has  been 
instituted  if  he  has  acted  in  an  advisory  capacity,  either  in  drawing  the  programme 
or  making  the  award. 

12.  On  the  Conduct  of  the  Owner. 

In  order  to  maintain  absolute  impartiality  toward  all  competitors,  the  owner, 
his  representatives  and  all  connected  with  the  enterprise,  should,  as  soon  as  a  com- 
petition is  determined  upon,  refrain  from  holding  any  communication  in  regard  to 
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it  with  any  architect  except  the  professional  adviser.     The  meeting  with  competitors 
described  in  Article  4,  Section  A,  is  of  course  an  exception. 

13.  On  the  Position  of  the  American  Institute  of  Architects. 

The  Institute  does  not  presume  to  dictate  the  owner's  course  in  conducting 
competitions,  but  aims  to  assist  him  by  advising  the  adoption  of  such  methods  as 
experience  has  proved  just  and  wise.  The  Institute,  however,  entertains  such  definite 
convictions  upon  the  subject  of  competitions  that  its  convention  held  in  Washing- 
ton, D.  C,  December  14,  15  and  16,  1909,  authorized  the  Board  of  Directors  to  issue 
this  circular  and  to  inform  members  that  the  following  resolutions  approved  by 
that  convention  are  in  effect. 

Resolved:  That  it  is  unprofessional  conduct  for  any  member  of  the  American 
Institute  of  Architects  to  take  part  as  a  competitor  or  juror  in  any  competition  unless 
its  programme  shall  have  received  the  formal  approval  of  the  histitute  if  the  competition 
be  open  to  members  of  more  than  one  Chapter,  or  of  the  Chapter  if  the  competition  be 
open  to  members  of  only  one  Chapter;  and  that  the  Board  of  Directors  be  and  it  hereby 
is  authorized  to  give  such  approval  in  the  name  of  the  Institute  and  to  delegate  this 
authority. 

Members  are,  therefore,  informed  that  the  above  resolution  will  be  in  force 
on  and  after  the  30th  day  of  March,  19 10,  and  that  the  Board  has  delegated  its 
authority  to  give  the  formal  approval  of  the  Institute  on  competition  programmes  to 
the  Standing  Committee  on  Competitions  and  to  a  sub-committee  on  competitions 
in  each  Chapter  of  the  Institute,  of  which  sub-committee  the  President  of  the 
Chapter  shall  be  the  Chairman. 

14.  On  the  Duties  of  the  Standing  Committee  on  Competitions  and  of  Sub- 
Committees  on  Competitions. 

As  competition  practice  must  of  necessity  vary  for  different  occasions  and  in 
different  parts  of  the  United  States,  considerable  latitude  of  interpretation  is  given 
to  the  Standing  Committee  on  Competitions  and  to  sub-committees  on  competitions 
which,  however,  should  withhold  the  approval  of  the  Institute  unless  in  the  main 
the  programme  conforms  to  the  spirit  of  this  circular. 
Mandatory  Instructions. 

The  follovdng  instructions  are,  however,  mandatory:  The  approval  of  the  Institute 
must  be  withheld  from  a  competition. 

(a)  If  it  appear  that  the  programme  is  not  in  consonance  with  the  law; 

(6)  Unless  the  programme  excludes  from,  the  competition  all  persons  who  cannot  in 
advance  establish  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  owner  their  competence  to  design  and  execute 
the  work; 

(c)  Unless  the  programme  provides  for  a  professional  adviser  as  called  for  in  Article 
2,  or  for  a  competent  jury  as  called  for  in  Article  7,  or  for  both; 

(d)  Unless  the  programme  constitutes  definite  contracts  explicitly  covering  all  the 
points  set  forth  in  Article  10. 

Exceptions  to  Articles  (b),  (c)  and  (d)  may  be  made  only  when  and  in  so  far  as 
their  provisions  are  contrary  to  law. 
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Competitions  held  by  the  Treasury  Department  of  the  United  States  under  the 

Tarsney  Act  and  international  competitions  do  not  require  the  approval  of  the  Institute. 

An  appeal  from  the  decision  of  any  sub-committee  may  be  made  to  the  Standing 

Committee  on  Competitions  of  The  American  Institute  of  Architects  and  thence  to  the 

Board  of  Directors.

WITNESSETH   that   the  Contractor,   in   consideration  of  the  agreements  herein 

made  by  the  Owner     ,  agree  with  the  said  Owner      as  follows : 

Article  I.  The  Contractor  shall  and  will  provide  all  the  materials  and  per- 
form all  the  work  for  the 
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.  ...  as  shown  on  the  drawings  and  described  in  the  speci- 


fications prepared  by 

Architect,  which  drawings  and  specifications  are  identified  by  the  signatures  of  the 
parties  hereto,  and  become  hereby  a  part  of  this  contract. 

Art.  II.  It  is  understood  and  agreed  by  and  between  the  parties  hereto  that 
the  work  included  in  this  contract  is  to  be  done  under  the  direction  of  the  said 
Architect,  and  that  his  decision  as  to  the  true  construction  and  meaning  of  the 
drawings  and  specifications  shall  be  final.  It  is  also  understood  and  agreed  by  and 
between  the  parties  hereto  that  such  additional  drawings  and  explanations  as  may 
be  necessary  to  detail  and  illustrate  the  work  to  be  done  are  to  be  furnished  by  said 
Architect,  and  they  agree  to  conform  to  and  abide  by  the  same  so  far  as  they  may  be 
consistent  with  the  purpose  and  intent  of  the  original  drawings  and  specifications 
referred  to  in  Art.  I. 

It  is  further  understood  and  agreed  by  the  parties  hereto  that  any  and  all 
drawings  and  specifications  prepared  for  the  purposes  of  this  contract  by  the  said 
Architect  are  and  remain  his  property,  and  that  all  charges  for  the  use  of  the  same, 
and  for  the  services  of  said  Architect,  are  to  be  paid  by  the  said  Owner     . 

Art.  III.  No  alterations  shall  be  made  in  the  work  except  upon  written  order 
of  the  Architect;  the  amount  to  bepaidby  theOwner  orallowed  by  the  Contractor  , 
by  virtue  of  such  alterations  to  be  stated  in  said  order.  Should  the  Owner  and 
Contractor  not  agree  as  to  amount  to  be  paid  or  allowed,  the  work  shall  go  on  under 
the  order  required  above,  and  in  case  of  failure  to  agree,  the  determination  of  said 
amount  shall  be  referred  to  arbitration,  as  provided  for  in  Art.  XII  of  this  contract. 

Art.  IV.  The  Contractor  shall  provide  sufficient,  safe  and  proper  facilities  at 
all  times  for  the  inspection  of  the  work  by  the  Architect  or  his  authorized  represent- 
atives; shall,  within  twenty-four  hours  after  recei\4ng  written  notice  from  the 
Architect  to  that  effect,  proceed  to  remove  from  the  grounds  or  buildings  all  materials 
condemned  by  him,  whether  worked  or  unworked,  and  to  take  down  all  portions  of 
the  work  which  the  Architect  shall  by  like  written  notice  condemn  as  unsound 
or  improper,  or  as  in  any  way  failing  to  conform  to  the  drawings  and  specifications, 
and  shall  make  good  all  work  damaged  or  destroyed  thereby. 

Art.  V.  Should  the  Contractor  at  any  time  refuse  or  neglect  to  supply  a  suffi- 
ciency of  properly  skilled  workmen,  or  of  materials  of  the  proper  quality,  or  fail 
in  any  respect  to  prosecute  the  work  with  promptness  and  diligence,  or  fail  in  the 
pert"ormance  of  any  of  the  agreements  herein  contained,  such  refusal,  neglect  or 
failure  being  certified  by  the  Architect,  the  Owner  shall  be  at  liberty,  after  three 
days'  written  notice  to  the  Contractor  ,  to  provide  any  such  labor  or  materials,  and 
to  deduct  the  cost  thereof  from  any  money  then  due  or  thereafter  to  become  due 
to  the  Contractor  under  this  contract ;  and  if  the  Architect  shall  certify  that  such 
refusal,  neglect  or  failure  is  sufficient  ground  for  such  action,  the  Owner  shall  also 
be  at  liberty  to  terminate  the  employment  of  the  Contractor  for  the  said  work 
and  to  enter  upon  the  premises  and  take  possession,  for  the  purpose  of  completing 
the  work  included  under  this  contract,  of  all  materials,  tools  and  appliances  thereon, 
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and  to  employ  any  other  person  or  persons  to  finish  the  work,  and  to  provide  the 
materials  therefor;  and  in  case  of  such  discontinuance  of  the  employment  of  the 

Contractor     shall   not   be  entitled   to  receive  any   further  payment 

under  this  contract  until  the  said  work  shall  be  wholly  finished,  at  which  time,  if 
the  unpaid  balance  of  the  amount  to  be  paid  under  this  contract  shall  exceed  the 
expense  incurred  by  the  Owner  in  finishing  the  work,  such  excess  shall  be  paid  by 
theOwner  to  the  Contractor  ;  but  if  such  expense  shall  exceed  such  unpaid  balance 
the  Contractor  shall  pay  the  difference  to  the  Owner  .  The  expense  incurred  by 
the  Owner  as  herein  provided,  either  for  furnishing  materials  or  for  finishing  the 
work,  and  any  damage  incurred  through  such  default,  shall  be  audited  and  certified 
by  the  Architect,  whose  certificate  thereof  shall  be  conclusive  upon  the  parties. 

Art.  VI.  The  Contractor  shall  complete  the  several  portions,  and  the  whole 
of  the  work  comprehended  in  this  Agreement  by  and  at  the  time  or  times  hereinafter 
stated,  to  wit: 


Art.  VII.  Should  the  Contractor  be  delayed  in  the  prosecution  or  comple- 
tion of  the  work  by  the  act,  neglect  or  default  of  the  Owner  ,  of  the  Architect,  or 
of  any  other  contractor  employed  by  the  Owner  upon  the  work,  or  by  any  damage 
caused  by  fire  or  other  casualty  for  which  the  Contractor not  respon- 
sible, or  by  combined  action  of  workmen  in  no  wise  caused  by  or  resulting  from 
default  or  collusion  on  the  part  of  the  Contractor  ,  when  the  time  herein  fixed  for 
the  completion  of  the  work  shall  be  extended  for  a  period  equivalent  to  the  time 
lost  by  reason  of  any  or  all  the  causes  aforesaid,  which  extended  period  shall  be 
determined  and  fixed  by  the  Architect;  but  no  such  allowance  shall  be  made  unless 
a  claim  therefor  is  presented  in  writing  to  the  Architect  within  forty-eight  hours 
of  the  occurrence  of  such  delay. 

Art.  VIII.  The  Owner  agree  to  provide  all  labor  and  materials  essential  to 
the  conduct  of  this  work  not  included  in  this  contract  in  such  manner  as  not  to 
delay  its  progress,  and  in  the  event  of  failure  so  to  do,  thereby  causing  loss  to  the 

Contractor     ,   agree  that will  reimburse  the  Contractor      for  such  loss; 

and  the  Contractor      agree     that  if shall  delay  the  progress  of  the  work 

so  as  to  cause  loss  for  which  the  Owner      shall  become  liable,  then 

shall  reimburse  the  Owner  for  such  loss.  Should  the  Owner  and  Contractor  fail 
to  agree  as  to  the  amount  of  loss  comprehended  in  this  Article,  the  determination 
of  the  amount  shall  be  referred  to  arbitration  as  provided  in  Art.  XII  of  this  contract. 

Art.  IX.  It  is  hereby  mutually  agreed  between  the  parties  hereto  that  the 
sum  to  be  paid  by  the  Owner    to  the  Contractor     for  said  work  and  materials  shall  be 


subject  to  additions  and  deductions  as  hereinbefore  provided,  and  that  such  sum 
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shall  be  paid  by  the  Owner     to  the  Contractor    ,  in  current  funds,  and  only  upon 
certificates  of  the  Architect,  as  follows: 


The  final  payment  shall  be  made  within days 

after  the  completion  of  the  work  included  in  this  contract,  and  all  payments  shall 
be  due  when  certificates  for  the  same  are  issued. 

If  at  any  time  there  shall  be  evidence  of  any  lien  or  claim  for  which,  if  estab- 
lished, the  Owner  of  the  said  premises  might  become  liable,  and  which  is  chargeable 
to  the  Contractor  ,  the  Owner  shall  have  the  right  to  retain  out  of  any  payment 
then  due  or  thereafter  to  become  due  an  amount  sufficient  to  completely  indemnify 

against  such  lien  or  claim.     Should  there  prove  to  be  any  such  claim 

after  all  payments  are  made,  the  Contractor  shall  refund  to  the  Owner  all  moneys 
that  the  latter  may  be  compelled  to  pay  in  discharging  any  lien  on  said  premises 
made  obligatory  in  consequence  of  the  Contractor     default. 

Art.  X.  It  is  further  mutually  agreed  between  the  parties  hereto  that  no 
certificate  given  or  payment  made  under  this  contract,  except  the  final  certificate 
or  final  payment,  shall  be  conclusive  evidence  of  the  performance  of  this  contract, 
either  wholly  or  in  part,  and  that  no  payment  shall  be  construed  to  be  an  acceptance 
of  defective  work  or  improper  materials. 

Art.  XI.  The  Owner  shall  during  the  progress  of  the  work  maintain  insur- 
ance on  the  same  against  loss  or  damage  by  fire, 

the  policies  to  cover  all  work  incorporated  in  the  building,  and  all  materials  for  the 
same  in  or  about  the  premises,  and  to  be  made  payable  to  the  parties  hereto,  as 
their  interest  may  appear. 

Art.  XII.  In  case  the  Owner  and  Contractor  fail  to  agree  in  relation  to  matters 
of  payment,  allowance  or  loss  referred  to  in  Arts.  Ill  or  VIII  of  this  contract,  or  should 
either  of  them  dissent  from  the  decision  of  the  Architect  referred  to  in  Art.  VII 
of  this  contract,  which  dissent  shall  have  been  filed  in  writing  with  the  Architect 
within  ten  days  of  the  announcement  of  such  decision,  then  the  matter  shall  be 
referred  to  a  Board  of  Arbitration  to  consist  of  one  person  selected  by  the  Owner  , 
and  one  person  selected  by  the  Contractor  ,  these  two  to  select  a  third.  The  decision 
of  any  two  of  this  Board  shall  be  final  and  binding  on  both  parties  hereto.  Each 
party  hereto  shall  pay  one-half  of  the  expense  of  such  reference. 


The  said  parties  for  themselves,  their  heirs,  successors,  executors,  adminis- 
trators and  assigns,  do  hereby  agree  to  the  full  performance  of  the  convenants  herein 
contained.

CONSTITUTION. 

Article  I. — Name. 

The  corporate  name  of  this  Organization  shall  be,  "The  American  Institute 
OF  Architects." 

Article  II. — Objects. 

Section  i  .  The  objects  of  this  Institute  are :  To  organize  and  unite  in  fellowship 
the  Architects  of  the  United  States  of  America,  and  to  combine  their  efforts  so  as 
to  promote  the  artistic,  scientific,  and  practical  efficiency  of  the  profession. 

Article  III. — Membership. 

Section  i.  The  membership  of  the  Institute  shall  consist  of  Fellows,  Associates, 
Corresponding  and  Honorary  Members. 

Sec.  2.  The  condition  of  membership  shall  be  honorable  ser\'ice  in  the  field  of 
one  of  the  above  classes  of  membership,  as  defined  in  the  By-Law^s. 

Sec.  3.  The  title  of  Fellow  shall  be  granted  for  professional  merit  only. 

Article  IV. — Officers. 

The  officers  of  the  Institute  shall  be  a  President,  First  and  Second  Vice-Presi- 
dents, and  a  Secretary,  who  shall  also  be  Treasurer;  all  of  whom  shall  be  Fellows. 
There  shall  be  a  Board  of  Directors  consisting  of  the  four  above-named  officers, 
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ex-officio,  and  such  additional  Fellows  or  Associates  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  the 
By-Laws. 

Article  V. — Organization. 

This  Institute  is  an  association  maintaining  local  organizations  of  its  members 
known  as  Chapters,  incorporated  under  the  laws  of  the  several  States  wherein  they 
are  established. 

Article  VI. — Chapters. 

The  President  and  Secretary  of  each  Chapter  shall  be  Fellows  or  Associates  of 
the  Institute. 

Each  Chapter  shall  hold  an  annnual  meeting  and  present  an  annual  report  to 
the  Institute. 

Article  VII. — Government. 

Section  i.  The  Government  of  the  Institute  shall  be  by  Delegates  from  the 
Chapters  in  convention  assembled,  its  officers  and  Board  of  Directors. 

Sec.  2.  The  Board  of  Directors  may  by  a  formal  vote  delegate  its  powers  in 
whole  or  in  part  to  an  Executive  Committee  chosen  from  its  membership,  stating 
the  powers  granted  and  a  limit  of  time  for  their  exercise. 

Sec.  3.  The  Board  of  Directors  shall  annually  elect  a  Judiciary  Committee  from 
its  own  membership  and  establish  rules  for  its  guidance.  This  Committee  shall 
hear  and  adjudge  all  complaints  of  members  against  members,  and  its  findings  shall 
be  conclusive  upon  all  questions  of  fact  involved  in  the  evidence  submitted.  Appeal 
in  writing  may  be  made  to  the  Board  of  Directors  upon  questions  of  professional  or 
ethical  policy.  If  satisfied  of  the  existence  of  newly  discovered  evidence  material 
to  the  issue,  the  Board  may,  in  its  discretion,  recommit  the  case  to  the  Committee 
for  a  re-hearing  upon  the  facts;  but  save  as  to  the  existence  of  newly  discovered 
evidence,  the  Board  shall  bear  no  evidence  except  such  as  may  be  reported  to  it  by 
the  Committee. 

Article  VIII. — Meetings. 

The  Institute  shall  hold  an  Annual  Convention  and  such  other  meetings  as  are 
provided  for  in  the  By-Laws. 

Article  IX. — Definition. 

The  term  "State"  throughout  this  Constitution  and  the  By-Laws,  shall  also 
apply  to  the  District  of  Columbia  and  Territories. 
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Article  X. — Amendments. 

This  Constitution  may  be  added  to,  altered  or  amended,  on  the  written  proposi- 
tion of  ten  or  more  Fellows,  by  a  three-fourths  vote  of  the  delegates  voting  at  an 
Annual  Convention;  provided  three  months'  previous  notice  of  the  proposed  change 
shall  have  been  sent  by  the  Secretary  to  each  member  of  the  Institute  and  to  the 
Secretaries  of  the  several  Chapters. 

BY-LAWS. 

Article  I. — Fellows. 

Section  i  .  General  Conditions  of  Membership. — Fellows  shall  be  resident  archi- 
tects of  the  United  States.  Architects  engaged  in  professional  education  may  be 
Fellows.  A  Fellow  shall  be  a  member  of  some  Chapter  within  the  State  where  his 
main  office  is  located,  if  such  Chapter  exists;  otherwise  he  shall  be  a  member  of  some 
Chapter  in  another  State. 

Any  Fellow  or  Associate  whose  good  standing  in  both  the  Institute  and  his 
Chapter  is  officially  declared,  shall  be  eligible  for  election  to  membership  in  another 
Chapter  without  initiation  fee. 

Sec.  2.  Prerequisites  for  Fellowship. — ^The  Board  of  Directors  may  each  year 
nominate  from  among  the  Associate  Members  of  the  Institute  as  candidates  for 
Fellowship  those  who,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Board,  have  notably  contributed  to  the 
advancement  of  the  profession  in  design,  construction,  literature  or  education. 
The  names  selected  by  the  Board  after  having  been  submitted  to  the  Chapters  from 
which  the  candidate  comes,  and  to  the  individual  members  of  the  Chapter-at-Large,  if 
selected  from  such  Chapter,  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Convention  following  the  nomi- 
nation, and  if  confirmed  they  shall  be  Fellows  of  the  American  Institute  of  Architects. 

Sec.  3.  Mode  of  Election. — Fellows  shall  be  elected  at  the  Annual  Convention 
by  Australian  ballot  from  a  printed  list  recommended  by  the  Board  of  Directors. 
The  polls  shall  be  open  for  receiving  ballots  under  such  rules  as  the  Board  of  Directors 
may  prescribe.  The  names  of  all  candidates  for  election,  who  do  not  receive  five 
or  more  negative  votes,  shall  be  read  to  the  convention  and  declared  to  be  duly 
elected  as  Fellows  of  the  American  Institute  of  Architects. 

Rejected  candidates  are  not  eligible  for  election  at  the  next  Annual  Convention. 

Article  II. — Associates. 

Section  i.  Perequisites  for  Associate  Membership. — Any  practicing  architect  of 
the  United  States  is  eligible  to  Associate  Membership  if  able  to  submit  the  required 
proofs  of  his  professional  capacity,  and  honorable  personal  and  professional  standing. 

An  architectural  draughtsman  who  is  over  thirty  years  of  age,  who  shall  have 
fulfilled  all  the  other  requirements  of  the  Associate  Membership,  may,  in  the  discre- 
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tion  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  be  recommended  for  Associate  Membership,  and  may 
be  elected  as  provided  in  the  case  of  candidates  for  Associate  Membership. 

Sec.  2.  Application  for  Associate  Membership. — Every  person  desiring  to  be 
admitted  as  an  Associate  shall  be  required  to  pass  or  have  been  passed  such  examina- 
tion or  examinations  as  may  be  directed  from  time  to  time  by  the  Board  of  Directors, 
or  shall  hold  a  degree  in  architecture  in  an  institution  recognized  by  the  Board  of 
Directors,  and  the  Board  of  Directors  shall  publish  from  time  to  time  a  list  of  the 
institutions  whose  degrees  in  architecture  will  be  accepted. 

Sec.  3.  Mode  of  Election  for  Associates. — When  an  application  for  Associate 
Membership,  duly  made  out,  shall  have  been  received  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Insti- 
tute, he  shall  announce  the  fact  to  every  Institute  member  in  the  Chapter,  or  in  the 
State  if  no  Chapter  exists  to  which  the  applicant  belongs,  and  shall  request  from  them 
upon  ballots  furnished  a  yea  or  nay  vote  upon  the  desirability  of  the  candidate.  If 
it  prove,  when  the  ballots  are  returned  to  the  Secretary,  that  one  or  more  votes  in 
very  ten  cast  are  adverse  to  the  applicant,  the  applicant  shall  be  notified  of  the  fact, 
and  his  application  shall  be  no  further  considered.  The  name  of  each  applicant  who 
has  not  been  thus  rejected  shall  be  sent  by  the  Secretary  to  the  Board  of  Examiners, 
which  shall  examine  into  his  professional  capacity,  and  report  thereon  to  the  Board 
of  Directors.  As  soon  as  practicable,  the  name  favorably  reported  shall  be  sent  to 
every  member  of  the  Institute,  as  applicants  for  Associate  Membership,  and  the 
Board  of  Directors  shall  invite  privileged  communications  from  Institute  members 
as  to  the  eligibility  of  the  candidate.  Not  less  than  two  months  after  publication 
by  the  Institute  of  the  names  of  the  applicants  the  Board  of  Directors  shall  ballot 
upon  these  names  for  election,  and  two  negative  ballots  shall  reject.  Otherwise  the 
candidate  shall  be  declared  elected. 

A  rejected  candidate  cannot  again  apply  within  a  year  of  the  date  of  his  rejection. 

Sec.  4.  Limitations  of  Associate  Members. — Associates  shall  not  be  eligible  to 
serve  as  Officers,  but  may  act  as  Directors,  Chapter  Delegates,  and  perform  any 
committee  service  subordinate  to  the  official  government  of  the  Institute. 

Sec.  5.  Membership  in  Chapters. — No  person  shall  be  eligible  to  Associate  mem- 
bership in  the  Institute,  unless  he  be  at  the  time  a  member  of  a  Chapter,  provided 
that  a  Chapter  exists  in  the  territory  in  which  he  resides. 

ArTicIvE  III. — Honorary  and  Corresponding  Members. 

Section  i.  Honorary  Members. — Any  person  who  has  rendered  the  profession 
valuable  service  and  conspicuously  upheld  its  aims,  but  is  not  otherwise  eligible  for 
membership,  may  be  made  an  Honorary  Member. 

Sec.  2.  Corresponding  Members. — Any  architect  not  residing  or  practicing  in 
the  United  States,  or  any  person  fitted  to  critically  estimate  the  merits  of  architecture 
or  its  allied  arts  and  sciences,  but  not  otherwise  eligible  to  membership,  may  be  made 
a  Corresponding  Member. 
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Sec.  3.  Mode  of  Election. — Honorarj'  and  Corresponding  Members  shall  be 
nominated  by  vote  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  and  elected  by  a  four-fifths  ballot 
of  the  delegates  in  annual  convention  assembled. 

Sec.  4.  Privileges. — Honorary  and  Corresponding  Members  shall  not  hold 
office  in  the  Institute  or  serve  on  the  Board  of  Directors.  They  shall  be  exempt 
from  dues. 

Article  IV. — Special  Rules. 

Section'  i.  Retiring  Members. — All  Members  who  s^hall  ha\e  been  actively 
engaged  in  the  honorable  practice  of  their  profession  for  ten  years  or  more,  and  shall 
then  have  retired  from  active  practice,  and  who  shall  not  have  engaged  in  any  business 
or  trade,  may  retain  the  rights  and  obligations  of  ynembership. 

Any  person  who  has  been  a  member  of  the  American  Institute  of  Architects  in 
good  standing  for  ten  years,  upon  attaining  the  age  of  seventy  shall,  on  his  applica- 
tion, be  exempted  from  the  payment  of  dues,  and  shall  retain  all  the  privileges  of 
the  Institute;  and  the  Board  of  Directors  may  extend  the  same  privilege  to  Members 
who  have  been  in  good  standing  for  ten  years  and  who  have  been  compelled  to  retire 
from  the  active  practice  of  architecture  by  reason  of  physical  disability,  provided 
they  do  not  engage  in  any  other  profession  or  business. 

Sec.  2.  Resigtmtions. — All  resignations  shall  be  made  in  writing  and  addressed 
to  the  Secretar}- ;  but  a  resignation  shall  not  release  the  member  presenting  it  from 
any  obligation  to  the  Institute,  and  all  interest  in  the  property  of  the  Institute  of 
members  resigning,  or  otherwise  ceasing  to  be  members,  shall  be  vested  in  the 
Institute. 

Sec.  3.  Discipline. — All  questions  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Board  of  Directors, 
which  shall,  with  the  cooperation  of  the  Judiciary  Committee  and  according  to  the 
Constitution,  decide  absolutely  and  without  recourse  any  questions  of  unprofessional 
conduct,  non-payment  of  dues,  or  action  conflicting  with  the  Constitution  or  By- 
Laws;  and  acting  under  this  By-Law  the  Board  may  suspend  a  member,  pass  a  vote 
of  censure  upon  him,  drop  his  name  from  the  roll  of  membership,  or  expel  him;  but 
no  such  action  shall  be  taken  until  the  accused  shall  have  had  an  opportunity  to  be 
heard  in  his  own  defence. 

Sec.  4.  Resignation  and  Expulsion  from  Chapters. — If  any  member  of  a  Chapter 
who  is  also  a  member  of  this  Institute  shall  resign  or  be  expelled  from  the  Chapter, 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Chapter  to  notify  the  Secretar>'  of  the 
Institute  of  such  resignation  or  expulsion.  Resignation  from  a  Chapter  shall  imply 
resignation  from  the  Institute,  but  any  member  expelled  from  a  Chapter  shall  have 
the  right  of  appeal  to  the  judiciary  committee  of  the  Institute.  If  within  thirty  days 
after  notification  of  expulsion  from  a  Chapter  any  such  expelled  member  shall  fail 
to  file  wnth  the  Secretary  of  the  Institute  a  notice  of  appeal,  such  member  shall  there- 
upon cease  to  be  a  member  of  the  Institute. 

If  his  appeal  shall  be  sustained,  he  shall  be  allowed  to  retain  his  membership 
in  the  Institute,  and  this  shall  be  held  to  carry  with  it  reinstatement  in  the  Chapter. 
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Article  V. — Initiation  Fee  and  Annual  Dues. 

Section  i.  Initiation  Fee. — The  initiation  fee  of  all  incoming  members,  except 
Honorary  and  Corresponding  members,  shall  be  tn-enty-five  dollars.  An  election 
shall  become  void  unless  this  fee,  together  with  the  first  annual  due,  is  paid  within 
three  months  of  notice  of  same.  No  initiation  fee  shall  be  paid  by  an  Associate 
passing  to  the  rank  of  Fellow. 

Sec.  2.  Annual  Dttes. — The  annual  due  of  an  Associate  shall  be  fifteen  dollars, 
and  of  a  Fellow,  twenty  dollars,  payable  within  the  month  of  January.  The  due 
of  an  Associate  if  elected  in  July  or  later  shall  be  seven  dollars  and  fifty  cents,  and 
of  a  Fellow,  ten  dollars  for  the  balance  of  the  year. 

Sec.  3.  Remission  of  Dues. — ^The  Board  of  Directors  may,  in  exceptional  in- 
stances, and  for  what  they  deem  adequate  cause,  remit  the  dues  of  a  member  in 
whole  or  in  part.  The  gross  amount  of  all  dues  so  remitted  shall  be  reported  by  the 
Treasurer  at  the  succeeding  Annual  Convention. 

Sec.  4.  Penalty  for  Non-Payment. — The  names  of  all  members  who  are  in  arrears 
for  the  annual  dues  of  two  or  more  years  shall  be  read  aloud  at  the  Annual  Conven- 
tion. 

Sec.  5.  Reserve  Fund. — Not  less  than  fifteen  per  cent,  of  the  annual  income 
from  initiation  fees  and  dues  shall  be  set  aside  as  a  special  or  emergency  fund,  which 
fund  shall  be  disbursed  only  for  purjjoses  authorized  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  all 
the  delegates  present  at  an  Annual  Convention,  and  consequent  from  a  proposal 
from  the  Board  to  all  members  of  the  Institute  not  less  than  sixty  days  prior  to  the 
Annual  Convention  at  which  action  on  such  proposed  disbursement  is  sought  to 
be  taken. 

Article  VI. — Chapters. 

Section  i.  The  Chapter-at-Large  is  a  provisional  arrangement  designed  to 
give  Fellows  of  the  Institute  who  are  not  members  of  Chapters  at  the  date  of  adoption 
of  these  By-Laws,  and  such  Fellows  and  Associates  as  reside  outside  the  territorial 
limits  of  any  Chapter,  an  equal  standing  with  those  who  are  Chapter  members:  Pro- 
vided, however,  that  the  Board  of  Directors  may  refuse  to  recognize  persons  as  members 
of  the  Chapter-at-Large  if  they  do  not  form  a  Chapter  when  in  the  pidgment  of  the  Board 
of  Directors  there  are  enough  such  members  residing  near  enough  together  to  form,  a 
Chapter. 

Under  it  no  organization  is  required,  the  delegate  rights  of  its  several  members 
present  at  a  convention  being  defined  by  the  convention. 

Sec.  2.  Chapters  and  their  Objects. — The  Institute  shall  encourage  the  forma- 
tion and  maintenance  of  Chapters.  Their  objects  shall  be  harmonious  with  those 
of  the  Institute.  They  shall  be  bodies  incorporated  under  the  laws  of  the  State 
wherein  they  are  located. 

Sec  3.  Mode  of  Formation. — Five  or  more  members  of  the  Institute,  either 
Fellows  or  Associates,  may  unite  to  form  a  Chapter.     They  shall  first  draw  up  and 
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submit  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Institute  a  form  of  constitution  which  shall  be  accept- 
able to  the  Board  of  Directors.  After  a  form  of  constitution  shall  have  been  ap- 
proved, the  intending  Chapter  shall  organize  and  become  incorporated  under  a  State 
law.  Attested  copies  of  the  articles  of  incorporation  shall  be  filed  with  the  Secretary 
of  the  Institute,  who  shall  thereon  issue  to  the  Chapter  a  formal  Certificate  of  Chapter 
Organization.  The  Board  of  Directors  shall  control  the  issuance  of  Chapter  certifi- 
cates and  may  withdraw  them  for  failure  to  maintain  the  submitted  constitution  in 
its  true  intent  and  spirit. 

Sec.  4.  Territorial  Limits. — The  desired  territorial  limits  of  each  Chapter  shall 
be  clearly  set  forth  in  the  request  for  a  certificate.  The  actual  limits  shall  be  fixed 
by  the  Board  of  Directors  acting  for  the  general  good.  No  certificate  for  a  Chapter 
embracing  a  whole  State  shall  be  issued  in  a  State  where  there  are  now  two  or  more 
Chapters.  Nor  shall  the  territory  of  any  present  State  or  other  Chapter  be  preserved 
after  a  request  is  made  upon  satisfactory  grounds  for  the  estabUshment  of  a  new 
Chapter  within  that  territory. 

Sec.  5.  State  Boards. — In  each  State  where  two  or  more  Chapters  exist,  a 
State  Board  may  be  formed  by  representatives  of  the  several  Chapters  as  follows: 
The  President  and  Secretary  of  each  Chapter  shall  be  members  of  this  Board,  ex- 
ofjicio,  and  each  Chapter  shall  furnish  additional  members  to  the  number  of  delegates 
that  the  Chapter  was  privileged  to  send  to  the  preceding  Annual  Convention  of  the 
Institute.  (See  Article  VII.)  In  the  absence  of  any  action  of  the  Chapter  determin- 
ing these  additional  members,  the  President  of  each  Chapter  may  select  them.  The 
President  of  the  senior  Chapter  of  the  State  shall  be  Chairman  of  this  State  Board, 
and  the  Secretary  of  such  Chapter,  its  Secretary,  until  the  special  organization  of 
the  Board.  It  shall  meet  when  occasion  require,  and  determine  its  own  procedure, 
reporting  to  the  Chapters  contributory  to  it.  This  Board  shall,  in  each  State,  be 
oflScially  known  as  the  (name  of  the  State)  State  Association  of  Architects. 

Sec.  6.  Chapter  Membership. — There  shall  be  two  classes  of  membership  in 
Chapters:  Institute  membership  composed  of  architects  who  are  Fellows  or  Asso- 
ciates of  the  American  Institute  of  Architects;  and  Chapter  membership  composed 
of  those  only  who  are  eligible  or  who  may  become  eligible  to  membership  in  the 
Institute.  Chapter  members  of  a  Chapter  shall  become  Institute  members  of  said 
Chapter  by  virtue  of  their  election  to  membership  in  the  Institute  without  further 
action. 

Any  Chapter  may  create  Honorary  and  Corresponding  membership,  and  any 
special  classes  of  membership,  in  addition  to  Institute  and  Chapter  membership; 
but  such  membership  shall  not  be  regarded  as  membership  of  the  Institute. 

All  members  of  Chapters  (except  Honorary  and  Corresponding  and  special 
classes)  not  members  of  the  Institute,  who  were  elected  previous  to  the  adoption  of 
this  By-Law  (Jan.  8,  1907),  shall  be  classed  as  Chapter  members  of  their  respective 
Chapters. 

The  initiation  fee  and  annual  dues  of  its  members  shall  be  established  by  the 
Chapter. 
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Sec.  7.  Organization  of  Chapters. — Each  Chapter  shall  have  a  President, 
Secretary'  and  Treasurer,  with  such  other  officers  and  such  committees  as  may  be 
desirable.  The  President  and  Secretar>-  shall  be  Members  of  the  Institute,  either 
Fellows  or  Associates.  These  two  officers,  conjointly,  shall  be  held  accountable 
for  an  official  annual  report  to  the  Secretary-  of  the  Institute  upon  the  condition  of 
the  Chapter,  to  be  rendered  thirty  days  before  the  Annual  Convention.  This  report 
shall  include  the  names  of  all  Fellows  and  Associates  of  the  Institute  who  are  members 
of  the  Chapter,  together  with  the  number  of  Members  in  each  class.  Each  Chapter 
shall  hold  an  annual  meeting,  at  which  meeting  the  election  of  the  officers  of  the 
Chapter  shall  take  place.  Delegates  to  the  Annual  Convention  of  the  Institute  shall 
be  elected  at  this  or  some  other  duly  announced  meeting.  Delegates  must  be  Insti- 
tute Members,  either  Fellows  or  Associates.  In  the  vote  electing  Delegates,  the 
same  classes  of  members  shall  participate  as  take  part  in  the  election  of  Chapter 
officers. 

Sec.  8.  Xames  oj  Chapters. — Each  Chapter  may,  with  the  consent  of  the  Board 
of  Directors,  adopt  or  retain  a  proper  name  or  title  other  than  it-s  designation  as  a 
Chapter  of  the  Institute. 

Sec.  9.  Oth^r  Provisions. — Each  Chapter  may  make  By-Laws  for  its  govern- 
ment without  consulting  the  Institute,  provided  they  are  not  inconsistent  with  its 
approved  Constitution  and  the  conditions  herein  contained. 

Article  VII. — Delegates. 

Section  i.  Determination  oj  Delegates. — The  President,  the  two  Vice-Presidents, 
the  Secretan,-  of  the  Institute,  and  members  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  shall  be 
ex-officio  delegates  at  all  Conventions. 

Past  Presidents  of  the  American  Institute  of  Architects  shall  have  all  the 
privileges  of  delegates  at  Conventions. 

Each  Chapter  shall  be  entitled  to  send  two  delegates,  plus  one  for  ever%'  ten 
Institute  members,  either  Fellows  or  Associates,  who  are  members  within  that 
Chapter.  Thus,  a  Chapter  containing  nine  Institute  members  mav  send  two  dele- 
gates; if  containing  ten  Institute  members,  it  may  send  three;  if  containing  twent>' 
Institute  members,  it  may  send  four;  etc.  The  delegates  of  each  Chapter 
shall  be  duly  accredited  by  the  Secretary-  of  their  Chapter,  and  mav  at  their  own 
option  transfer  their  delegate  powers  to  any  other  non-delegate  Institute  member 
of  the  same  Chapter;  but  such  transfer  once  made  shall  be  final.  The  Convention 
shall  decide  all  questions  relative  to  the  right  of  delegates  to  sit  in  convention. 
(See  lines  21  to  23,  Art.  VI,  Sec.  7.) 
Should  any  Chapter,  the  headquarters  of  which  is  more  than  1,400  miles  from  the 
meeting  place  of  any  convention,  be  represented  thereat  by  not  less  than  one-third  of 
its  full  quota  of  delegates,  then  each  of  its  delegates  so  present  shall  at  any  division  or 
election  be  entitled  to  cast,  in  addition  to  his  own  vote,  the  vote  or  votes  of  anv  dele- 
gate or  delegates  of  his  own  Chapter  whose  prox}-  or  proxies  he  may  hold. 
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Section  2.  Privileges  of  Non-delegates. — All  Institute  members  are  privileged 
to  attend  the  Convention  at  all  times  to  take  part  in  the  debates,  and  to  offer  resolu- 
tions or  motions,  which,  if  seconded  by  a  delegate  shall  be  regarded  as  offered  by  a 
delegate  and  given  equal  consideration;  but  unless  so  seconded,  shall  not  be  enter- 
tained. Non-delegates  may  vote  only  on  a  proposition  that  it  is  "the  sense  of  the 
meeting." 

Article  VIII. — Meetings. 

Section  i.  Annual  Convention. — A  Convention  of  the  Institute  shall  be  held 
annually.  The  time  and  place  of  holding  the  Annual  Convention,  when  not  fixed 
by  the  preceding  convention,  shall  be  determined  by  the  Board  of  Directors. 

Sec.  2.  Special  Meetings. — Special  meetings  of  the  Institute  may  be  called  at 
any  time  by  the  Board  of  Directors,  and  shall  be  called  by  the  Secretar>',  whenever 
the  President  or  a  Vice-President  shall  have  been  so  requested  in  writing  by  not  less 
than  fifty  Fellows,  setting  forth  the  purpose  of  such  meeting.  At  any  such  special 
meeting,  no  business  other  than  that  specified  in  the  call  shall  be  considered  except 
by  a  three-fourths  vote  of  the  delegates  present  and  voting.  Twenty-five  delegates 
shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  ordinary  business. 

Article  IX. — Officers. 

Section  i.  Election  of  Officers. — An  election  of  officers  of  the  Institute,  as 
enumerated  in  Article  IV  of  the  Constitution,  shall  be  held  at  each  Annual  Con- 
vention. The  election  shall  be  by  ballot  of  the  delegates.  A  plurality  vote  shall 
elect.  The  oflicers  elected  shall  enter  office  on  the  first  of  January  following  their 
election,  and  shall  hold  office  until  their  successors  qualify. 

Sec.  2.  President. — The  President  shall  be  elected  at  each  Annual  Convention 
to  serve  one  year,  and  he  may  be  re-elected  for  the  next  following  year,  but  after 
serving  such  second  term  no  President  shall  be  eligible  to  re-election  until  two  years 
shall  have  elapsed. 

The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Institute  and  shall  be  Chairman 
of  the  Board  of  Directors.  He  may  fill  by  appointment  vacancies  in  all  committees 
except  the  Judiciary-  and  the  Executive  Committees,  which  vacancies  shall  be  filled 
by  ballot  of  the  Board  of  Directors. 

Sec.  3.  Vice-Presidents. — A  First  and  Second  Vice-President  shall  be  elected  at 
each  Annual  Convention  to  serve  for  one  year,  and  in  case  of  the  absence  of  the 
President  or  of  his  inability  to  act,  his  duties  shall  devolve  on  the  Vice-Presidents  in 
their  order  of  precedence. 

Sec.  4.  Secretary. — The  Secretary,  who  shall  ser\-e  also  as  Treasurer,  shall  be 
elected  at  the  Annual  Convention,  to  serve  for  one  year. 

He  shall  keep  a  record  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Institute,  and  of  the  Board  of 
Directors  and  of  all  matters  of  which  a  record  shall  be  deemed  advisable  by  the 
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Institute  in  convention  or  by  the  Board  of  Directors.  The  Secretary  shall  notify 
the  members  of  their  election,  shall  keep  a  roll  of  the  members  of  the  Institute,  shall 
issue  notices  for  all  meetings  of  the  Institute,  and  shall  conduct  its  correspondence. 
He  shall  also  be  the  keeper  of  the  seal  of  the  Institute. 

The  records  and  the  correspondence,  except  in  relation  to  qualifications  of 
candidates  for  membership,  shall  at  all  reasonable  times  be  open  to  the  inspection  of 
Fellows  of  the  Institute. 

The  Secretary,  as  Treasurer,  shall  collect  and,  under  the  direction  of  the  Board 
of  Directors,  disburse  the  funds;  he  shall  keep  the  accounts  of  the  Institute  in  books 
belonging  to  it,  which  shall  be  at  all  times  open  to  the  inspection  of  the  Board  of 
Directors;  he  shall  report  at  every  Annual  Meeting,  and  oftener  if  required,  on  the 
state  of  the  funds. 

Actual  traveling  expenses  and  necessary-  disbursements  of  the  President,  Secre- 
tary and  Board  of  Directors  shall  be  paid  by  the  Treasurer,  when  audited  by  the 
President,  who  shall  also  have  pov»-er  to  approve  and  audit  like  expenses  and  disburse- 
ments of  committees  and  the  auditors. 

There  shall  be  an  Assistant  Secretary'  resident  in  the  District  of  Columbia,  who 
shall  be  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Directors.  He  shall  be  in  attendance  at  the 
headquarters  of  the  Institute  in  Washington,  and  shall  perform  such  ser\aces  and 
receive  such  salar}^  as  the  Board  may  determine. 

Sec.  5.  Auditors. — In  addition  to  the  above  officers  of  the  Institute,  there  shall 
be  elected  by  ballot  of  the  delegates  at  the  Annual  Convention  of  1S98,  two  auditors, 
not  Directors,  one  for  a  term  of  one  year,  the  other  for  a  term  of  two  years.  At  each 
succeeding  Annual  Convention,  one  auditor  shall  be  elected  for  a  term  of  two  years, 
beginning  January  i,  and  expiring  December  31.  The  auditors  shall  at  all  times 
have  access  to  the  books  containing  the  records  and  accounts  of  the  Institute.  These 
records  and  accounts  they  shall  audit  at  least  once  a  year,  and  when  so  instructed 
by  the  Board  of  Directors  or  the  President.  They  shall  further  consider  the  legality 
of  expenditures  made,  and  report  to  the  Board  of  Directors  and  to  the  Convention 
annually  upon  these  and  all  other  matters  properly  affecting  the  financial  interests 
of  the  Institute.  They  shall  have  power  under  this  By-Law  to  incur  expense  for 
expert  assistance  when  such  assistance  is  essential  to  the  right  and  full  performance 
of  their  duties  as  herein  defined. 

Article  X. — Board  of  Directors  and  Execuihe  Committee. 

Section  i.  Board  of  Directors. — There  shall  be  nine  Directors,  in  addition  to 
the  four  leading  officers  of  the  Institute,  who  are  Directors  ex-officio. 

At  each  Annual  Convention,  three  Directors  shall  be  elected  to  serve  for  three 
years;  of  these  at  least  two  must  be  Fellows  and  one  may  be  an  Associate. 

No  Director  whose  term  of  office  has  expired  shall  be  re-elected  for  the  next 
ensuing  term.     This  provision  does  not  apply  to  ex-officio  members  of  the  Board. 

Sec.  2.  Duties  of  the  Board. — The  duties  of  the  Board  of  Directors  shall  be  as 
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follows:  In  the  interim  between  conventions  of  the  Institute,  the  Directors  shall  be 
the  custodians  and  conservators  of  all  the  properties  and  interests  of  the  Institute, 
and  they  shall  have  full  power  and  authority,  and  it  shall  be  their  duty  to  do  all 
things  (within  the  limitations  fixed  by  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws)  which,  in 
their  opinion,  shall  be  conducive  to  the  welfare  of  the  Institute. 

The  Board  of  Directors  shall  hold  at  least  two  meetings  in  each  year,  one  within 
thirty  days  after  the  beginning  of  its  term  of  office,  and  another  within  thirty  days 
before  the  regular  Annual  Convention  of  the  Institute.  At  the  former  meeting  it 
shall  elect  from  its  membership  an  Executive  Committee,  and  formulate  a  plan  of 
action  for  itself  and  for  said  committee  for  the  ensuing  official  year,  and  at  the  last- 
mentioned  meeting  it  shall  receive  and  act  upon  the  reports  of  officers,  of  Chapters, 
and  of  standing  and  of  special  committees,  and  shall  prepare  its  annual  report  to  the 
Convention. 

The  Board  of  Directors  shall  make  rules  for  the  conducting  of  examinations  for 
admission  to  Associate  Membership,  and  shall  appoint  a  Board  of  Examiners  to 
conduct  the  examinations. 

The  Board  of  Directors  may  also,  from  time  to  time,  formulate  and  publish  for 
the  information  of  the  Institute  such  rules  and  regulations  as  it  may  deem  expedient 
and  necessary  to  establish  for  the  furtherance  of  the  discharge  of  its  duties  and  respon- 
sibilities.    Five  shall  constitute  a  quorum  of  the  Board  of  Directors. 

Sec.  3.  Executive  Committee. — The  Executive  Committee  shall  consist  of  five 
Directors,  of  whom  the  President  and  Secretary  of  the  Institute  shall  be  two.  The 
President  and  Secretary  of  the  Institute  shall  be  respectively  Chairman  and  Secretary 
of  the  said  committee.     Three  shall  constitute  a  quorum  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

Article  XI. — Standing  Committees. 

Section  i.  Standing  Committees. — There  shall  be  Standing  Committees  as 
follows : 

Committee  on  Practice.     (See  Standing  order  in  Appendix.) 

Committee  on  Finance. 

Committee  on  Contracts  and  Specifications. 

Committee  on  Allied  Arts. 

Committee  on  Government  Architecture. 

House  Committee. 

Committee  on  Education. 

Committee  on  Competitions. 

Sec.  2.  Mode  of  Appointment. — Each  of  the  above  committees  shall  consist  of 
two  or  more  members  of  the  Institute,  either  Fellows  or  Associates.  They  shall  be 
annually  appointed  by  the  President. 

Sec.  3.  Duties. — The  duties  of  these  committees  shall  be  specially  defined  by 
the  instructions  they  shall  from  time  to  time  receive  from  the  Convention  or  Board 
of  Directors. 
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Article  XII. — Period  of  Office. 

All  officers  and  all  committees  of  the  Institute,  whatever  may  be  their  technical 
terms  of  duty,  shall  serve  until  their  successors  are  duly  qualified,  or  until  they  are 
themselves  discharged. 

Article  XIII. — Amendment  of  By-Laws. 

These  By-Laws  may  be  amended  at  any  meeting  of  the  Institute  by  a  two- 
thirds  vote  of  the  delegates  present  and  voting,  provided  notice  of  any  proposed 
amendment  shall  have  been  sent  to  each  Fellow  and  Associate  at  least  thirty  days 
before  the  amendment  is  to  be  voted  upon. 

Addenda. — Rules  for  Committee  on  Practice. 

The  39th  Convention  adopted  the  following  standing  order: 

1st.  That  to  the  Standing  Committees  there  be  added  a  Committee  on  Practice 
of  the  same  number  of  members  and  appointed  in  the  same  way  as  other  Standing 
Committees. 

2d.  That  it  shall  be  competent  for  the  Board  of  Directors,  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee, any  Chapter  or  any  members  of  the  Institute  to  bring  to  the  attention  of  the 
Committee  on  Practice  any  alleged  unprofessional  conduct  on  the  part  of  any  member 
without  being  deemed  to  have  entered  a  formal  complaint  against  such  member. 

3d.  That  when  the  Committee's  attention  is  drawn  to  such  a  matter  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  Committee  to  make  a  preliminary  examination  into  the  facts,  and  if 
a  pritna  facie  case  shall  appear  against  the  member,  to  so  report  to  the  Judiciary- 
Committee,  presenting  a  statement  of  such  facts  as  have  appeared  at  the  preliminary 
examination,  and  the  report  thus  presented  shall  be  deemed  a  complaint  duly  made 
in  accordance  with  Article  VII,  Section  3,  of  the  Constitution. 

4th.  The  Committee  on  Practice  or  the  Judiciary  Committee,  or  both  of  them, 
may  call  upon  the  Secretary  of  the  Institute  to  collect  all  available  evidence  and  to 
present  it,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  to  do  so. 
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CONDITIONS  OF  ELIGIBILITY  TO  ASSOCIATE  MEMBERSHIP  AND 
INFORMATION  CONCERNING  QUALIFICATIONS,  APPLICATIONS 
AND   EXAMINATIONS. 


Applicants  for  Associate  Membership  must  be  practicing  architects  of  the 
United  States  or  architectural  draftsmen  over  thirty^years  of  age.  All  applicants 
are  required  to  submit  proofs  of  capacity  and  personal  and  professional  standing. 

If  an  appiicant  resides  in  the  territory  of  a  Chapter,  he  must  be  a  member  of 
that  Chapter  at  the  time  his  application  is  made. 

Applicants  must  first  be  balloted  upon  by  m.embers  of  the  Institute  in  the 
Chapter  of  the  applicant,  or,  if  no  Chapter  exists  in  the  State  of  the  applicant,  by 
members  of  the  Institute  in  that  State. 

Application  must  be  made  upon  one  of  the  forms  attached.  It  m.ust  be  properly 
filled  out,  certified  and  fonvarded  to  the  Secretary  with  such  exhibits  as  the  forms 
require.  Additional  copies  of  application  blanks  may  be  had  upon  request  from 
the  Secretary  of  the  Institute. 

The  forms  to  be  used  by  applicants  are  known  as: 

Form  A. — For  graduates  of  accredited  schools  of  architecture,  for  holders  of 
accredited  scholarships  in  architecture,  and  for  applicants  who  have  passed  the 
qualifying  examinations  of  the  Royal  Institute  of  British  Architects,  or  the  exami- 
nations for  the  first  class  of  the  Ecole  des  Beaux  Arts. 

The  accredited  schools  of  architecture  are  those  of  the  Massachusetts  Institute 
of  Technology,  Columbia  University,  the  University  of  Pennsylvania,  Cornell 
University,  Harvard  University,  and  the  University  of  Illinois. 

The  accredited  scholarships  are  those  of  the  American  Academy  in  Rome, 
Columbia  University,  Cornell  L^niversity,  the  Pennsylvania  Academy  of  Fine  Arts, 
Washington  University,  the  Rotch,  Stewardson,  McKim  Scholarships,  the  winners 
of  the  Paris  Prize  of  the  Society  of  Beaux  Arts  Architects,  and  the  Alumni  Fellow- 
ship of  the  University  of  Pennsylvania. 

Applicants  under  Form  A  are  not  required  to  undergo  any  examinations,  but 
they  must  have  had  not  less  than  three  years'  experience  as  practicing  architects, 
or  five  years  as  draftsmen,  or  the  equivalent  in  the  ratio  of  two  years  of  experience 
as  draftsmen  to  one  year  of  practice.

Applicants  under  Form  B  are  required  to  undergo  a  technical  examination,  or 
may  submit  for  consideration  in  lieu  thereof  an  exhibit  of  their  executed  work, 
consisting  of  drawings  and  photographs  of  not  less  than  three  buildings. 

The  technical  examination  embraces  (a)  Construction;  {b)  Elements  of  Archi- 
tecture; (c)  Design;  {d)  Freehand  Drawing;  (e)  History  of  Architecture.  Full 
details  of  the  date  and  place  of  examination  will  be  given  to  each  applicant  a  proper 
time  in  advance. 

Architects  applying  under  Form  B  must  have  had  not  less  than  three  years' 
experience  in  practice;  draftsmen  must  have  had  not  less  than  five  years'  office 
experience. 

All  applications  under  Form  B  must  be  accompanied  by  a  fee  of  five  dollars. 

Unsuccessful  applicants  will  be  notified  privately  of  the  fact,  and  will  not  be 
eligible  for  re-examination  until  the  lapse  of  one  year.
